On  motion  the  Report  was  received  and  the  Rule  as  to 
duplicate  proxies  was  suspended,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  prox- 
ies of  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3  and  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  and  all 
the  Representatives  mentioned  in  the  report  were  admitted 
to  seats  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

The  Grand  Secretary  then  read  the  proceedings  of  the 
Sixth  Annual  Communication  held  on  the  17th  and  19th  days 
of  February,  A.  D.  1877,  A.  L.  5877,  which  on  motion,  were 
confirmed. 

On  motion,  the  usual  courtesies  were  extended  to  all 
Master  Masons  in  good  standing. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  following 
ANNUAL  ADDRESS: 

Bbethben  op  the  Gband  Lodge  : — Since  our  last  convocation  another 
year  has  come  and  gone,  its  events  belong  to  the  past,  the  hopes  it  awakened, 
the  sorrows  it  produced,  the  joys  it  brought,  the  tears  it  started  and  dried, 
are  swept  from  us  forever. 

It  is  pleasing  to  look  back  to  time  past,  and  advantageous,  if  we  apply 
knowledge  gained  to  the  duties  and  labours  of  life. 

Our  noble  order  has  a  long  ond  glorious  history,  its  unwritten  pages  ex- 
cite the  most  glowing  memories  to  which  the  heart  of  humanity  can  cling, 
down  to  the  obscure  ages  its  record  is  as  a  track  of  light,  where  brethren  have 
walked  together  in  harmony  and  felt  the  genial  warmth  of  kindly  sympathies; 
the  strong  arm  of  brotherhood  has  been  a  shield  to  those  of  the  Craff  who 
have  lived  before  us,  and  its  achievements  have  been  groat  blessings  to  our 
race. 

As  every  year  adds  to  the  history  of  the  past,  and  every  event  affords  a 
moral,  so  may  our  reflections  and  experience,  properly  applied,  open  up  new 
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ohimnels  by  which  to  approach  unobtrusively  the  abodes  of  want,  and  add 
to  a  general  human  happiness. 

Coming  together  with  .-tuoh  views,  and  animated  by  the  prospects  of  that 
great  pleasure,  believed  to  be  within  the  reach  of  human  achievement,  let  us 
then  earnestly  seek,  with  one  heart  and  purpose,  to  devise  the  best  calculated 
means  to  forward  the  grand  object  of  our  Fraternity. 

After  the  successive  changes  of  a  season,  it  is  becoming  that  we  should 
return  thanks  to  Him  who  controls  the  destinies  of  men,  and  of  all  that  men 
devise,  for  the  health  and  happ'aess  which  we  have  enjoyed,  and  for  the 
prosperity  which  has  attenc^  id  our  beloved  ordnr,  and  for  the  Province  in 
general,  to  His  providence  we  owe  our  lives,  as  woll  as  the  means  of  render- 
ing those  lives  useful;  by  his  favor  we  have  been  protected  from  danger, 
disease  and  death,  and  are  permitted  once  more  to  assemble  in  peace  and 
brotherhood.  Our  grateful  acknowledgements  are  justly  due,  and  we  should 
zealously  offer  them  for  those  blessings  so  bounteously  bestowed  upon  Ma- 
sonry and  its  votaries. 

THR  FRATERNAL  DEAD. 

Among  the  blessings  acknowledged  I  am  permitted  to  congratulate  you 
upon  the  general  exemption  of  onr  members  from  death,  still  some  of  our  mem- 
bers have  been  called  by  the  fiat  of  our  Supreme  Buler  to  their  last  account. 
We  are  especiplly  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  our  distinguished  and  worthy 
brother  Past  Grand  Master  Robert  Burnaby,  who  departed  this  life  on  the 
12th  of  Jtit?uary,  1878,  in  Leicester,  England,  where  he  had  gone  for  the  benefit 
of  his  health.  Grief  and  mourning  fill  our  hearts.  His  life  had  been  devoted 
to  the  happiness  of  his  fellow  men,  and  he  died  as  he  had  lived,  an  Honored 
Member  of  an  Order  which  he  loved .  May  he  be  admitted  to  that  fullness  of 
joy  where  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling  and  the  weary  are  at  rest.  I  would 
recommeid  that  a  special  memorial  page  in  our  next  Grand  Lodge  Proceed- 
ings bo  dedicated  to  our  eminent  Bro' ler. 

It  gives  me  great  plensiire  that  I  m  again  permitted  to  congratulate  you 
upon  the  general  harmony  and  prosperity  of  the  Craft  in  this  Province,  and 
especially  in  ihis  city,  since  the  amalgamation  of  the  four  lodges  into  two, 
which  the  brethren  of  these  lodges  consummated  after  careful  and  mature 
deliberation,  in  which  I  concurred,  as  in  my  opinion  I  thought*  it  would  be 
for  the  good  of  the  Order  iu  reconciling  conflicting  interests. 

Victoria  Lodge.  No.  1,  and  British  Columbia,  No.  5,  as  you  are  aware, 
united  under  the  name  of  Victoria  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1.  By  request  I 
visited  this  Lodge  and  installed  their  officers  on  the  evening  of  the  3rd  of 
April,  1877. 

Vancouver  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  Quadra  Lodge,  No.  8,  also  united  under 
the  name  of  Vancouver  and  Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2,  which  I  also  visited  by  re- 
quest on  the  16th  of  May,  and  installed  their  officers. 

I  consider  that  these  Lodges  have  a  brighter  and  happier  prospect  before 
them  in  thus  uniting,  and  I  am  glad  to  add  that  through  the  unity  of  action 
brought  about  by  the  brethren,  I  have  been  enabled,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes,  to  advance  towards  perfection  that  great  want 
which  existed  in  this  city,  a  Masonic  Temple  of  their  own,— a  want  severally 
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felt  by  the  Ornft,  it  haying  caused  a  great  drain  on  the  Fraternity  in  shape  of 
rent,  paid  to  the  amount  of  from  fourteen  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  besides 
other  great  inconveniences . 

I  believe  at  about  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  in 
1877,  wo  discussed  the  subject  of  erecting  a  Masonic  Temple  which  should  be 
a  credit  to  the  Fraternity,  and  thereby  stop  the  drain  on  our  resources.  The 
Board  being  composed  of  practical  business  men,  we  commenced  work  in  the 
matter  at  once  by  getting  up  a  prospectus  for  a  Building  Association  with 
500  shares  at  $20  per  share,  so  as  to  realize  the  sum  of  $10,000.  Shares  were 
to  be  sold  to  none  biit  members  of  the  Order.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that 
the  Brethren  responded  thereto  with  a  will,  and  in  consequence  two  full-sized 
city  lots  on  the  corner  of  Douglas  and  Fisguard  Streets,  measuring  120  feet 
each  way,  have  been  purchased  in  July,  1877,  at  the  price  of  $1,750,  whioh  is 
a  low  figure  for  that  property.  The  same  was  deeded  to  the  Grand  Master 
for  the  time  being,  in  trust  for  the  Fraternity,  but  it  is  now  conveyed  to  tho 
Order  by  a  trust  deed. 

On  the  30th  of  August,  1877,  the  preparation  of  pluns  for  a  Masonic 
Temple  was  given  to  Brothers  Trounce  and  Teague  in  competition.  On  the 
20th  of  October,  1877,  these  plans  were  submitted  That  of  Brothrr  Teague 
was  accepted,  and  he  was  instructed  to  tt ..  the  necepsnry  steps  to 
obtain  ter.dovs  for  the  erection  of  the  building.  On  the  22nd  of  December, 
1877,  tat  renders  were  received  and  opened  by  tho  Bon rdol  General  Purposes, 
tho  following  were  accepted,  viz:—

John  liennott,  carpenter  work 2,600  00 

D.  Heal,  tinwork 900  00 

J.  Spratt,  ironwork 100  00 

T,  R.  Mitchell,  painting    328  00 

Making  a  Totiil  for  the  Building  of $8,528  00 

The  Architect,  Brother  Teagup,  has  been  directed  to  enter  into  contract 
with  tho  above  parties  for  the  erection  of  the  Masonic  Temple. 

This  building  will  be  of  the  most  substantial  character,  built  of  brick 
with  free  stone  trimmings,  measuring  49  feet  x  67  feet. 

The  ground  floor  contains  two  handsome  stores,  size  respectively  30  feet 
X  42  feet  and  22  x  46  feet,  the  main  entrance  hall  15  feet  x  22  feet  to  the  first 
floor,  an  office  for  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Board  of  General  Purposes,  also 
a  largo  fire-proof  safe  for  Masonic  records. 

The  first  floor  contains  the  Lodge  Boom  30  feet  x  57  feet,  height  of  ceil- 
ing 27  feet  6  inches;  Ante-room  15  x  20,  Library  15  x  14;  Examination  Boom 
and  Bobing  Boom  for  Grand  Officers,  10  feet  x  10  feet  6  inches;  Preparation 
Room  7  feet  x  15  feet;  besides  which  there  are  rooms  for  Grand  Lodge  Re- 
galia, Chapter  Regalia  and  Lodge  RegJia,  etc.,  etc. 

The  building  is  replete  with  all  the  modern  requirements  such  as  gas, 
water,  and  is  well  ventilated. 

It  is  anticipated  that  everything  will  be  in  readiness  to  lay  the  comer 
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stone  some  time  in  March,  1878,  (of  which  due  notice  will  bo  given)  thftt  the 
Temple  will  be  finished  to  be  formally  dedicated  on  the  24th  of  June,  1878, 
St.  John's  Df-;",  and  I  trust  there  will  bo  such  interest  taken  as  will  bo  pro- 
ductive of  the  best  results  to  tho  Fraternity  in  the  far  West.

Our  fraternal  relations  with  other  Grand  Lodges  remain  undisturbed,  en- 
tirely agreeable,  and  Masonic.

DISPENSATIONS. 

During  the  year  but  two  dispensations  have  been  granted,  b-^th  to  Ashlar 
Lodge,  No.  3,  Nc^iaimo;  one  for  the  purpose  of  attending  divine  service  in 
regalia  on  the  2'4th  of  June,  the  other  to  appear  in  regalia  at  a  ball  given  by 
the  Brethren  of  Ashlar  Lodge.  No.  3,  at  Nauaimo  on  the  27th  December. 

GRAND  LODGE  OF  CUBA. 

I  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Cuba  asking  for  recognition  of  their  Grand  Lodge. 

The  statement  it  contains  gives  an  extended  account  of  Masonry  in  that 
Island.  In  presenting  their  claims  for  recognition,  I  would  recommend  that 
their  communication  be  reforre.l  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  to  report 
upon  the  same. 

In  conclusion,  and  before  surrendering  the  high  trust  committed  to  my 
keeping,  allow  me  to  return  my  grateful  acknowledgements  for  tho  kindness 
and  courtesies  I  have  always  received  from  you;  yet,  in  resigning  my  trust 
into  your  hands,  I  feel  that  my  humble  efforts,  during  jny  term  of  office,  have 
not  been  characterized  by  that  ability  which  is  so  essentially  necessary  in  one 
occupying  the  high  position  of  Grand  Master,  and  upon  which  tho  success  of 
the  Craft  so  materially  depends. 

But  no  pleasure  can  equal  the  satisfaction  which  I  feel  at  tho  unequivo- 
cal manner  in  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  bestow  upon  me  your  confi- 
dence and  fraternal  regard.  I  know  not  what  higher  compliment  could  ever 
bo  paid  me  than  that  which  you  have  twice  bestowed,  and  for  which  I  now  re- 
turn the  sincere  thanks  of  a  grateful  heart. 

I  rejoice  at  the  prospect  of  again  returning  to  your  midst,  and  to  take  my 
part  in  your  labors  around  our  common  altar. 

May  God  who  protected  our  fathers  in  ages  gone,  who  is  our  shield  for 
the  present  and  our  hope  for  the  future,  guide,  guard  and  protect  us  in  tho 
work  which  we  have  undertaken  until  its  termination  shall  unite  tho  whole 
human  family  in  indissoluble  bonds  of  sympathy  and  fraternal  union.

The  Report  of  the  R.-.W.'.  the  Deputy  Grand   Master 
was  then  read  and  on  motion  referred  to  the  same  committee. 
R.-.W.-.  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

During  the  past  year  official  visitations  having  been  confined  to  the 
Lodges  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  I  have  not  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the 
brethren  of  other  places  in  their  own  lodge  rooms.  My  attention  has  been 
mainly  devoted  to  the  affairs  of  the  Craft  as  brought  before  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes  which  has  had  more  business  to  transact  this  year  than  any 
other  since  the  formation  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  suspension  some  five  years  ago  of  the  Deputy  District  Grand  Master 
of  British  Cohimbia  when  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land has  been  the  subject  of  further  discussion,  ami  the  V.'.W.'.  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  copy  all  documents  and  communications  touching 
on  this  matter  and  forward  the  name  to  the  V.*.  W.*.  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  M.'.W.',  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  so  that  they  may  understand  the 
subject  thoroughly. 

Another  matter  of  importance  and  one  material  to  the  woU-beiug  of  the 
Craft  in  Victoria,  was  the  amalgamation  of  the  four  Lodges  in  this  city  into 
two,  which  was  very  happily  accomplished,  and  the  Ijodge  that  I  have  the 
honor  to  be  a  member  of  is  already  feeling  the  good  effects  of  the  measures 
adopted,  for  it  is  a  pleasure  to  any  lover  of  the  Craft  to  spend  an  evening  at 
our  Lodge.  Sbvoral  appeals  have  been  disposed  of  during  the  year  to  all  ap- 
pearances satisfactorily.  The  next  subject  that  occupied  our  attention  is  one 
of  great  importance  to  the  Craft,  namely,  the  building  of  a  Masonic  Hall. 
Brethren  this  matter  has  been  the  theme  of  every  Grand  Master  since  the  for- 
mation of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  with  very  little  prospect  of  its  being  accom- 
I)lished,  as  there  were  no  funds  for  that  purpose.  You  will,  therefore,  per- 
ceive that  it  was  a  difficult  undertaking.  But  being  appointed  one  of  the  Com- 
mittee at  the  Masonic  Convention  some  three  years  and  a  half  ago,  and  the 
matter  being  referred  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  I  was  again  appoint- 
ed by  them,  with  several  other  Brethren,  to  devise  some  feasible  plan  of  at- 
taining tho  desired  object.  From  that  time  lintil  the  land  for  that  purpose 
was  purchused,  I  continued  to  enquire  and  endeavored  to  get  a  suitable  pro- 
perty that  would  bring  a  good  interest  on  the  investment  and  recommend  it- 
self to  the  Brethren.  My  desire  was  to  obtain  a  lot  on  Government  Street 
near  the  hall  we  now  occupy,  and  I  thought  I  had  succeeded.  Therefore,  with 
the  advice  of  Bro.  Trounce,  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
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poses,  the  members  of  the  Board  were  called  together  aud  my  plans  laid  be- 
fore them  and  they  wore  nuanimously  approved  of,  except  the  proposed  site 
for  the  building,  as  the  Board  thought  we  could  do  better  by  selecting  some 
other  property  than  the  one  suggested  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  for  one 
week.  When  we  met  again  the  property  we  have  since  bought  was  offered  by 
Bro.  Beaven  and  approved  of  by  every  member  present.  A  committee  was 
aijpointed  consisting  of  the  V.'.W.*.  Grand  Secretary.  Bro.  Beaven  and  myself 
to  draw  up  a  prospectus .  This  we  did  and  it  was  received  and  adopted  by 
the  Board  as  a  whole  and  presented  to  the  Lodges  and  Brethren  in  Victoria, 
meeting  with  a  very  flattering  reception :

Vancouver  Quadra    "  "  500  00 

Victoria  Columbia  Royal  Arch  Chapter 300  00 

The  V.'.W.".  the  Grand  Secretary  then  canvassed  among  the  Brethren  and  in 
about  ten  days  got  subscriptions  amounting  to  over  $3,000  00.  The  list  has 
since  been  in  my  care  and  I  have  obtained  upwards  of  $2,000  00  more.  In 
connection  with  this  subject  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  mention  the  able  assistance 
which  has  been  rendered  by  Bros.  Chambers,  Trounce,  McMicking,  Heister- 
man,  Teague  and  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Brethren,  to  have  been  permitted  to  be  one  of  the  humble  instruments  in 
assisting  to  erect  a  Masonic  Building  which  will  be  an  ornament  to  the  city 
and  a  benefit  and  credit  to  the  Craft  his  afforded  me  much  pleasure,  and  at 
the  next  Annual  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  blessing  of  the 
Most  High,  wo  shall  assemble  and  meet  together  in  our  own  Hall,  one  suited 
for  Masonic  purposes  and  the  property  of  the  Brethren.  When  this  takes 
place  we  may  feel  that  wo  have  laid  a  sure  foundation  for  the  Craft  in  this 
city,  and  I  believe  every  Lodge  in  the  Province,  except  Union  Lodge,  will 
then  meet  in  its  own  Masonic  Hall,  and  when  the  Hall  in  Victoria  is  com- 
pleted we  shall  be  able  to  render  assistance  to  the  Brethron  of  Union  Lodge, 
if  they  should  need  it,  in  erecting  a  Hall  in  their  city. 

During  the  year  much  time  and  care  have  been  bestowed  in  drafting  ad- 
visable amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  will  be  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

In  conclusion,  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Boai'd  of  General  Purposes,  by  theif  careful  attention  to  and  con- 
sideration of  every  subject  Arhich  has  come  before  them  during  the  past  year 
have  shewn  they  were  faithful  to  their  trust  and  merited  the  confidonco  re- 
posed in  them  by  you.

Printed  Proceedings  of  Sister  Graud  Lodges  have  been  duly  received,  as 
also  Masonic  pamphlets  and  periodicals,  which,  with  the  books  already  on 
hand,  will  add  to  the  usefulness  of  our  library,  which  I  am  in  hopes  will  re- 
ceive additional  attention  when  we  are  in  possession  of  our  own  building, 
which  T  trust,  will  soon  take  place,  as  in  the  event  of  fire  the  entire  records 
of  this  Grand  Loige  would,  most  probably,  be  destroyed,  as  there  is  no  i^ro- 
tection  against  such  an  emergency  in  the  building  we  now  use. 

I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  Grand  Lodge  to  the  suggestion  of  Past 
Grand  Secretary  Coote  M.  Chambers  made  in  his  last  report,  viz.,  that  six 
copies  of  the  Constitution  and  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  bound  for 
the  purpose  of  preservation  and  reference,  or  if  Grand  Lodge  should  not 
deem  the  expense  too  great  that  all  the  Proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge,  from  its 
formation,  including  this  session,  be  re-printed  in  one  volume  and  the  pages 
numbered  consecutively.  The  requests  for  copies  of  Proceedings  of  former 
years  having  been  so  many  and  so  readily  complied  with  that  there  are  hard- 
ly any  of  them  left  in  this  ofnce. 

Of  this  year's  Proceedings  I  have  forwarded  three  copies  to  each  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  with  which  wo  are  in  correspondence,  and  a  few  to  individual 
members,  but  have  not  been  able  to  comply  with  all  the  numerous  requests 
made  for  them. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  tlie  increased  interest  evinced  by  members  of  the 

Craft  in  its  welfare.    This  has  been  more  particularly  manifest  in  the  variety 

and  additional  number  of  subjects  which  have  come  before  and  been  attended 

to  by  the  Board  of  General  Purposes.     There  having  been  more  than  twice 

as  many  meetings  of  that  body  during  this  year  as  in  any  preceding  year  and 
almost  all  the  members  of  the  Board  have  been  present  at  each  meeting. 
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On  looking  through  the  Proceedings  of  Sister  Grand  Lodges  I  notice  that 
several  eminent  Masons  have  been  called  off  from  their  labor;^  ninong  the 
Craft  to  swell  the  roll  of  our  honored  dead.  Official  notification  having  been 
received  by  me  of  the  dcat'i  of  R  '.W.-,  Bro.  Jno.  Atherton  Harris,  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  M.'.W,*.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  Bro.  Udd 
Schleusner,  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector  General  33,  of  the  Supreme  Grand 
Council  of  Brazil,  and  R.".W.'.  Bro.  Frank  Goulay,  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
M.'.W  .'.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri.  Of  these  Bro.  Goulay's  name  has 
been  most  familiar  to  us  from  the  able  manner  in  which  he  fulfilled  his  duties 
to  his  Grand  Lodge,  having  made  the  Proceedings  of  that  Grand  Lodge  pre- 
eminently instructive  by  his  just  criticisms  and   sound   opinions.     His  death 

occurred  in  a  most  painful  manner  in  the  great  fire  in .    Though  dead 

his  memory  will  still  remain  green  and  fresh  in  the  remembrance  of  the  Craft. 
He  still  lives  in  the  good  works  he  has  accomplished  and  <he  reflection  from 
his  brilliant  career  will  illumine  the  minds  of  others,  and  incite  them  to  add 
to  the  splendor  of  our  Ancient  and  Honored  Fraternity  and  to  glorify  the 
great  Architect  whom  we,  as  Masons,  reverence  and  serve,  who  shapes  our 
ends,  and  though  his  ways  surpass  man's  understanding,  yet  he  doeth  all 
things  well.

Since  writing  my  Report  news  has  been  received  of  the  death  of  one 
whom  the  Craft  in  British  Columbia  held  in  high  estimation,  and  whose  Ma- 
sonic labors  and  good  qualities  entitle  him  to  a  lasting  place  in  the  remem- 
brance of  every  Mason  in  the  Province.  R.-.W.-.  P.  G.  M.  Burnaby  was  one 
of  our  pioneers  in  Masonry,  one  of  the  first  Masters  of  the  first  Lodge  in  the 
Province,  subsequently  D.G.M.  for  British  Columbia  under  the  E.ll.,  and  was 
Past  P.Z.  of  Columbia  R.  A.  Chapter,  120  R.S.  He  was  for  some  time  opposed 
to  the  formation  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  thinking  it  prcmuture,  but  finding  the 
Brethren  were  almost  all  desirous  that  this  step  should  be  taken  he  then  devot- 
ed all  his  energies  in  assisting  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Brethren,  thereby 
setting  an  example  worthy  of  being  imitated,  but  one  vvhich,  unfortunately, 
is  not  always  followed.  In  consideration  of  his  eminent  services  the  rank  of 
P.  G.  M.  was  unanimously  conferred  upon  him  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  a 
beautiful  P.  G.  M.'s  Jewel  presented  him  by  the  Brethren.  He  was  al^o 
made  an  honorary  member  of  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Ashlar  Lodge,  No. 
3.  In  knowledge  of  the  English  Ritual  Bro.  Burnaby  has  never  been  sur- 
passed by  any  Brother  in  the  Craft  of  this  Province.  His  kind  and  courteous 
bearing  whilst  presiding  over  the  Craft  and  his  liberality  and  goodness  of 
heart,  endeared  him  to  all  who  came  in  contact  with   him.     May   he   rest   in 

peace.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GENERAL  PURPOSES: 

IGth  February,  1878. 
To  THK  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodqe  of  Anciknt  Frek  and  Acof-pted 
Masons  of  Biiixisn  Columbia: 

1.  The  Board  of  General  Purposes  in  submitting  their  Seventh  Annual 
Report,  liave  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  though  we  have  not  increased 
our  number  of  members  still  the  affairs  of  the  Craft  generally  are  in  sound 
condition. 

2.  W.'.  Bro  T.  Trounce,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  was  nnani- 
mously  re-elected  Vice-President,  and  at  the  same  meeting  the  following  Com- 
mittees  were  appointed,  viz. :  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  on  Printing,  and 
on  Grievances.  In  pursuance  of  resolution  of  Grand  Lodge  the  following 
Brethren  were  elected  Trustees,  in  whom  the  moneys  of  Grand  Lodge  have 
been  invested,  viz: 

V.-.W.-.  H.  F.  Heisterman,  ;, 

R.-.W.-.  Eli  Harrison, 
W.-.  T.  Trounce. 
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TlioRo  IJrothroii  Imvinp;  nccepttnl  the  trust  iK'oovtlinpily  have  nitnrod  into  bonds 
for  its  duo  fulfilmtnt. 

3.  A  petition  wixs  i-eccivod  from  the  Bri'thren  of  Victorift  L()dj,'e,  No.  1, 
nnd  British  Columbin  Lod}jj(i,  Nj.  5,  priiyin;^'  that  those  two  Lodges  might  bo 
anmlgiiiuiitod  under  the  name  of  Vietorin  Oohinibiii  Lodge,  No.  1,  »nd  tho 
Board  resolved  that  tho  M.'.W.'.  tho  Grand  Master  sliould  favorably  consider 
nnd  grant  their  request,  which  was  done.  Subsoquontly  a  similar  petition 
from  Vancouver  Lodge,  No.  '2,  and  Quadra  Lodge,  No.  8,  asking  thai  thoy  bo 
amalgamated  under  the  name  of  Vancouver  and  Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2,  was 
received,  on  which  petition  the  similar  course  was  adopted.  Of  tho  wisdom 
of  this  step  the  Board  feel  fully  assured  from  tho  evident  benefit  to  tho  Craft 
arising  therefrom  which  is  rapidly  niakiu;^  itself  manifest. 

i.  The  Board  having  duly  considered  the  request  of  tho  so-called  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario  for  recognition  by  this  Grind  Lodge,  unanimously  resolved 
that  the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  should  not  bo  recognized,  and  tho  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  have  been  duly  informed  of  tho  action  of  tho  Board. 

5.  Tho  Board  having  had  the  question  of  devising  some  plan  for  the  pur- 
chase and  erection  (jf  a  Mrsonic  Hall,  after  ree  iving  information  as  to  the 
prices  asked  for  ditieront  properties  in  evorj'  available  part  of  the  city,  finally 
decided  on  purchasing  lots  OO.J  and  Cl(t  on  tho  N.W.  corner  of  Douglas  and 
Fisguard  Streets  for  the  sum  of  SI, 750.  Of  tho  proprit>ty  of  this  purchase  the 
Board  have  had  evidence  fr;)m  subsequent  sales  of  adjoining  property  and 
from  the  inqirovements  now  under  weigh  in  the  immediato  locality.  The 
Board  after  making  the  i)nrehaso  appointed  a  Committee  consisting  of  R.\W.  •. 
Eli  Harrison,  Sr.,  Bro.  R.  Beaven,  and  the  Sot^retary,  to  draft  prospectus  of 
building  scheme  and  adopted  the  one  drawn  up  by  those  Brethren. 

6.  The  Board  have  entered  into  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  building. 
The  advantages  of  having  our  own  building  must  present  themselves  to  tho 
mind  of  every  Brother  in  Victcria,  and  the  Board  would  earnestly  recom- 
mend that  every  Brother  in  the  city  contribute  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to  tho 
furtherance  of  this  deuirable  object. 

7.  Full  accounts  of  the  condition  of  the  building  fund,  etc.,  have  been 
prepared  by  the  Secretary,  and  will  bo  laid  before  Grand  Lodge. 

8.  Sevei-al  appeals  from  the  actions  of  Subordinate  Lodges  have  been 
laid  before  the  Board,  who  have  carefully  considered  each  case,  and  it  is 
hoped  and  believed  satisfactorily  decided  them. 

9.  Correspondence  has  been  received  through  the  R.'.W,'.  the  Represen- 
tative of  the  M.".W.'.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  with  regard  to  the  sus- 
pension of  a  once  distinguished  member  of  the  Craft  and  full  returns  have 
been  sent  to  that  M.'.W.*.  Grand  Lodge. 

10.  Bros.  Harrison,  Sr.,  Thorne  and  Beaven  wore  requested  by  the  Board 
to  revise  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge  and  report.  After  their  report  had 
been  received  the  matter  was  discussed  by  the  Board,  who  would  suggest  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  ameudmeuts  to  the  Constitution,  and  of  which 
tho  Secretary  has  given  notice  in  the  summonses  to  members  of  Grand 
Lodge. 
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NOTICES  OF  MOTION. 

Tho  St^cretary  of  tho  Board  of  General  Purposos  gives  notice  of  mntion 
to  amend  the  Constitution  and  General  Regulations  of  Gniiid  Lodge,  pursu- 
ant to  Resolutions  of  tl'c  Board,  as  follows: 

1.  Clause  2,  page  20,  3rd  line,  strike  out  the  word  "Lodge"  and  insert 
tho  word  "vote." 

2.  Clause  8,  page  22,  strike  out  the  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  the  foUowin;^: 
"The  elective  officers  respectively  are  to  be  chosen  by  written  bidlot,  and  the 
Candidate  then  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  bo  declared  duly 
elected." 

3.  Clause  15,  page  23,  strike  out  the  word  "first"  and  the  word  "Decem- 
ber," and  in  lieu  insert  the  words  "in  June  preceding  St.  John's  Day." 

4.  Clause  18,  page  24,  strike  out  the  words  "estiiblishing"  and  "uniform" 
in  the  first  lino,  and  the  words  "  system  "  and  "  lecture  "  in  the  second  line, 
and  insert  in  lieu  of  the  word  "  uniform  "  the  words  "  tho  ostiiblished  ";  and 
in  lieu  of  the  words  "  system  "  and  "  lecture  "  insert  tlie  words  "  systems  " 
and  "  lectures." 

5.  Clause  2,  page  24,  strike  out  the  Clause  and  in  lieu  thereof  read  tho 
following:  "  All  matters  are  to  be  decided  by  tho  highest  number  of  legal 
votes,  each  Subordinate  Lodge  having  three  votes,  each  officer  and  member  of 
Grand  Lodge  (except  the  Grand  Tyler)  one  vote,  and  the  Grand  Master  a 
rusting  vote  in  case  of  equal  division,  unless  the  Lodge  for  the  sake  of  expe- 
dition think  proper  to  leave  any  particular  subject  to  the  determination  of  the 
Grand  Master.  Where  any  subject  can  be  satisfactorily  settled  by  an  open 
vote,  the  votes  of  tli  tnombers  are  always  to  be  signified  in  the  manner  usual 
among  Masons,  which  the  Grand  Deacons  are  to  count  unless  the  number 
should  bo  so  unequal  as  to  render  counting  unnecessary." 

6.  Page  25,  5th  line,  expunge  words  "one  month"  and  insert  "six 
weeks."  8th  line,  expunge  the  word  "by  "  and  insert  "with  tho  consent  of 
the  highest  number  of  legal  votes  present." 

7.  Clause  8,  page  25,  strike  out  the  clause  and  in  lieu  thereof  read  tho 
following:  "  It  shall  be  competent  of  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  move 
a  resolution,  or  an  amendment,  or  an  amendment  to  an  amendment,  but  no 
further  amendment  shall  be  entertained." 

8.  Page  30,  add  clause  No.  9,  as  follows:  "Meinbdrs  of  Grand  Lodge  that 
shall  cease  to  contribute  for  a  period  of  two  years  to  a  Subordinate  Lodge  in 
this  or  some  other  jurisdiction  shall  be  deprived  of  all  honors  and  rank  he  or 
they  may  have  attained  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  de- 
cided by  special  vote."

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13.  Clause  19,  jxi^'o  35,  hccoiuI  line,  cxpunga  the  words  "gross,  immoral, 
or  iufftmouH,"  nml  insert  "un-^Iasoniu"  iustortd.  10th  line,  after  the  words 
"oxelnsion"  insert  tlu^  words  "shall  be  recorded  on  the  minutes  of  the  next 
regular  meeting.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  notified,  and  every  Lodge  in 
the  Province,"  In  lieu  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  clause  to  which  is  to  bo 
added  the  following:  "No  Master  Mason  shall  be  retained  on  the  books  of  a 
Lodge  as  in  good  standing,  who  is  six  quarters  in  arrears  of  dues,  unless  by 
special  vote  of  his  Lodge;  neither  shall  K  A.  or  Fellow  Crafts  bo  retained  as 
members  who  have  not  made  such  proficiency  us  may  entitle  them  to  receive 
higher  degrees." 

14.  Clause  7,  page  41,  strike  out  the  words  "by  the  Grand  Lodge  only 
to"  in  the  last  line. 

15.  Clause  G,  page  4G,  line  7.  strike  out  the  words  "or  exclusion." 

IG.  Clauses  1,  2,  3,  page  49,  remove  from  page  49  and  insert  same  and 
all  regulations  regarding  Fund  of  Benevolence  on  page  3'2,  after  clause  13. 

17.  Add  the  following  to  clause  6  to  By-Laws  of  Fund  of  Benevolence: 
"Nor  within  three  months  from  this  Fund  except  by  vote  of  Grand  Lodge. 
Nor  during  any  year  shall  there  be  expended  more  than  the  income  received 
during  the  pieeeding  year  from  the  Lodges,  interest  on  accumulated  funds 
excepted,  nor  shall  any  persons,  except  transient  Brethren,  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive relief  from  this  fund  who  are  domiciled  out  of  the  Province."

Pursuant  to  notice  a  Special  Communicntion  of  Grand 
Lodge  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of 
the  Masonic  Temple  in  the  City  of  Victoria  with  the  usual 
Masonic  honors. 

present : 

About  150  Officers  and  Members  of  the  various  Lodges 
in  the  Province,  besides  the  members  of  Columbia  Koyal 
Arch  Chapter  120. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form  at  2  o'clock, 
P.M.,  with  solemn  prayer. 

The  M.-.W.".  the  Grand  Master  stated  that  he  had  been 
requested  by  the  Commit*  e  of  Arrangements  to  lay  the 
foundation  stone  of  the  Masonic  Temple  and  that  he  would 
at  once  proceed  with  the  necessary  ceremonies  of  the  occa- 
sion. 

The  weather  being  fine  a  large  concourse  of  spectators 
witnessed  the  ceremony.  A  large  stand  with  raised  seats 
was  erected  at  the  West  side  for  the  accommodation  of  ladies 
and  children,  every  available  seat  on  which  was  taken  pos- 
session of  long  before  the  proceedings  commenced.     On  the 
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North  side  a  raised  plat  torn)  was  oroctod  on  which  tho  band 
was  phiced,  also  tho  nionibors  of  one  of  tho  Subordinate 
Lodges  wlio  coukl  not  l)o  accommodated  on  tho  ground  floor. 
Tho  members  of  tho  (Irand  Lodge  Avero  provided  with  seats 
on  the  ground  lioor,  and  were  surrounded  by  members  of  the 
Si  bordinato  Lodges.  About  150  members  of  the  Order  took 
part  in  the  ceremony,  whicli  was  conducted  in  a  very  impres- 
sive manner  by  the  M.-.W.'.  G.  M.  Eli  Harrisorx,  Sr.

On  arriving  at  the  site  of  the  building  the  procession 
opened  out  in  double  columns,  when  the  M.'.W.'.  Grand 
Master  and  Officers  proceeded  to  the  platform  and  were  re- 
ceived by  the  Committee.  The  M.'.W.".  G.  M.  then  deliv- 
ered the  following  Address : — 

Men,  Women  and  Children  here  Absembled: — Be  it  known  to  you  that 
we  are  true  and  lawful  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  faithful  to  the  laws  of  our 
country,  honoring  the  Queen  and  loving  God,  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Uni  • 
verse  We  have  among  us,  concealed  from  all  other  persons,  secrets  which 
cannot  be  communicated  except  in  accordance  with  the  customs  and  manners 
of  our  ancient  and  honorable  Society,  but  these  secrets  are  lawful  and  honor- 
able, and  iiitended  to  benefit  those  to  whom  they  are  entrusted.  No  persons 
can  be  admitted  into  our  Order  unless  they  are  reported  good  men  and  true, 
of  lawful  age  and  of  good  conduct.  Great  and  eminent  men  have  in  all  ages 
been  promoted  to  the  Craft  and  joined  in  our  assemblies,  and  monarchs  have 
not  thought  it  derogatory  to  their  dignity  to  exchange  the  sceptre  for  the 
trowel  on  many  occasions.  Unless  our  Order  were  good  and  our  calling  hon- 
orable we  should  not  have  lasted  for  so  many  centuries,  nor  should  wo  have 
been  honored  with  the  patronage  of  so  many  illustrious  men  in  all  ages,  who 
have  ever  been  ready  to  promote  our  interests  and  defend  us  from  our  adver- 
saries. We  are  assembled  hero  to-day  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  this  edifice 
to  be  erected  to  the  Most  High,  and  as  the  Tabernacle  was  a  forerunner  of 
that  great  Temple  erected  to  the  Most  High  by  King  Solomon,  so  may  this 
building  be  small  and  insignificant  to  those  which  in  the  future  may  be  erect- 
ed in  this  Province  and  dedicated  to  His  Most  Holy  Name. 

Plans  for  the  building  were  then  presented  by  Bro.  John 
Teague,  Architect,  and  alter  being  inspected  and  approved, 
were  accepted  with  the  following  remarks  by  the  M.'.W.*. 
Grand  Master: — 

"Bro.  Teague,— Finding  that  the  plans  you- have  prepared  for  this  new 
Masonic  Hall  are  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  our  vener- 
able Society,  also  perceiving  that  the  building  will  be  an  ornament  to  this 
city  and  a  credit  to  your  skill  as  a  craftsman,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  ex- 
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prossing  my  approval  of  the  designs,  and  for  your  guidance  place  them  again 
in  your  charge,  having  full  confidence  in  your  skill  and  integrity  to  complete 
the  building  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Brethren  who  entrusted  the  work  to 
your  care." 

Bro,  Teague  then,  on  behalf  of  the  Fraternity,  presented 
the  M.'.W.".  Grand  Master  with  a  beautiful  silver  trowel, 
the  workmanship  of  Mr.  Hy.  Kudolph, 

The  M.".  W.'.  Grand  Master  in  fitting  terms  returned  his 
sincere  thanks  for  the  gift  presented  to  him. 

A  solemn  prayer  was  then  oflfered  up  by  the  V.'.  W.*. 
Grand  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Mogg,  after  which  the 
Grand  Secretary  read  the  following  scroll : — 

"By  the  favor  of  Almighty  God,  the  great  Architect  of  the  Universe,  on 
the  22d  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  1878,  und  of  the  era  of  Free  Masonry,  A. 
L.  5878,  and  in  the  41st  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  His  Royal  Highness  Albert  Edward  Prince  of  Wales  being 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  Sir 
Michael  Shaw  Stewart,  Bart  ,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  His  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Dufferin,  K.G.,  K.C.B.,  being 
Governor-General  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the  Honorable  Albert  Norton 
lllchards,  Lieutenont-Governor  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  the 
Most  Worshipful  Eli  Harrison,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columba,  this  Corner  Stone  of  the  Masonic  Temple  in  the  City  of  Victoria, 
dedicated  to  Holy  St.  John  the  Evangelist  and  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  was  laid  by  the  Grand  Master  according  to  the 
ancient  usages  of  Masonry,  as.^isted  liy  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Companions  of 
ColriUibi.i  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No  l"2(l  on  the  Iti^gister  of  the  Supreme  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotltnd,   and  the  Brethren  residing  in  the  Province.

The  Grand  Treasurer  then  deposited  a  casket  contiining 
the  scroll  and  the  following  articles :  A  copy  of  the  proceedings 
to  organize  and  Ist  Grand  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  Columbia  with  CouKtitution;  Proceedings  of  1877; 
Canadian  Craftsman;  Daily  Staudard;  D idly  Coloimt',  Differ- 
ent Committees;  List  of  Grand  I^odge  Officers  for  1878. 
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The  Grand  Masler  then  proceeiled  to  lay  the  stone, wliich 
was  lowered  while  the  band  played  the  National  Anthem, 
Brethren  standing  nncoveied.  After  the  stone  had  been 
trietl  by  the  Junior  Grand  Warden,  the  Senior  Grand  War- 
den and  the  Deputy  Grand  Masler,  who  reported  that  the 
Craftsmen  had  done  their  duty,  the  Grand  Master  finished 
the  work  of  laying  the  stone  and  gave  three  raps  on  it,  saying 
"Well  made,  truly  laid;  well  proved,  true  and  trusty.  May 
this  edifice  be  completed  according  to  the  rules  of  our  Order, 
may  the  blessings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Architect  of  the 
Universe  assist  us  in  this  our  undertaking  and  we  will  ascriuo 
the  honor  and  glory  to  His  holy  name." 

The  Grand  Honors  were  then  given  three  times.  The 
Deputy  Grand  Master  then  presented  the  Corn,  which  the 
Grand  Master  scattered  on  the  stone,  saying,  "  May  p!e;.t;, 
be  showered  on  the  people  of  this  Dominion,  may  the  ]  b- 
of  the  Crtift  be  rewarded  by  every  good  and  perfect  irJi." 
The  Senior  Grand  Warden  presented  Wine,  which  theGrMKl 
Master  poured  upon  the  stont^,  saying,  "May  the  health  of 
the  crnftsmen  employed  in  erecting  this  building  be  preserved 
to  them,  and  may  the  Sui)rerae  Architect  bless  and  prosper 
their  labor."  The  R.-.  W.-.  Junior  Gr  nd  Warden  then  pre- 
sented ihe  Oil,  which  the  Grand  Master  poured  upon  the 
stone,  saying,  "May  the  Supremo  Ruler  of  the  Universe 
vouchsafe  peace  and  prosperity  to  Her  Majesty's  dominions 
and  to  all  the  nations  of  the  earth ;  and  may'  He  continue  to  bless 
and  prosper  the  ancient  and  venerable  Fraternity  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  protecting  them  from  nil  evil.  May  the 
Most  High  in  His  infinite  goodness  and  mercy  bless  the  peo- 
ple of  this  Province  with  all  the  comforts  of  life,  and  assist  us 
in  the  completion  of  this  building  erected  to  His  holy  name. 
Protect  the  workmen  against  every  accident;  long  preserve  this 
structure  from  decay;  and  grant  to  us  a  supply  of  the  corn  of 
nourishment,  the  wine  of  refreshment,  and  the  oil  of  joy." 

A  prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  after 
which  the  Grand  Honor  Avere  given  three  times. 

A  collection  was  then  taken  up  among  the  Brethren  and  de- 
posited on  the  stone  to  be  distributed  to  the  worthy  distressed. 

The  band  then  struck  up  "  Rule  Britannia. '  The  pro- 
cession then  re-formed  and  marched  to  their  Hall  on  Govern- 
ment street. 

Among  those  present  were  Masons  representing  Lodges 
in  Australia,  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  Canada,  Illinois, 
Nebraska,  Florida,  Utah,  New  Jersey,  Vi^^inia,  and  other 
parts  of  the  globe.

The  M.'.W.-.  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Officers  be- 
ing in  attendance: 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  form  with  sol- 
emn prayer. 

The  M.'.W.*.  the  Grand  Master  stated  that  this  com- 
munication had  been  summoned  for  the  purpose  of  consecra- 
ing  the  new  Masonic  Temple  on  the  corner  of  Douglas  and 
Fisguard  Streets  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  to  take  into 
oc  iisideration  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  of 
bich  notice  had  been  given  at  the  last  communication  of 
i:\m  Grand  Lodge. 

A  procession  was  then  formed  and  marched  to  the  new 
x'omple  in  the  following  order :

On  Mrrival  at  the  Temple  the  spacious  and  beautiful 
edifice  was  found  nearly  filled  with  ladies  and  gentlemen 
Avho  had  assendjled  to  witness  the  opening  ceremonies.  The 
Brethren  with  difficulty  made  their  way  to  the  head  of  the 
hall,  whicli  was  brillitntly  lighted  with  gas  from  chandelier 
and  pendant,  and  presented  a  charmlag  appearance.  The 
Judiciary,  the  Clergy,  the  Provincial  and  City  Governments 
were  represented  in  the  throng  and  all  seemed  to  take  a  deep 
interest  in  the  grand  pageant.  As  the  Brethren  filed  in  Mr. 
Durny,  wlio  presided  at  tlie  organ,  played  the  "Coronation 
March"  by  Meyerbeer.  This  was  followed  by  the  anthem, 
"Thine,  O  Lord,  is  the  Greatness,"  by  the  choir  of  the  Re- 
formed Episcopal  Church,  led  by  Brother  Cooto  M.  Cham- 
bers, with  exuidlcnt  etl'ect.  Rev.  H.  H.  Mogg,  Grand  Chap- 
lain of  the  Order,  then  otlered  up  an  impressive  prayer.  At 
the  left  of  the  Grand  Master  was  seated  P.  G.  M.  Fred.'k 
Williams,  and  on  his  right  P.S.G.M.  W.  R.  Clarke. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  prayer  Grand  Superintendent 
of  Works  Teague  advanced  and  handed  to  the  Grand  Master 
the  plans,  etc.,  of  the  structure,  remarking  that  he  hoped  all 
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things  would  be  found  complete  and  satisfactory.  Referring 
in  feeling  terms  to  Mr.  Wraight's  demise,  Bro.  Teague  paid 
a  warm  tribute  to  the  contractors  and  said  all  the  craft  en- 
gaged on  the  work  had  done  their  duty.  He  also  adverted 
to  the  liberality  of  the  Brethren  in  contributing  to  the  em- 
bellishment of  the  Temple  and  retired  amid  loud  applause . 

M.'.W.'.  Grand  Master  Harrison  briefly  replied  to  the 
Superintendent's  remarks,  expressing  satisfaction  with  the 
manner  in  which  the  duties  had  been  discharged  and  said  he 
hoped  the  Province  would  so  progress  that  Brother  Teague 
would  have  many  other  opportunities  of  displaying  his 
skill  (applause). 

Grand  Secetary  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,  then  addressed  the 
Grand  Master,  and  having  referred  to  the  beautiful  building, 
the  furniture,  etc.,  and  to  the  organ  kindly  lent  by  M.  W. 
Waitt  &  Co.,  requested  the  Grand  Master  to  dedicate  the 
Temple. 

The  M.-.W.'.  Grand  Master  proceeded,  amid  marked 
attention,  to  deliver  the  following 

DEDICATORY  ADDRESS: 

Right  Worshipful,  Very  Wobshippcl  and  Worshipful  Brethren  and  Es- 
teemed Friends: 

It  is  with  feelings  of  joy  and  gratitude  that  I  meet  you  on  this  auspicious 
occasion.  How  appropriate  it  seems  that  our  Temple  should  have  been  com- 
menced in  spring  and  completed  by  this  time  of  the  year,  when  the  landscape 
ia  tinged  with  the  beautiful  tints  of  autumn  and  when  the  harvest  is  gathered 
in,  making  the  heart  of  man  glad  and  filling  his  soul  with  gratitude.  How 
fresh  it  must  be  to  the  minds  of  those  who  were  present  at  the  ceremony  of 
laying  the  corner  stone  of  this  building  last  April,  that  the  vast  armies  of 
Europe  were  in  full  martial  array,  ready  to  commence  a  work  of  dectrnction 
of  misery,  the  extent  of  which  no  one  could  forsee,  but  which,  providentially, 
was  not  so  widespread  as  some  anticipated,  and  how  we,  with  others,  in  al- 
most every  part  of  the  world,  humbly  invoked  Almighty  Qod  for  the  bless- 
ings of  peace  and  prosperity.  This  is  surely  the  time  to  return  thanks  for  all 
the  blessings  which  we  have  received  from  the  Oreat  Creator,  and  a  proper 
time  in  which  to  make  our  offerings  to  the  Most  High.  Then  let  us  return 
thanks  and  praise  to  Him  that  He  has,  in  his  divine  wisdom,  goodness  and 
mercy,  granted  the  prayers  of  His  creatures  and  been  gracious  unto  us,  and 
has  afforded  us  this  opportunity  of  assembling  in  peace  for  the  laudable  pur- 
pose of  dedicating  a  Temple  to  His  Most  Holy  Name  and  for  the  advance- 
ment of  Free  Masonry.     We,  therefore,  humbly  beseech  Thee,  0!  merciful

God,  to  accept  from  us,  Thy  creatures,  this  Temple  which  hiis  been  ilesigiieJ 
by  the  wisdom  which  Tliou  hast  vouchsafed  unto  us  nud  made  strong  by  the 
faith  which  Thou  hast  planted  within  us  and   adorned   with   the  knowledge 
which  we  have  acquired  from  studying  Thy  sublime  and  wonderful  works  and 
may  the  incense  offered  at  this  Thine  altar  be  always  acceptable  in  Thy  sight. 
Brethren  and  Friends — The  dedication  of  our  Temple  is  an  event  which 
deserves  more  than  a  passing  thought,  showing  as  it  does  the  progress  in  this 
part  of  the  world,  of  that  great  and  noble  Order  spread  over  the  earth  as  it  is 
from  the  rising  of  the  sun  even  to  the  going  down  of  the  same — an   Or- 
der whose  existence  is  counted  by  centuries  and  which  has  been  the  nursei-y 
of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  for  ages  past,  and  also  showing  the  prosperity 
and  i)eaceable  condition  of  the  community  in  which   we   live.     Free  Masons 
have  ever  striven  to  do  their  duty  as  good  and   faithful   citizens.     The   cere- 
monies we  are  about  to  perform  are  not  unmeaning  rites  nor   idle  pageants, 
but  are  of  solemn  and  instructive  nature.     The   dedication  cf  this  house  to 
the  Great  Jehovah   reminds   us   of   the  erection  and  dedication  to  His  Most 
Holy  Name  of  that  glorious  Temple  at  Jerusalem  by  our  Grand  Master,  King 
Solomon,  assisted  by  many  good  and  skillful  workmen.     Although  our  build- 
ing has  not  been  erected  with  the  same  solemn  silence  and  wonderful   precis- 
ion, the  Brethren  having  charge  have  conducted  its  erection   in   peace,    love 
and  harmony,  every  Brother  striving  to  fulfil  his  duty  with  energy  and  zeal. 
And  although  we  may  not  have  the  outward  and   visible  signs  of  the   Deity 
which  existed  in  the  Temple  of  Solomon,  such  as  the  Divine  Light  or  Sheki- 
nah,  or  the  Cloud  and  Pillar  of  Glory  that  rested  on  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant, 
yet  I  trust  we  will  make  such  progress  in  well-doing,  and  so  closely   observe 
the  beauty  and  glory  of  His  mighty  works  as  to  justly  feel  assured  of  His  pre- 
sence being  continually  with  us,  and  that  we  will  so   conform   to  His  divine 
will  and  pleasure  that  we  can  patiently  wait  the  fulfilment  of   His   wonderful 
events.     I  shall  not  now  attempt  the  task  of  dwelling  to  any  extent  upon  the 
histoi-y  of  this  ancient  and  illustrated  Order,  but  we   use   the   present  fitting 
occasion   to  remark   upon  the  principles  of  the  Order,  and,  in  so  doing,  but 
briefly  allude  to  its  history.     To  trace  Masonic  history  is  a  most  difficult  un- 
dertaking, the  difficulty  of  doing  so  is  easily  realized  when   we   consider   the 
different  countries  and  the  variety  of  Governments  of  those  different  countries 
in  which  it  has  existed,   for  wo  must  bear  in  mind  that  in  our  day  we  are 
blessed   with   the  best    and  most    enlightened    Governments    recorded    in 
history.     We  are  therefore,  spared  many  of  the  difficulties  and  dangers  that 
our  ancient  brethren  had  to  contend  with  and  there  is  no  necessity  at  the  pre- 
sent time  for  us  to  destroy  our  records  nor  to  be  afraid  to  acknowledge  that 
we  are  Free  Masons.    As  has  been  eloquently  said -by  a   reverend  Brother: 
"An  institution  claiming  centuries  and  contir.outs.     Lifting  itself  up  amid 
the  sunshine  or  storm  of  to-day  it  must  send  its  roots  down  into  the  darkness, 
the  secrecy  and  silence  of  ages.     The  rools  of  this  noble  institution  run  deep 
into  the  remotest  antiquity,  how  deep  no  one  can  tell,  in  its  nature  us  oper- 
ative Masonry,  very  near  the  beginning  of  the  young  earth's  history. "    Sever- 
al writers  state  that  Masonry  is  simply  a  system  of  ethics  derived  from   the 
Sun  worshipers;  but  our  Order  has  no  connection  whatever  with,  nor  does  it 
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conntennnce  in  any  way,  any  sect  or  party  and,  without  claiming  Divine  ori- 
gin, it  banishes  atheism  and  infidelity.  When  we,  as  Masons,  look  to  the 
East  it  is  for  light  that  we  may  comprehend  the  Divine  will  and  command- 
ments of  Him  who  created  that  great  and  splendid  luminary  to  give  light,  life 
and  pleasure  to  all  within  its  sphere.  And  if  we  lift  our  eyes  when  it  is  at  its 
meridian,  it  should  remind  i;s  of  the  glorious  and  wonderful  works  of  Him 
who  formed  the  stars  and  gave  them  their  various  stations,  adorned  the  Moon 
with  soft  and  silvery  rays  and  gave  the  sun  its  resplendent  lustre.  And  when 
the  shades  of  evening  admonish  ns  of  declining  day  and  we  look  to  the  West 
at  the  Sun's  departing  rays,  it  should  remind  us,  as  Masons,  to  give  thanks 
to  the  great  Architect  of  the  Universp  for  the  manifold  blessings  which  we 
have  received  from  His  inexhaustible  store.  But,  Brethren  and  friends,  let  us 
on  the  present  occasion  leave  traditions,  going  back  into  the  mists  of  antiquity, 
pass  over  the  history  of  great  cities,  wonderful  towers,  splandid  palaces  and 
almost  imperishable  monuments  with  which  the  name  of  Free  Masonry  has 
been  connected,  to  more  recent  times,  and  give  a  passing  glance  at  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  the  building  of  King  Solomon's  Temple  at  Jerusalem, 
as  recorded  in  the  volumn  of  Sacred  Law.  There  we  find  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  workmen  employed  with  such  order  and  precision — their 
work  80  well  executed— that  modern  historians  affirm  that  part  of  the  found- 
ation is  in  existence  and  good  preservation  up  to  the  present  day.  We  are 
also  informed  by  that  great  book  that  Hiram,  King  of  Tyre,  sent  King  Solo- 
mon men  skilled  in  all  the  sciences  of  building  and  in  all  manner  of  fine  work. 
By  reading  carefully  the  circumstances  narrated  of  this  great  work  we  shall 
perceive  that  the  Tyriaus  were  very  expert  workmen  and  thoroughly  organ- 
ized: but  how  far  back  that  organization  extended,  or  whether  't  was  a  secret 
ancient  Order,  tradition  and  historians  differ  in  their  accounts. 

It  has  been  asserted  by  some  that  the  Order  of  Free  Masons  was  in  a  very  . 
flourishing  condition  in  Tyre  at  the  time  King  Solomon  undertook  to  build 
the  Temple,  and  it  is  possible  that  this  might  have  been  the  case  for  there 
appears  to  have  been  no  lack  of  skillful  workmen  in  the  kingdom  at  that  per- 
iod. From  the  building  of  the  Temple,  down  to  the  present  time,  there  is  no 
doubt  but  this  Order  has  existed  some  of  the  time  in  a  very  flourishing  condi- 
tion and  at  other  times  was  almost  lost  in  oblivion.  But  during  all  these  years  " 
there  has  been  handed  down  by  the  instructive  tongue  of  the  zealous  craftsman 
to  the  listening  and  attentive  ear  of  the  initiate  the  principles  of  Eternal  Truth 
and  the  secrets  of  this,  our  illustrious  Order,  in  such  a  manner  that  they  have 
been  understood  by  men  of  every  nation,  tongue  and  creed.  When  we  look 
back  at  the  erection  of  that  beautiful  and  glorious  Temple,  it  is  evident  that 
there  was  something  grand  and  worthy  of  attention  to  draw  so  many  of  the 
most  enlightened  people  of  the  age  to  Jerusalem  to  behold  its  beauty.  But 
when  wo  remember  the  fact  of  the  Divine  Presence  being  made  manifest  in  the 
peculiar  manner  which  is  described  in  sacred  history,  we  must  be  confident  that 
it  was  aworkwell  pleasing  to  Him.  Let  us  carefully  notice  the  language  of  King 
Solomon  when  he  didicated  the  Temple.  (1st  book  Kings,  8th  chapter.): — 
"But  will  God  indeed  dwell  on  the  earth?  Behold,  the  Heaven  and  Heaven  of 
Heavens  cannot  contain  Thee  !    How  much  less  this  house  that  I  have  built." 
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Yet  we  pcrcoive  thftt  God  in  His  loving  kindness  hud  respect  to    tlie    work  of 
their  hands  and  blessed  them  in  a  wonderfnl  miinner.     How  huniiliating  it  is 
to   think  that   this   splendid  work  of  skill  and  beatity,  the  admiration  of  the 
ago  in  which  it  wns  constructed,  shonld  have  been  polluted   by   the   King   of 
Egypt  in  so  short  a  period  after  it  was  completed.     Let  us  for  a   moment  re- 
flect on  the  tens  of  thousands  who  went  to  Jerusalem  to   offer  sacrifices   and 
burnt  offerings  alone  for  mercy  and  forgiveness  without  that  true   repentance 
which  is  required  to  bring  us  nearer  to  God  and  enable  us  to  be   partakers  of 
His  glorious  promises  and  forgiveness;  and  not  regarding  the  admonitions  of 
the  faithful  prophets  of  Israel  who  reproved  them  for  this  folly,  telling  them 
that  if  God  was  hungry  He  would  not  Jell  them,  for  the  cattle  on  a  thousand 
hills  were  His  and  pointed  out  to  them  the  necessity  of  God  in   spirit   and  in 
truth.    They  continued  their  sinful  course;  the  city  of  Jerusalem  was  annual- 
ly the  scene  of  strife  and  contention.     In  consequence  of  this  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  was  no  longer  with  them  to  guide  and  direct  them  in  the  hour  of  danger. 
The  surrounding  nations  envied  their  accumulated  wealth  and  were   afraid  of 
their  increasing  numbers;  therefore  they  conspired  to  overthrow  and  destroy 
them.     After  conquering  them  they  polluted  the  places  that   had   been  most 
holy;  but  these  places  had  lost  their  virtue  through  the  disobedience  of  God's 
chosen  people.     There  was  now  no  longer  the  Pillar  of  Fire  to  guide   thera, 
nor  the  Cloud  of  Glory  to  protect  them,  for  they  had  disregarded  the  servants 
of  the  Most  High  God;  and  before  their  final   overthrow   they  had   despised 
the  Divine  injunction  of  Him  who  spake  as  never  man  spake,  telling  them  to 
"rend"   their   hearts   and  not  their  garments."     Again,  let  us  look  to  that 
Holy   Place   where   King   Solomon   built  that  beautiful  and  glorious  temple. 
What  do  we  behold  ?    A  large  and  splendid  building,  which,  if  not   as   mag- 
nificent as  that  of  former  times,    is  of  no  mean  pretensions.     This  is  the 
Mosque  of  Omar  erected  by  the  fiery  children  of  the  Arabian  desert  who  now 
assemble  on  the  sacred  ground  of  both  Israelites  and  ("hiistians  to   otter  up 
their  devotions  in  their  own  peculiar  manner.     These  are  the  Mobommedans. 
How  humiliating  to  the  faithful  Jew;  how  painful  to  the   meek   and   humble 
Christian.     What  lessons  of  tolerance  this  should  teach  us,  and  how  it  should 
admonish  us  to  forbear  with  each  other,  for  fear  we  have  much  to  learn  which 
Can  be  only  comprehended  by  observing  how  the  Great  Creator  endures  with 
our  weaknesses  and  follies.     Thus  we  are  taught  as  Masons  to  respect  the 
good  of  every  creed  and  to  let  e^ery  man  serve  God  according  to  the  dictates 
of  his  own  conscience,  thereby  affording  every  person  the  opportunity  of  ob- 
serving   what    is    good     and    of    endeavoring    to    profit    by    the    same. 
Although  the  Temple    at    Jerusalem    is     destroyed,    the    principles    that 
were  iaught  by  God's  faithful  servants  will  endure  forever,  and  His  won- 
derful  works    should    continually    remind    us    of    our    frailty  and  feeble- 
ness, and  teach  us  to  depend  on  Him  alone  for  ccmifort  and  support,  for  his 
works  are  not  perishable  like  man's  but  endure   forever.     Without  further 
reference  to  Masonic  history  or  tradition,  let  us  now  examine  the  principles 
on  which  this  noble  institution  is  founded  ;  then  we  shall  see  if  there  is  any- 
thing in  them  worthy  of  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  the  good,  just  and 
thoughtful  man.     In  the  first  place  we  are  taught  to  trust  in  God,  for  without 
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a  belief  in  God  no  person  can  be  made  u  Mason.  Wo  are  also  taught  to  obey 
the  moral  law  and  that  the  volume  of  the  Sacred  Law  should  be  the  rule  and 
guide  to  uU  our  actions.  We  are  instructed  to  bo  charitable  to  all  mankind, 
to  be  just  and  upright  in  all  our  dealings,  and  honorable  in  all  our  transac- 
tions ;  we  are  taught  to  practice  every  domestic  and  public  virtue,  and  that 
prudence  should  direct  us,  temperance  chasten  us  and  fortitude  support  ua 
in  all  our  undertakings.  We  are  taught  to  be  peaceable  subjects,  to  submit 
to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  we  reside  and  cheerfully  conform  to  the 
Government  which  afifords  us  its  protec  ion  and  to  wait  patiently  for  such  re- 
forms as  are  needful  for  the  public  good  from  the  supreme  legislators  without 
submitting  to  lawless  oppression.  By  str  ctly  observing  these  injunctions  we 
become  a  safeguard  to  our  neighbors  and  their  property,  a  protection  against 
anarchy  and  destruction,  advancers  of  civilizution,  promoters  of  everything 
that  is  useful  and  calculated  to  benefit  and  enrich  the  country  and  people 
wherever  we  may  I'eside.  By  our  working  tools  we  are  taught  lessons  of 
obedience  to  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe,  for  the  plumb-line  points 
out  to  us  that  upright,  straight  and  umleviating  line  of  conduct  laid  down  for 
our  pursuance  in  the  volume  of  the  Sacred  liuw.  The  pencil  teaches  us  that 
our  words  and  actions  are  recorded  by  the  Almighty  Architect  of  the  Universe, 
to  whom  we  must  give  an  account  of  our  conduct  through  life.  The  com- 
passes remind  us  of  His  unerring  and  impartial  justice  which,  having  defined 
for  our  instruction  the  limits  of  good  and  i>vil.  will  reward  or  punish  us  as  wo 
have  obeyed  or  disregarded  His  divine  commands.  We  arc  requested  to  study 
the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  which  tend  so  efifectually  to  polish  and  adorn  the 
mind.  It  is  impossil)le  to  tell  the  vast  benefit  this  Order  has  been  to  the  hu- 
man family.  We  are  especially  requested  to  give  attention  to  geometry,  for 
it  is  of  a  divine  anu  hioral  nature,  enabling  them  to  trace  out  nature  in  a 
thousand  forms.  By  geometry  tho  architect  designs  his  plans,  and  the  rae- 
(Oianic  constructs  his  building  ;  it  regulates  the  duration  of  time,  seasons, 
years,  cycles  and  epochs  ;  measures  the  distance,  motions,  and  magnitude  of 
the  earth,  and  surface.  By  this  science  astronomers  are  able  to  turn  their 
observations  to  advantage,  thus  qualifying  man  to  contemplate  the  wonder- 
ful works  of  the  Great  Jehovah,  and  enabling  him  to  warn  us  of  the  a  -preach- 
ing eclipse  and  to  explain  its  cause  ;  also  explaining  to  us  the  nature  and  ef- 
fects of  comets,  the  variety  of  changes  in  the  stary  firmament  that  are  con- 
tinually taking  place,  thus  banishing  from  our  midst  fear  at  their  appearance 
and  divesting  our  minds  of  superstitious  awe,  thereby  doing  away  with  many 
old  and  barbarous  customs  ;  no  longer  inciting  people  to  oflfer  human  and 
other  sacrifices  to  idolatry,  but  causing  admiration  and  pleasure  at  the  oppor- 
tunities afforded  us.  His  creatures,  of  beholding  His  beautiful  and  glorious 
works  :  for  tho  Universe  is  tho  Temple  of  the  Deity  whom  we  serve.  Wis- 
dom, strength  and  beauty  aro  about  His  Throne  as  pillars  of  His  works.  For 
His  wisdom  is  infinite;  His  strength  is  omnipotent  and  beauty  shines  through 
the  whole  of  His  creation.  In  symmetry  and  order  the  heavens  He  has 
stretched  forth  as  a  canopy  ;  the  earth  he  has  planted  as  His  footstool ;  He 
crowns  His  temple  with  stars  as  with  a  diadem  and  His  hands  extend  their 
power  and  glory  ;  tho  sun  and  tho  moon  are  messengers  of  His  will  and  His 
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law  is  concord.  Wo  are  uIho  requested  as  Free  Mftsons  to  contomplnto  our 
inevitable  destiny  and  guide  our  reflections  to  that  most  interesting  of  all  hu- 
man studios  the  knowledge  of  ourselves.  To  be  careful  to  perform  our  al- 
lotted (ask  while  it  is  yet  day  and  to  continue  to  listen  to  the  voice  of  Nature, 
which  bears  witness  that  even  in  this  perishable  frame  exists  a  vital  and  im- 
mortal principle  which  inspires  a  holy  confidence  that  the  Lord  of  Life  will 
enable  us  to  trample  the  king  of  terrors  beneath  our  feet.  And  by  His  gra- 
cious promises  wo  shall  be  enabled  to  pass  through  the  arches  of  our  rt  denip- 
tion  into  the  mansions  of  bliss  and  glory  into  the  presence  of  Him  who  is  the 
great  "I  Am,"  the  alpha  and  omega,  th;^  first  and  the  last. 

These  are  some  of  the  principles  and  teachings  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons, and  nothing  is  inculcated  to  stimulate  maiikind  to  noble  and  virtuous 
■  feeds. 

Genuine  manhood  is  the  aim  and  if  a  brother  be  but  faithful  to  the  prin- 
ciples he  has  espoused  most  certainly  he  will  be  true  to  himself,  to  his  fel- 
lowmen,  his  country  and  his  God. 

The  Grand  Clmplain  then  delivered  the  Consecration 
Prayer,  and  invoked  the  blessing  of  the  Most  High  on  the 
Order,  the  Brethren  responding  "  So  mote  it  be." 

The  R.  E.  Church  choir  then  sang  the  Anthem — "Be- 
hold, how  good  and  joyful,"  the  solo  being  well  sustained  by 
Mr.  R.  E.  Green,  and  the  duet  by  Mrs.  H.  S.  Mason  and 
Mrs.  Caldwell. 

The  public  here  withdrew,  and  after  the  Lodge  had  been 
tyled,  the  W.  G.  in  the  East  ])roclaimed  "  In  the  name  of 
the  Most  High,  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  Heaven  and  earth, 
whom  we  all  honor  and  glory,  I  dedicate  this  temple  to  Free 
Masonry." 

The  D.G.M.  then  strewed  corn  over  the  Lodge  and  pro- 
claimed in  the  East,  West  and  South  with  Grand  Honors. 

The  M.W.G.  Master  in  the  East  proclaimed  "  In  the 
name  of  the  Most  High,  the  Grand  Geomatrician  of  the  Uni- 
verse to  whom  we  ascribe  every  good  and  perfect  gift  I  dedi- 
cate this  temple  to  virtue  and  science." 

The  S.G.  Warden  sprinkled  wine  on  the  Lodge. 

The  G.D.C.  proclaimed  in  the  East,  West  and  South 
with  Grand  Honors. 

The  M.  W.  G.  M.  in  the  East  proclaimed  *'  In  the  name 
of  the  Most  High,  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe,  to

whoso  laws  we  ought  to  submit  and  humbly  obey,  I  dedicate 
this  temple  to  Universal  Benevolence." 

The  J.  G.  Warden  poured  oil  on  the  Lodge. 

The  G.  D.  C.  in  the  East  proclaimed  in  the  East,  West, 
and  South  with  Grand  Honors. 

At  one  time  there  was  no  less  than  500  persons  gathered 
in  the  beautiful  Temple.  Standing  room  was  scarcely  ob- 
tainable. The  stained  glass  window  (the  gift  of  the  Grand 
Master  and  Brother  Tengue)  embellished  with  symbols 
of  the  Craft  was  admired  by  all  who  saw  it. 

After  a  solemn  prayer  by  the  V.'.W.'.  the  Kev.  H.  H. 
Mogg,  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  called  from 
labor  to  refreshment  till  four  o'clock  p.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  resumed  labor  at  four  o'clock  p.  m., 
M. '.W.'.Eli  Harrison,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

On  the  motion  of  W.'.  Bro.  Grand  Marshal,   it  was 

resolved  : — 

That  Climse  6  of  the  Constitution  be  struck  out,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following  shall  be  read:  "6.  If  the  Master  be  not  present,  the  Senior 
Warden,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Senior  Warden,  the  Junior  Warden  shall 
take  the  Chair  and  rule  the  Lodge,  and  may  confer  Degrees." 

On  the  motion  of  W.'. Bro.  Thos.  Trounce,  duly  seconded, 
it  was  resolved  : — ■ 

That  all  laws,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  craft  inconsistant  with 
or  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  revised  by  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  and  amended  by  Grand  Lodge  at  its  7th  annual  commu- 
nication, in  pursuance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes,  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Constitution  so  amended  is  hereby 
adopted  as  the  revised  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  following  Report  from  the  Decoration  Committee 
was  read,  and  on  motion  received  and  filed : —

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The  Charges  of  a  Free  Mason,  &c. 
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I.— CONCERNING  GOD  AND  RELIGION. 

A  jNIfison  is  obliged,  by  iiis  tenure,  to  obey  the  moral 
law;  and  if  ho  rightly  understand  the  art,  he  will  never  be  a 
stupid  atheist  nor  an  irreligious  libertine.  He,  of  all  men, 
should  best  understand  that  God  seeth  not  as  man  seeth;  for 
man  looketh  iit  the  outward  appearance,  but  God  looketh  to 
the  heart.  A  Mason  is,  therefore,  particularly  bound  never 
to  act  against  the  dictates  of  his  conscience.  Let  a  man's 
religion,  or  mode  of  worship,  be  what  it  may,  he  is  not 
exchided  from  the  order,  provided  ho  believe  in  the  glorious 
architect  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  practice  the  sacred  duties 
of  morality.  Masons  unite  with  the  virtuous  of  every  persua- 
sion in  the  firm  and  pleasing  bond  of  fraternal  love;  they  are 
taught  to  view  the  errors  of  mankind  vvitii  compassioa,  and 
to  strive,  by  the  ])urity  of  their  own  conduct,  to  demonstrate 
the  superior  excellence  of  the  faith  they  may  profess.  Thus 
masonry  is  the  centre  of  union  between  good  men  and  true, 
and  the  happy  means  of  conciliating  frei\dship  amongst 
those  who  must  otherwise  have  remained  at  a  perpetual 
distance. 

IL— OF  THE  CIVIL  ^LVGISTRATE,  SUPREME,  AND 

SUBORDINATE. 

A  mason  is  a  peaceful  subject  to  the  civil  powers  where- 
ever  he  resides  or  works,  and  is  never  to  be  concerned  in 
plots  and  conspiracies  against  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the 
nation,  nor  to  behave  himself  undutifully  to  inferioi*  magis- 
trates. He  is  cheerfully  to  conform  to  every  lawful  authority; 
to  uphold  on  every  occasion,  the  interests  of  the  community; 
and  zealously  promote  the  prosperity  of  his  own  country. 
Masonry  has  ever  flourished  in  times  ^i  peace  and  been 
always  injured  by  war,  bloodshed  and  confusion;  so  that 
kings  and  prin3es,  in  every  age  have  been  much  disposed  to 
encourage  the  craftsmen  on  account  of  their  peaceableness 
and  loyalty,  whereby  they  practically  answer  the  cavils  of 
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their  adversaries  and  promote  the  honor  of  the  fraternity. 
Craftsmen  are  bound  by  peculiar  ties  to  promote  peace, 
cultivate  harmony,  and  live  in  concord  and  brotherly  love. 

III.— OF  LODGES. 

A  lodge  is  a  place  where  free  masons  assemble  to  work 
and  to  instruct  and  improve  themselves  in  the  mysteries  of 
their  antient  science.  In  an  extended  sense  it  applies  to 
persons  as  well  as  to  place ;  hence  every  regular  assembly,  or 
duly  organized  meeting  of  masons,  is  called  a  lodge.  Every 
brother  ought  to  belong  to  some  lodge  and  be  subject  to  its 
by-laws  and  the  general  regulation  of  the  craft.  A  lodge 
may  be  either  general  or  particular,  as  will  be  best  under- 
stood by  attending  it,  and  there  a  knowledge  of  the  estab- 
lished usages  and  customs  of  the  craft  is  alone  to  be  acquired. 
From  antient  times  no  master  or  fellow  could  be  absent  from 
his  lodge,  especially  when  warned  to  appear  at  it,  without 
incurring  a  severe  censure,  unless  it  appeared  to  the  master 
and  wardens  that  pure  necessity  hindered  him. 

The  persons  made  masons  or  admited  members  of  a 
lodge  must  be  good  and  true  men,  free  born,  and  of  mature 
and  discret  age  and  sound  judgment,  no  bondmen,  no  women, 
no  immoral  or  scandalous  men,  but  of  good  report. 

IV.— OF  MASTERS, WARDENS,  FELLOWS  AND 

APPRENTICES. 

All  preferment  among  masons  is  grounded  upon  real 
worth  and  personal  merit  only,  that  so  the  lords  may  be  well 
served,  the  brethren  not  put  to  shame,  nor  the  royal  craft 
despised;  therefore  no  master  or  warden  is  chosen  by 
seniority,  but  for  his  merit.  It  is  impossible  to  describe 
these  things  in  writing,  and  therefore  every  brother  must 
attend  in  his  place,  and  learn  them  in  a  way  peculiar  to  this 
fraternity.  Candidates  may,  nevertheless,  know  that  no 
master  should  take  an  apprentice,  unless  he  has  sufficient 
employment  for  him;  and  unless  he  be  a  perfect  ijontli  haviw/ 
no  maim  or  defect  in  Jiis  body,  that  ma}'^  render  him  incapable 
of  learning  the  art,  of  serving  his  master's  lord,  and  of  l3eing 
made  a  brother,  and  then  a  fellow-craft  in  due  time,  after  he 
has  served  such  a  term  of  years  as  the  custom  of  the  country 
directs,  and  that  he  should  be  descended  of  honest  parents, 
that  so,  when  otherwise  qualified,  he  may  arrive  to  the 
honor  of  being  the  warden  and  then  the  master  of  the  lodge, 
the  grand  v/arden,  and  at  length  the  grand  master  of  all  tlie 
lodges,  according  to  his  merit. 


ANTIENT  CHARGES.

No  brother  can  be  a  warden  until  he  has  passed  the  part 
of  a  fellow  craft,  nor  a  master  until  he  h^s  acted  as  a  warden, 
nor  grand  warden  until  he  has  been  a  fellow-craft  before  his 
election,  who  is  also  to  be  nobly  born,  or  a  gentleman  of  the 
best  fashion,  or  some  eminent  scholar,  or  some  curious 
architect,  or  other  artist  descended  of  honest  parents,  and 
who  is  of  singularly  great  merit  in  the  opinion  of  the  lodges. 

These  rulers  and  governors,  supreme  and  subordinate, 
of  the  antient  lodge,  are  to  be  obeyed  in  their  respective 
stations  by  all  the  brethren,  according  to  the  old  charges 
and  regulations,  with  all  humility,  reverence,  love  and 
alacrity. 

N.  B, — Li  anfAent  times  no  brother,  hoivever  skilled  in  the 
d'aft,  was  called  a  Master  Mason  until  he  had  been  elected  into 
the  chair  of  a  lodge. 

v.— OF  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  CRAFT  IN 

WORKING. 

All  masons  shall  work  honestly  on  working  days  that 
they  may  live  creditably  on  holy  days;  and  the  time  appointed 
by  the  law  of  the  land, .  or  confirmed  by  custom,  shall  be 
observed. 

The  most  expert  of  the  fellow  craftsmen  shall  be  chosen 
or  api)ointed  the  master  or  overseer  of  the  lord's  work;  who 
is  to  be  called  master  by  all  who  work  under  him.  The 
craftsmen  are  to  avoid  all  ill  language,  and  to  call  each  other 
by  no  disobliging  name,  but  brother  or  fellow;  and  to  behave 
themselves  courteously  within  and  without  the  lodge. 

The  Muster,  knowing  himself  to  be  able  of  cunning,  shall 
undertake  the  lord's  work  as  reasonably  as  possible,  and 
truly  dispeud  his  goods  as  if  they  were  his  own;  nor  to  give 
more  wages  to  any  brother  or  apprentice  than  he  may  really 
deserve. 

Both  the  master  and  the  masons  receiving  their  wages 
justly,  shall  be  faithful  to  the  lord,  and  honestly  finish  their 
work,  whether  task  or  journey;  nor  put  the  work  to  task  that 
hath  been  accustomed  to  journey. 

None  shall  discover  envy  at  the  prosperity  of  a  brother, 
nor  SL'pplant  him,  or  put  him  out  of  his  work,  if  he  be  capa- 
ble to  finish  the  same;  for  no  man  can  finish  another's  work 
so  much  to  the  lord's  profit,  unless  he  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  designs  and  draughts  of  him  that 
began  it. 

When  a  fellow-craftsman  is  chosen  warden  of  the  work 
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iindoi*  tlio  miiBter,  ho  shall  be  true  both  to  master  aiid  fellows, 
shall  carefully  oversee  the  work  in  the  master  s  absence,  to 
the  lord's  profit;  and  his  brethren  shall  obey  him. 

All  masons  employed  shall  motkly  receive  their  wjigos 
without  murmuring  or  munity,  and  not  desert  the  master  till 
the  work  be  finished. 

A  younger  brother  shall  be  instructed  in  working  to 
prevent  spoiling  the  materials  for  want  of  judgment  and  for 
increasing  and  continuing  of  brotherly  love. 

All  the   tools  used  in  working   shall  be  approved  by   the 
Grand  Lodge. 

No  laborer  shall  be  employed  in  the  proper  work  of 
masonry;  nor  shall  free  masons  work  with  those  that  are  not 
free,  Avlthout  an  urgent  necessity;  nor  shall  they  teach  labor- 
<'rs  and  unaccepted  masons,  as  they  should  teach  a  brother 
or  fellow. 

VI.~OF  BEHAVIOR,  Viz. : 

1. — IN  THE  LODGE  WHILE  CONSTITUTED. 

You  are  not  to  hold  private  committees,  or  separate 
conversation,  without  leave  from  the  master,  nor  to  talk  of 
anything  impertinently  or  unseemly,  nor  interrupt  the  master 
or  wardens,  or  any  brother  speaking  to  the  master:  nor 
behave  yourself  ludicrously  or  jestingly  while  tlie  lodge  is 
engaged  in  what  is  serious  and  solemn ;  nor  use  an  unbecom- 
ing language  upon  any  pretence  wliatscxntM-;  but  to  pay  due 
reverence  to  your  master,  wardens  and  fellows,  and  put  them 
to  worship. 

If  any  complaint  be  brought,  the  brother  found  guilty 
shall  stand  to  the  award  and  determination  of  the  lodge,  who 
ar  the  proper  and  competent  judges  of  all  such  controver- 
sies, (unless  you  carry  them  by  a])peal  to  tlie  Grand  Lodge), 
and  to  whom  they  ought  to  be  referred,  unless  a  lord's  work 
be  hindered  the  meanwhile,  in  which  case  a  particulir 
reference  may  be  made;  but  you  must  never  go  to  law  about 
what  concerneth  masonry,  without  an  absolute  necessity 
apparent  to  the  lodge. 

2. — BEHAVIOR  AFTER  THE  LODGE  IS  OVER  AND  THE  BRETHREN 

NOT  GONE. 

You  may  enjoy  yourselves  with  innocent  mirth,  treating 
one  another  according  to  ability,  but  avoiding  all  excess,  or 
forcing  any  brother  to  eat  or  drink  beyond  his  inclination, 
or  hindering  him  from  ^oing  when  his  occasions  call  him,  or 
doing  or  saying  any  thing  offensive,  or  that  may  forbid  an 
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easy  and  free  convorsntion;  for  that  would  blast  our  harmony 
aiicl  ilei'oiit  our  huidible  purposes.  Therefore  no  private 
)iques  or  quarrels  must  bo  brought  within  the  door  of  the 
o(tge,  far  loss  any  quarrels  about  religion,  or  nations,  or 
state  policy,  we  being  only,  as  masons,  of  the  universal 
religion  above-mentioned ;  we  are  also  of  all  nations,  tongues, 
kindreds,  and  languages,  and  are  resolved  against  all  politics, 
as  what  never  yet  conduced  to  J  he  welfare  of  the  lodge,  nor 
ever  will. 

ii. — BEHAVIOUR  WHEN  BRETHREN   MEET  WITOUT  STRANGERS,    BUT 

NOT  IN  A  LODGE  FORMED. 

You  are  to  salute  one  another  in  a  courteous  manner,  as 
you  will  be  instructed,  calling  each  other  brother,  freely 
giving  mutual  instruction  as  shall  be  thought  expedient, 
without  being  overseen  or  overheard,  and  without  encroach- 
ing upon  each  other,  or  derogating  from  that  respect  which 
is  due  to  any  brother,  were  he  not  a  mason;  for  though  all 
masons  iire  as  brethren  upon  the  same  level,  yet  masonry 
takes  no  honor  from  a  man  that  ho  hud  before;  nay,  rather 
it  adds  to  his  honor,  especially  if  he  has  deserved  well  of 
the  brotherhood,  who  must  give  honor  to  whom  it  is  due, 
and  avoid  ill  manners. 

4. — BEHAVIOUR  IN  PRESENCE  OF  HTRANCfERS,  NOT  MASONS. 

You  should  be  cautious  in  your  words  and  carriage,  that 
the  most  penetrating  stranger  shall  not  be  able  to  discover 
or  find  out  what  is  not  proper  to  be  intimated ;  and  sometimes 
you  shall  divert  a  discourse,  and  manage  it  prudently  for  the 
lienor  of  the  worshipful  fraternity. 


5.- 


-BEHAVIOUR  AT  HOME  AND  IN  YOUR  NEIGHBORHOOD . 


You  are  to  act  as  becomes  a  moral  and  wise  man;  par- 
ticul.:rly  not  to  lot  your  family,  friends,  and  neighbors  know 
the  concerns  of  the  lodge,  &c. ;  but  wisely  to  consult  your 
own  honor,  and  that  of  your  antient  brotherhood,  for  reasons 
not  to  be  mentioned  here.  You  must  also  consult  your  health 
by  not  continuing  together  too  late  or  too  long  from  homo 
after  lodge  hours  are  past ;  and  by  avoiding  of  gluttony  or 
drunkenness,  that  your  families  be  not  neglected  or  injured, 
nor  you  disabled  from  working. 

6. — BEHAVIOUR  TOWARDS  A  STRANGE  BROTHER. 

You  are  cautiously  to  examine  him  in  such  a  method  as 
prudence  shall  direct  you,  that  you  may  not  be  imposed  upon 
by  an  ignorant,  false  pretender,  wdiom  you  are  to  reject  with 
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contempt  and  derision,  and  beware  of  givinjjj  him  any  liints 
of  knowledge. 

But  if  you  discover  him  to  be  a  true  and  genuine  brother, 
you  are  to  respect  liim  accordingly;  and  if  he  is  in  want  you 
must  relieve  him  if  you  can,  or  else  direct  him  how  he  may 
be  relieved.  You  must  employ  him  some  days  or  else  recom- 
mend him  to  be  employed.  But  you  are  not  charged  to  do 
beyond  your  ability ;  only  to  prefer  a  poor  brother  that  is  a 
good  man  and  true,  before  any  other  people  in  the  same 
circumstances. 

Finally, — All  these  charges  you  are  to  observe,  and  also 
those  that  sli.dl  be  communicated  to  you  in  another  way; 
cultivating  brotherly  love  the  foundation  and  cape  stone,  the 
cemeni  and  glory  of  this  antient  fraternity;  avoiding  all 
Avrangling  and  quarrelling,  all  slander  and  backbitting,  nor 
permitting  others  to  slander  any  honest  brother,  but  defend- 
ing his  character  and  doing  him  all  good  offices,  as  far  as  is 
consistent  w  ith  your  honor  and  safety,  and  no  further.  And 
if  any  of  them  do  you  injury,  you  must  ajiply  to  your  own  or 
his  lodge;  nnd  from  thence  you  may  appeal  to  the  grand  lodge, 
at  the  annual  communication,  as  has  been  the  antient  laud- 
able conduct  of  our  forefathers  in  every  nation;  never  taking 
a  legal  course  but  when  the  case  cannot  be  otherwise  decided, 
and  patiently  listening  to  the  honest  md  friendly  advice  of 
master  and  fellows,  when  they  would  prevent  you  going  to 
law  with  strangers,  or  would  excite  you  to  put  a  sjieedy 
period  to  all  lawsuits,  that  so  you  may  find  the  ;tffiiiv  of  masonry 
with  the  more  alacrity  and  success;  but  with  respect  to  bro- 
thers or  fellows  at  law,  the  master  and  brethren  should  kindly 
oftVjr  their  mediation,  which  ought  to  bo  thankfully  submitted 
to  by  the  contending  brethren;  and  if  that  submission  is  im- 
practicable, they  must,  however,  carry  on  their  process,  or 
lawsuit,  without  wrath  and  rancour,  (not  in  tlu'  common  way) 
saying  or  doing  nothing  which  may  hinder  brotherly  love  and 
good  offices  to  be  renewed  and  continued,  that  all  may  see 
the  benign  influence  of  masonry,  as  all  true  masons  have 
done  from  the  beginning  of  the  world,  and  will  do  to  the  end 
of  time. 
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Summary  of  the  Antient  Charges  and  Regulations  to  he  read 
hy  tJie  Grand  Secretary,  (or  acting  Se^cretary),  to  the 
Master-Elect,  j^'^or  to  his  Installation  into  the  Chair  of 
the  Lodge.

1.  You  agree  to  be  a  good  man  and  true,  and  strictly  to 
obey  the  moral  law. 

2.  You  are  to  be  a  peaceable  subject,  and  cheerfully  to 
conform  to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  you  reside. 

3.  You  promise  not  to  be  concerned  in  plots  or  conspira- 
cies against  government,  but  patiently  to  submit  to  the 
decisions  of  the  supreme  legislature. 

4.  You  agree  to  pay  a  proper  respect  to  the  civil  magis- 
trate, to  work  diligently,  live  creditably,  and  act  honorably 
by  all  men. 

5.  You  agree  to  hold  in  veneration  the  original  rulers 
and  patrons  of  the  order  of  free  masonry,  and  their  regular 
successors,  supreme  and  subordinate,  according  to  their 
stations;  and  to  submit  to  the  awards  and  resolutions  of  your 
brethren  in  general  lodge  convened,  in  every  case  consistent 
with  the  constitutions  of  the  order. 

6.  You  agree  to  avoid  private  piques  and  quarrels,  and 
to  guard  against  intemperance  and  excess. 

7.  You  agree  to  be  cautious  in  your  carriage  and 
behaviour,  courteous  to  your  brethren,  and  faithful  to  your 
lodge. 

8.  You  promise  to  respect  genuine  and  true  brethren 
and  to  discountenance  impostors  and  all  dissenters  from  the 
original  plan  of  free  masonry. 

9.  You  agree  to  promote  the  general  good  of  society,  to 
cultivate  the  social  virtues,  and  to  propagate  the  knowledge 
of  the  mystic  art,  as  far  as  your  influence  and  ability  can 
extend. 
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10.  You  promise  to  pay  lioraage  to  the  grand  master  for 
the  time  being,  and  to  liis  officers  when  duly  instcilled,  and 
strictly  to  conform  to  every  edict  of  the  grand  lodge. 

11.  You  admit  that  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  any  man,  or 
body  of  men,  to  make  innovation  in  the  body  of  masonry. 

12.  Y"ou  promise  a  regular  attendance  on  the  communi- 
cation and  committees  of  the  grand  lodge  upon  receiving 
proper  notice  thereof;  and  to  pay  attention  to  all  the  duties 
of  free  masonry,  upon  proper  nnd  convenient  occasions. 

13.  You  admit  that  no  ni'w  lodge  can  be  formed  without 
permission  of  the  grand  master  and  that  no  countenance 
ought  to  be  given  to  any  irregular  lodge,  or  to  any  person 
initiated  therein;  and  no  public  processions  of  masons  clothed 
with  the  badges  of  the  order  can  take  place  without  the 
special  license  of  the  grand  master. 

14.  You  admit  that  no  person  can  regularly  be  made  a 
free  mason,  or  admitted  a  member  of  any  lodge,  without 
previous  notice  and  duo  enquiry  into  his  character;  and  that 
no  brother  can  be  advanced  to  a  higher  degree  except  in 
strict  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  grand  lodge. 

15.  You  promise  that  no  visitor  shall  be  received  into 
your  lodge  without  due  examination,  and  producing  proper 
vouchers  of  his  having  been  initiated  in  a  regular  lodge. 


At  the  conclusion,  the  grand  master  or  installing  officer 
shall  address  the  master  elect,  as  follows: — '''  Do  you  submit 
to  and  promise  to  support  these  charges  and  regulations  as 
masters  have  done  in  all  ages?"  Upon  his  answering  in  the 
affirmative  the  ceremony  of  installation  shall  proceed.

HOW  CONSTITUTED. 

L  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  the  elective  and 
appointed  officers  (excepting  the  Grand  Tyler),  with  all  Past 
Grand  Officers,  except  Past  Grand  Tylers,  continuing  to  sub- 
scribe to  a  lodge,  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  all  private 
lodges  (duly  returned),  aildallpa^stJVlMsters^  (t^iily  i'®^^^i'^^'^^)>',^x^['./ Jd 
being  members  of  a  private  lodge;  ])rovided  that  no  brother 
shall  rank  as  a  Past  Grand  Master,  unless  at  the  time  of 
holding  office  in  Grand  Lodge,  he  was  either  a  Master  or 
Past  Master  of  some  lodge. 

2.  Should  neither  the  Worshii)ful  Master,  nor  the  War- 
dens of  the  lodge  attend  any  communication  of  Grand  Lodge, 
such  lodge  by  its  vote,  properly  certified  by  the  Worshipful 
Master  and  Secretary,  and  under  seal  may  delegate  any 
Master  Masons  in  good  standing  to  represent  their  lodge, 
but  no  proxy  shall  be  valid  unless  the  name  of  the  brother 
so  delegated  shall  have  been  written  in  the  proxy,  previous 
to  its  being  signel  by  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Secretary 
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of  the  lodge;  and  no  brother  can  represent  by  proxy  more  than 
one  vote.  A  duplicate  of  such  written  proxy  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Grand  Secretary  before  the  conimiinication  of  the 


Grand  Lodge. 


OF   OFFICES. 


1.  Tbe  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  respGciivoly 
elected  or  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
regularly  elected  or  appointed  and  installed. 

2.  The  Grand  Master  or  Presiding  Officer,  at  the  annual 
communication,  shall  appoint  three  scrutineers,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  collect  the  ballots  for  Grand  Officers,  from  the 
brethren  to  whom  they  have  been  delivered.  The  scruti- 
neers shall  solemnly  pledge  themselves  to  miike  a  correct 
report  under  their  hands  of  the  result  of  the  ballot,  and 
having  ascertained  the  number  of  votes  for  the  respective 
candidates,  they  shall  present  their  reports  to  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  The  election  and  appointment  of  all  officers  of  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  take  place  at  the  annual  conimunication,  when 
those  present  shall  bti  duly  installed  or  invested  in  ancient 
form. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of

8.  The  elective  officers  respectively  are  to  be  chosen  b^ 
written  ballot,  and  the  candidate  then  having  the  highesi 
number  of  legal  votes,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

9.  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  any  elective  office  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  (except  the  office  of  Grand  Chaplain, 
Grand  Organist,  or  Grand  Tyler),  unless  ho  shall  have  been 
regularly  installed  Worshipful  Master  of  a  private  lodge. 

10.  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in  any  office  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  a  qualified  brother 
to  supply  the  place,  pro  tempore. 

11.  Brethren  of  eminence  and  ability,  who  have  rendered 
service  to  the  Craft,  may,  by  a  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
duly  confirmed,  be  constituted  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
with  sucli  rank  and  distinction  as  may  be  thought  proper. 

12.  No  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  attend  therein 
without  his  proper  jewel,  nor  shall  he  bo  allowed  to  wear  any 
jewel  not  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

l.'J.  Should  any  lodge  have  neglected  to  make  its  returns 
and  payments  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  previous  to  the  annual 
communication,  the  Master,  Wardens,  or  other  representa- 
tives of  such  lodge,  shall  not  bo  permitted  to  attend  such 
annual  or  any  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
until  such  returns  and  payments  shall  have  been  completed. 

14.  No  brother  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  Master,  Past  Master,  or  Warden,  until  his  name 
and  appointment  shall  have  been  duly  returned  and  trans- 
mittted  to  the  Grand  Secretary's  office. 
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15.  Tlio  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be  holden  at  the  city  of  Victoria  on  the  Saturday  in 
June  immediately  j)receding  St.  John's  Day,  in  each  year. 

16.  The  Grand  Master,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  Pro- 
vince, or  inability  to  attend,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  or 
like  absence,  the  Grand  Wardens  may  summon  and  hold  a 
Grand  Lodge  of  emergency,  at  such  time  and  place  as  in  his 
or  their  opinion,  the  good  of  the  Craft  shall  require;  and  the 
particular  reason  for  convening  such  lodge  of  emergency 
shall  be  expressed  in  the  summons,  and  no  other  business 
shall  be  entered  upon  at  the  meeting. 

17.  If  at  any  Grand  Lodge,  annual  or  emergent,  the  Grand 
Master  be  absent,  the  Lodge  shall  be  ruled  by  the  officer 
next  in  rank  and  seniority  who  may  be  present;  and  if  no 
elective  Grand  Officer  be  present,  by  the  Master  of  the  senior 
lodge.  And  the  power  of  any  pro  tempore  presiding  officer 
shall  bo  the  same  as  those  properly  belonging  to  the  office  so 
tilled  by  him.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  declared  to  be  open  in 
ample  form  when  the  Grand  Master  is  present;  in  due  form 
when  a  Past  Grand  Master  or  the  Deputy  presides;  at  all 
other  times  only  in  form,  yet  with  the  same  authority. 

18.  By  the  ancient  constitutions  and  usages  of  free 
masonry,  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  the  Supreme  masonic  author- 
ity in  this  Province,  is  invested  with  certain  original,  essen- 
tial, and  unalterable  powers  and  privileges.  Among  these 
is  the  power  of  enacting  laws  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Craft,  and  of  altering,  repealing,  and  abrogating 
them,  always  taking  care  to  preserve  the  ancient  landmarks. 
The  Grand  Lodge  has  also  the  inherent  power  of  investigat- 
ing, regulating  and  deciding,  all  matters  relative  to  the  Craft, 
or  to  particular  lodges,  or  to  individual  brothers,  which  it 
may  exercise  by  itself,  or  by  delegated  authority,  and  the 
exclusive  pc»wer  of  erasing  lodges,  of  preserving  the  estab- 
lished systcnns  of  work  and  lectures,  of  issuing  warrants  for 
new  lodges,  and  of  suspending  or  revoking  the  same. 

19.  All  differences  or  complaints  that  cannot  be  accom- 
modated privately,  or  in  some  regul  ir  lodge,  shall  be  delivered 
in  writing  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  Avho  shall  lay  them  before 
the  Grand  Master,  or  Committee  appointed  by  Grand  Lodge. 
When  all  the  parties  shall  have  been  summoned  to  attend 
thereon,  and  the  case  shall  liave  been  investigated,  such  or- 
der and  adjudication  may  be  made  as  shall  be  authorized  by 
the  laws  and  regulations  of  masonry.

2.  All  matters  are  to  be  decided  by  the  highest  nunibcn* 
of  legal  votes,  eaei!  subordinate  lodge  hiving  three  vot(>s, 
each  officer  and  member  of  Grand  Lodge  (excejit  the  Grand 
Tyler)  one  vote,  and  the  Grand  Master  a  casting  vote  in  case 
of  equal  division,  unless  the  lodge  for  the  sake  of  expedition 
think  proper  to  leave  any  particular  subject  to  the  determin- 
ation of  the  Grand  Master.  Where  any  subject  can  be  sat- 
isfactorily settled  by  an  o])en  vote,  the  votes  of  the  meml)ers 
are  always  to  be  signified  in  the  manner  usual  among  Ma- 
sons, wliich  the  Grand  Deacons  are  to  count  unless  the  num- 
ber should  be  so  unetpial  as  to  render  counting  unnecessary. 

3.  All  nuinbo's  shall  keej)  their  seats,  (\Kcept  tlio  Grand 
Deacons,  Grand  Dirocttn* of  Ceremonies,  Grand  Marshal,  and 
the  Grand  Stewards,  who  are  alloAved  to  move  itbout  from 
pLice  to  plac(!,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

4.  No  broth(!r  shall  s})eak  more  than  once  to  the  same 
question,  uidess  in  explanation,  or  tln^  movin-  in  reply,  with- 
out permission  fiom  the  chair. 

5.  Everyone  who  speaks  sliall  rise,  and  remain  standing, 
addr(.'ssing  himself  to  the  Grand  Master;  nor  shall  any  brother 
presume  to  interrupt  him,  unless  to  address  the  Grand  Master 
to  order,  or  the  Grand  Master  shall  think  fit  to  call  liim  to 
order;  but  after  he  has  been  set  riglit,  ho  may  proceed  if  he 
observe  due  order  and  decorum. 
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0.  No  notice  shall  be  oiiteitHinetl  for  ulteriugor  timend- 
iiig  the  laws,  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  for 
adding  a  new  rule,  regulation  or  law,  without  notice  in  writ- 
ing, stating  in  full  the  amendment  or  addition  proposed, 
having  been  given  to  tlie  Grand  Secretary  at  least  six  weeks 
before  the  time  ap]jointed  for  holding  the  communication  at 
which  it  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  no  alter- 
ation or  addition  shall  bo  made  unless  with  the  consent  of 
the  highest  number  of  legal  votes  present. 

7.  All  resolutions  shall  bo  submitted  in  writing,  if  the 
presiding  olficer  or  any  brother  desire  it. 

8.  It  shall  bo  competent  for  a  number  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  t(j  move  a  resolution  or  :in  amendment  or  an  amend- 
ment to  an  amendment,  but  no  further  amendment  shall  bo 
entertained. 

OF  THE  (iRANl)  MASTER. 

1.  The  Grand  Master  ;,nd  the  elective  Grand  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  communication. 

2.  The;  Grand  Master  shall  be  installed  and  invested 
innnediately  after  his  election  and  according  to  ancient  usage. 
He  shall  tlien  appoint  such  grand  officers  as  come  within  his 
jirerug.itive  to  aj)point,  who  togetlua-  with  the  grand  officers 
(>lect,  shall,  if  present,  be  thereupon  installed  or  invested  in 
ancient  form. 

3.  In  the  tein[)orary  jibsence  of  the  Grand  Master  from 
tlu!  Province,  notified  by  him  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  the 
De[)uty  Grand  Master  shall  possess  all  the  pOAvers  of  the 
Grand  Master;  and  should  the  Grand  Master  die  during  his 
term  of  (jffice,  or  be  rendeied  incapable  of  discharging  the 
duties  thereof,  by  sickness,  permanent  absence  from  the 
Province,  or  t)tlu^rwist^,  the  Deputy  Crrand  Master  shall 
forthwith  assume  the  functions  of  Grand  Master  until  the 
next  annual  election;  and  should  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
die  previous  to  such  election,  the  Grand  Wardens  shall 
immediately  summon  a  Grand  Lodge  to  elect  a  Grand  Master. 

4.  If  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  resolvp  to  be  represented  in 
a  Sister  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master,  under  sanction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  may  by  warrant  appoint  any  brother  of 
eminence  ;ind  skill  to  represent  such  Grand  Lodge  in  a  Sister 
Grand  Lodge.  He  may  also  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  constitute  any  distinguished  brother,  who  may 
be  regularly  deputed  from  a  Sister  Grand  Lodge,   a  member 
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of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,    with  such  rank  ns 
the  Grand  Lodge  may  deem  to  be  appropriate. 

6.  The  Grand  Master  has  full  authority  to  preside  in  any 
Lodge,  and  to  order  any  of  his  grand  officers  to  attend  him. 
His  deputy  is  to  be  placed  on  his  right,  and  the  master  of 
lodge  on  his  left  hand.  His  Wardens  are  also  to  act  as  War- 
dens of  that  particular  lodge  during  his  presence  *  but  if  the 
Grand  Wardens  be  not  present,  then  the  Grand  Master  may 
command  the  Wardens  of  the  lodge,  or  any  master  masons, 
to  act  as  his  Wardens  pro  lempore. 

6.  The  Grand  Master  may  send  his  grand  officers  to  visit 
any  lodge  he  may  think  proper. 

7.  Tlie  Grand  Master  tx.  ly  summon  any  lodge  or  brother 
to  attend  him,  and  to  produce  the  warrants,  books,  papers 
iind  accounts  of  such  lodge,  or  the  certificate  of  such  brother. 
If  the  summons  bo  not  complied  with,  nor  a  sufficient  reason 
given  for  non-compliance,  such  summons  is  to  be  repeated  as 
a  peremptory  summons;  if  such  last  summons  be  not  attend- 
ed to,  such  lodge  or  brotlier  may  be  suspended,  and  the 
]n'oceeding  notified  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

8.  The  Grand  Master  shall  not  be  applied  to  officially  on 
any  business  eonci, -ruing  masons  or  masonry,  but  through  the 
Grand  Secretary. 

OF  DEPUTY  GUAND  MAKTElf. 

1.  This  officer  is  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  communica- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  If  prescint,  he  shall  be  immediately 
installed  according  to  ancient  nsage.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Grand  Master,  as  hereinafter  i)rovid(Hl,  the  Deputy  possesses 
all  his  powers  and  privileges. 

2.  The  Deputy  Grand  M;ister  has  full  authority  to  pre- 
side in  any  lodge  with  the  Master  of  the  lodge  on  his  right 
hand.  Tlic  Grand  Wardens,  if  ])resent,  are  to  act  its  Wardens 
of  that  lodge  during  his  presence. 

OF  GRAND  WARDENS. 

1.  The  Grand  Wardens  shall  be  elected  and  invested  at 
the  annual  communication. 

2.  When  the  actual  Grand  Wardens  are  in  Grand  Lodge, 
no  others  can  supply  their  places,  but  in  their  absence  the 
senior  Past  Grand  Wardens  present  shall  act  pro  tempore. 
If  no  past  Grand  Wardens  be  present  the  Grand  Master  may 
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direct  iiny   otli|r   member  of   Grand  Lodge    to  act  as  Grand 
Warden  for  tlat  occasion. 

3.  The  Grand  Wardens,  whenever  commanded,  are  to 
attend  the  Grand  Master,  and  while  he  presid(^s  in  any  par- 
ticular lodge,  are  to  act  there  as  his  Wardens. 

OF  GRAND  CHAPLAIN. 

The  Grand  Chaplain  shall  be  elected  and  invested  at  the 
annual  communication,  and  shall  attend  all  communications 
and  other  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  there  offer  up 
solemn  prayer  suitable  to  the  occasion,  '  -;tablished  by  the 
usages  of  tlui  fraternity . 

OF  GRAND  TltEASURER. 

1.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  and  invested  at 
the  annual  communication. 

2.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  give  a  joint  bond,  with 
two  sureties,  to  the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master 
in  such  penalty  and  with  such  conditions  as  may  be  deemed 
ex[)C'diont,  for  the  due  performance  of  his  trust. 

3.  To  the  Grand  Treasurer  shall  be  committed  all  moiyes 
raised  for  the  general  charity,  or  in  any  wav  belonging  to 
Grand  Lodge,  of  which  he  sh;ill  keep  an  account  in  a  book, 
specifying  the  resjiective  uses  for  which  the  several  sums  are 
intended ;  and  shall  disburse  the  same  in  such  manner  uf  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  other  proper  authority  shall  direct,  and  ]  )ro- 
duce  his  accounts  of  receipts  and  disbursements  before  every 
regular  communication,  qr^when  called  for  byjlie  Boflrd^ 
GeneraJ  Purposes ,  and  these  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  the 
said  board,  who^iall  make  their  report  thereon  at  the  annual 
communication  in  December. 

OF  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

1.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  and  invested 
at  the  annual  communication. 

2.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  sign  and  certify  all  instru- 
ments from  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  seal  or  otherwise;  issue 
summonses  for  all  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Bqardjif 
General  Purposes,  and  of  any  Committee  of  which  he  shall 
be  directecTby  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge,  and  to 
attend  and  take  minutes  of  their  proceedings ;  to  receive  the 
returns  from  the  several  lodges,  and  enter  them  in  the  books 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  duly  report  the  same  at  each  annvial 
communication  qf  the  Grand  Lodge ;  to  transmit  to  all  lodges 
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the  proceodiiigs  of  every  communieiition  or  other  iriectiii'^  of 
Grand  Lodge,  and  all  such  other  papers  and  docunicnis  as 
may  be  ordered,  either  by  the'"fl'Graud  Master,*^ tho'^Grand 
Lodge,  or  Board  of  General  Pnrpoi>eH:  to  notify  all  lodges 
annually,  of   all  exi)elled,  restored,    suspended  or  excluded 

i-  members  for  the  year;  to  furnish  the  ]3()ardj>f  General  Pur- 
^)oses  or_other  constituted  authority,  all  proper  documents 
andinloimiition  that  they  may  require; to  receive  all ])etit ions, 
memorials,  etc.,  and  lay  them  before  the  Grand  Master,  or 
other  proper  authority;  to  attend  the  (hiind  Master  or  Board 

io  of  General  Purposes,  and  to  take  to  him  or  them  any  books 
or  papos  he  or  fliey  may  direct,  to  conduct  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Grand  Lodge;  to  receive,  credit  and  record  all 
monies  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  pay  over  the  same  without 
delay  to  the  Grand  Treasurer;  to  take  the  custody  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  seal,  and  afMx  it  to  all  warrants,  certiticates, 
and  other  proper  papers,  by  order  of  the  Grand  Master,  and 
annuallv  report  the  amount  received,  and  generally  to  do  all 
such  thmgri  as  heretofore  have  been  or  should  be  done,  by  a 
Grand  Secretary. 

3.  The  Grand  Secretary  sludl  also  submit  at  each  annual 
communication,  a  general  rej)ort  on  the  state  of  the  Craft 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  with  as  full  and 
particular  account  as  possible,  of  the  membership,  funds, 
properties,  annual  work  and  ethciency  of  each  lodge  in  the 
Province. 

OP  OKANI)  DEACONS. 

The  Grand  Deacons  shall  be  appointed  ami  installed  at 
the  annual  communication.  If  they  are  absent  id  any  com- 
munication, the  Grand  Master  or  Presiding  Officer  may 
appoint  any  members  of  Grand  Lodge  to  officiate  j[>ro  tempore. 

OF   GKAND    DIRECTOR   OF   CEREMONIES,     GRAND    MARSHAL,     GRAND 

SWORDREARER,  GRAND  ORGANIST,    GRAND  PURSUIVANT,  GRAND 

STEWARDS,  GRAND  STANDARDREARER,  AND  GRAND  TYLER. 

1.  The  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies,  Grand  Marshal, 
Grand  Swordbearer,  Organist  and  Pursuivant,  Stewards  and 
Standard  bearer,  are  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Grand 
Master,  on  the  day  of  his  installation.  They  are  to  attend 
all  communications  and  other  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge . 

2,  The  Grand  Director-of  Ceremonies  and  Grand  Mar- 
shal, in  addition  to  their  other  duties,  have  the  care,  during 
the  session  of  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  regalia,  clothing,  insignia, 
and  jewels  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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3.  Tlie  Gr.iiid  Piirsnivaiit  sluill  ])roservo  avdvY  in  tlio 
])()rch  at  ovory  mcetiu}^  of  tlio  ( riuntl  Lodge,  and  Avith  tho 
assistiiiico  of  tlio  brotliroii  nomiuiitod  for  iitteiidinico  tli"re,  sen 
that  nono  oxeopt  tlioso  who  aro  (lualifiod,  and  who  havo  tlioir 
projjor  (dothinji;  and  jtrvols  and  havo  signi'd  thoir  names  to 
the  accustomed  pai)ois  and  are  in  all  respects  entitled  to  ad- 
mission, be  admitttul. 

4.  Tho  Grand  Master  may  a])polnt  not  more  t?ian  six 
Grand  Stewards  for  the  regulation  of  grand  festivals  under 
the  direction  of  the  Grand  Masttn".  They  shall  also  assist  in 
condnciing  the  arrangements  made  for  the  communications 
and  other  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 

5.  A  Grand  Standardboarer  siiall  be  appointed  by  tho 
Grand  Master  at  the  annual  comnmnication.  He  must  be  a 
Master  Mason,  and  shall  carry  the  standaid  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

(i.  Th(^  Grand  Oiganist  shall  he  a  Master  Mason,  and  bi' 
I'.ppoinled  and  invested  at  tho  annual  communication,  and 
shall  conduct  the  musical  (ceremonies  of  the  lodge,  under  the 
din  ction  of  the  Chand  Master  or  Piesiding  OtHcer. 

7.  The  Grand  Tyler  is  to  «ittend  all  meetings  of  the 
(rrand  Jjodge,  assist  in  the  arraiigtsments,  and  see  that  none 
be  admitt<Hi  but  those  ])roperlj  entitled. 

8.  If  any  Grand  Tyler  shall  otHciate,  or  attend  at  any 
meeting  or  })retended  lodge  of  jnasons  not  being  regularly 
constitut(Hl  or  not  acknowledging  the  authority  of  thi'  Grand 
Master,  or  not  conforming  to  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
he  shall  thereby  be  rendered  incapable  of  ever  after  being  a 
Tyler  or  attendant  on  a  lodge,  and  be  excluded  the  benefit  of 
tho  general  charity. 

*.).  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  shall  cease  to  con- 
tribute for  a  jieriod  of  two  years  to  a  Subordinate  Lodge  in 
this  or  some  other  jurisdiction,  sliall  be  deprived  of  all  hon- 
ors and  rank  lu^  'or  they  may  ha^e  attained  in  this  Grand 
Lodge,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  decided  by  special  vote. 

OF  INSTALLATION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  installed  and  in- 
vested in  person,  and  no  installation  or  investiture  of  an 
officer  by  proxy  shall  be  permitted. 

JlOAllD  OF  GENERA],  PURPOSES. 

1.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy 
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Grand  Master,  (who  shall  be  ex-officio  President),  the  Grand 
Wardens,  Grand  Secretary,  and  six  other  members,  to  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  provided 
always  that  not  more  than  three  members  are  elected  from 
any  one  lodge. 

2.  The  Board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  be  Vice- 
President.  Should  the  President  and  Vice-President  be 
absent  from  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  Chairman  pro  tempore.  The  Presiding  ofiicer  shall 
have  a  easting  vote,  in  case  of  a  tie,  in  addition  to  his  vote  as 
a  member. 

3.  Should  any  vacancy  occur  among  the  members  of 
the  Board  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  Grand  Master  shall 
immediately  appoint  a  qualified  brother  to  fill  the  vacancy; 
and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  inform  the  Bojird  at  its  next 
meeting  of  the  l)rother  so  appointed. 

4.  Tliu  Grand  Secretary  is  to  act  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  and  ke^p  a  lull  record  of  its  proceedings  nnd  trans- 
actions. 

o.  Five  members  of  the  Board  shall  make  a  iuoruTT>  **h" 
the  transaction  of  any  business. 

6.  The    Board   has  full   i)Ower  to  regulate  its  own    tini* 
and  place  of  meeting. 

7.  It  has  also  authority  to  hear  and  dettirmine  all  sub- 
jects of  masonic  complaint  or  irregularity  res])ecting  lodges 
or  individual  masons,  when  regularl  l)rought  before  it.  It 
may  proceed  to  admonition,  fine  or  suspension,  subject  to  the 
approval  ol  the  Grand  Master  and  an  appeal  to  tlit;  Gnmd 
Lodge.  Should  an  appeal  be  made,  notici'  must  be  given  in 
writing  to  the  Grand  Secretary  within  one  month  after  the 
decision  of  the  Board.  The  Boanl  cannot  expel  a  member  or 
erase  a  lodge,  but  it  may,  if  it  deem  sucli  extreme  punish- 
ment  advisable,  recommend  the  same  to  Grand  Lodge. 

8.  The  Board  may  summon  any  lodge  (jr  brother  to 
attend  it,  and  to  produce  the  warrant,  books  papers  and 
accounts  of  the  lodge,  or  the  certificate  of  the  brother.  If 
such  lodge  or  brother  do  not  comply,  or  give  sufficient 
reasons  for  non-compliance,  a  peremptory  summons  shall  be 
issued;  and  in  case  of  contumacy,  the  lodg<i  or  brother  shall 
be  suspended,  and  the  proceedings  notified  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

9.  In  case  of  any  charge  affecting  a  member  of  the  Board 
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or  a  lodge  to  which  he  belongs,  such  member  shall  withdraw 
whilst  the  Board  considers  its  decision. 

10.  The  Board  shall  always  have  access  to  any  of  the 
papers,  books  or  documents  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  shall 
examine  rdl  ac  ounts  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  if 
found  correct,  i\  ommend  their  payment.  It  may  also  order 
the  payment  by  tne  Grand  Treasurer,  of  any  petty  expenses 
of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  or  any  other  office,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  the  aggregate  of  the  sum 
which  it  can  order  to  be  paid  in  any  one  year,  must  not 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

11.  The  Board  may  recoiDipend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
its  adoption,  whatever  measures  it  shall  deem  advantageous 
or  necess  uy  to  the  welfare  and  good  government  of  the  Craft. 

12.  The  Board  shall  be  a  general  committee,  lo  which  shall 
be  submitted  all  matters  referred  by  Grand  Lodge  to  a  com- 
mittee, except  in  cases  w'lcre  a  special  committee  is  appointed. 
It  is  to  assist  and  advise  with  the  Grand  Master,  in  reference 
to  the  good  goverumeutof  the  Craft;  it  may  appoint  sub- 
committees of  its  own  body  for  foreign  correspondence,  or  for 
specified  purposes,  but  such  committees  must  always  report 
to  flir  liodi'd. 

13.  Tiie  Board  shall,  previous  to  tlie  annual  meeting  of 
Grand  Lodge,  appoint  three  Masters,  or  Past  Masters  of 
lodges,  as  a  committee  of  credentials,  who  shall  attend 
within  the  porch  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of 
guarding,  with  the  assistance  of  the  C-^rind  Pursuivant, 
against  the  a<lmission  of  any  but  those  who  are  qualified, 
have  the'?'  |;i\  i)er  clothing  aiid  jewels,  have  signed  their 
names  to  tiu^  accustomed  ])rpers,  utuI  are  in  all  respects 
entith  1  to  admission.  — 


FUND  OF  UENEVOLENCl'^.  J5Y-LAWS 

1.  The  Charity  Fund  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
known  as  ' '  The  Fund  of  Benevolence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  British  Columbia," 
and  shall  consist  of  such  donations  as  may  be  given  towards 
it;  togethe)-  with  such  t)tlier  amounts  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  r<  ceived  on  acount  of  said  Fund. 

2.  All  moneys  due,  and  all  funds  invested,  belonging  to 
th(!  FuTul  of  Benevc.lence,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  as  the 
said  Boardinay  diroct,  subject  to  the  following  rules: 
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3.  Each  Lodge  in  British  Cohimbia  eoiitributiiig  to  t!i(> 
Fmid  of  Benevolence  shall  pay  one  dollar  and  tifty  cents  per 
iinniini,  for  each  member  on  the  books  of  the  Lodge,  and 
five  dollars  for  every  candidate  that  may  be  raised,  and  two 
dollars  for  every  affiliation  from  a  Lodge  not  within  the 
Province,  M'liich  moneys  shall  \)o  paid  half-yearly  to  the 
Grand  Secretjiry;  and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  said  moneys  shall  be 
devoted  to  charity. 

4.  No  Mason  initiated  under  the  Constitution  of  tho 
Grand  Lodges  of  British  Columbia,  shall  receive  the  benefits 
of  this  Fund,  unless  he  has  [)aid  the  full  consideration  fee, 
and  been  registered  on  the  books  of  the  (hand  Lodge,  and 
has  c<mtinued  a  contributing  member  to  this  Fund  for  at 
least  two  years,  and  during  that  period  paid  his  dues  in  full, 
and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  aiiplication,  in  good  standing. 
The  lijnitation  of  two  years,  however,  shall  not  tpply  to  the 
Ciises  of  shipwreck,  or  loss  by  fire,  breaking  or  dislocation  of 
limbs,  or  other  unavoidable  accidents  that  may  bo  fully  atli^st- 
edand  proved,  or  to  Brethren  initiated  prior  to  the  year- 187'' 
in  a  Lodge  contributing  to  this  Fund,  and  who  has  continui 
his  subscrii)tion  up  to  the  time  of  a]>plication  for  moneys 
from  said  Fund. 

o.  Applications  for  relief  nuist  be  by  petition,  statii>g 
name,  occupation,  })lace  of  abod(>,  and  ])r(>sent  circumstances 
of  the  Brother  re([uestiug  ri;liif ;  and  the  number  of  th(!  liodge 
in  which,  and  tlu;  time  wh^n  he  was  initiated,  and  of  the  Lodge 
of  which  he  is  a  member  at  the  time  of  ap[)lication.  Every 
petition  must  be  sup))orted  by  resolution  of  the  Lodge  of 
which  the  Brother  is  a  mendjei-,  signed  by  tlu^  Mastcu'  and 
AVardens;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  larger  sum  than  ^50  be  gi\en 
at  one  time.

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0.  Widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Bro.  Masons  who 
would  have  been  entitled  to  receive  assistance  from  this 
Fund  at  the  time  of  their  death,  shall  be  entitled  to  assistance 
from  the  Fund  of  Benevolence.  Such  applications  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  to 
the  deceased  Brother,  or  satisfactory  proof  from  the  Lodge 
of  which  he  was  last  a  member. 

7.  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Committee  heioinafter  mentioned,  in  cases 
of  distress,  to  idford  relief  to  transient  Brethren  of  other 
Grand  Lodges,  provided  they  have  contributed  to  some 
Lodge  within  twelve  months  prior  to  their  application,  and 
are  not  under  suspicion  of  susi)ension  or  expulsion,  and  can 
produce  proper  Vouchers.  Such  relief  shall  not  exceed  $10 
at  one  time.  But  in  no  case  shall  relief  be  given  to  transient 
lirethren  who  have  mglected  to  contribute  to  some  Lodge 
within  tlie  above  [)erioil.  Nor  shall  any  person  bf  allowed 
to  draw  more  than  $7o  within  tliret!  mouths  from  this  Fund 
except  by  vote  of  Grand  Lodge  Nor  during  any  year  shall 
t\un'o  Ih)  expended  more  than  the  income  received  during  the 
preceding  year  from  the  Lodges,  interest  on  accumulated 
fuii'ls  <^\ce])ted,  nor  shall  any  persons,  except  transient 
Hv'  rou,  be  entitled  to  receive  relief  from  this  Fund  who 
;ir(  Cih'd  out  of  the  Provincte. 

^.  My  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  places  where  there  are 
]ii(jro  flian  one  Lodges  live  duly  appointed  Brethren  from  the 
iliffeieut  LixlgeH,  shall  form  a  committee  to  inquire  into 
cases  of  (li.^tress  of  transient  Brethren,  and  to  relieve  them, 
and  of  sueli  committee  three  shall  form  a  quorum.  In  places 
wlu  ce  there  is  but  one  Lodge,  all  such  matters  shall  be 
iirtift<Mided  to  by  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Lodge,  but 
in  all  such  cases  it  shall  ])e  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Treasurer 
U)  refuse  all  aj>])lications  that  may  be  irregular  or  contrary 
to  ^e  provisions  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Fund  of  Benevolence, 
or  am^f^ndmeuts  tlu;reto,  until  such  applications  bo  approved 
by  the  Board  of  GeneVal  Pmposes  of  the  Grand  Lodg(5.

J'/M  r    ;imi  such  other  officers  as  the 
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lodge  shall  see  fit  to  appoint  or  elect,  who  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed 
and  installed. 

2.  Every  lodge  shall,  annually,  elect  its  Master,  two 
Wardens,  Treasurer  and  Tyler,  by  written  ballot.  But  no 
member  shall  be  £iligiblo  for  the  position  of  W.  M.  unless  he 
has  previously  filled  one  of  the  Wardens  chairs,  unless  by 
special  dispensation  of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master.  At  the 
next  regular  meeting  following  the  elections,  after  the  min- 
utes shall  have  been  read  and  approved,  the  Master  and  other 
elective  officers  shall  l)e  installed  according  to  ancient  usage ; 
the  Master  ishall  then  appoint  the  otlior  officers  and  instal 
them  into  office. 

3.  Officers  shall  be  installed  in  person,  and  no  installa- 
tion of  an  officer  by  proxy  shall  1)0  permitted.  If  the  officer 
elect  or  appointed  is  not  present,  he  shall  be  installed  at  the 
first  regular  communication  of  the  lodge  at  which  he  is  pre- 
sent; and  if  any  officer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  for 
installation,  for  two  regular  ccjuimunieations  after  his  election 
or  appointment,  the  lodge  may  by  a  majority  vo  e  declare  his 
election  or  appointment  void  and  revoked,  and  another  shall 
be  (>lected  or  appointed  in  his  stead,  who  shall  be  installed 
into  office  in  due  form. 

4.  Evcny  lodge  has  the  power  of  framing  ])y-laws  for  its 
own  government,  provided  they  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  the  general  regulation  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Two 
eopies  of  tlu^  by-laws  must  bo  submitted  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, for  the  approbation  of  the  Grand  Master;  and  when 
any  alteration  shall  be  made,  such  alteration  must  in  like 
manner  be  submitted;  and  no  law  or  alteration  shall  be  valid 
until  so  submitted  and  a])proved. 

5.  The  by-laws  of  the  lodge  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Master  on  the  day  of  his  installation,  wIkmi  he  shall  solemnly 
pledgtj  himself  to  observe  and  enforce  them  during  his  mas- 
tership. Every  brother  shall  also  sign  them  when  he  becomes 
a  membtn-  of  the  lodge,  as  a  declaration  of  his  submission  to 
them;  and  every  member  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  have 
access  to  such  by-laws,  which  should  be  })rintod  for  the  use 
of  the  lodg<i  and  delivered  to  the  n)embers. 

6.  The  Master  of  every  lodge  is  to  cause  the  ancient 
charges,  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  relating  to  pri- 
vate lodges,  and  the  by-laws»of  his  lodge,  to  be  read  in  open 
kxige  whenever  he  may  deem  it  (expedient. 
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7.  TliG  Master  is  responsible  that  a  book  or  books  be 
kept  in  whicli  the  Secretary  shall  enter  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  lodge,  and  of  all  persons  initiated  or  admitted 
therein,  with  the  dates  of  their  proposal,  admission  or  initia- 
tion, passing  and  raising;  and  also  their  ages  as  nearly  as 
possible  at  that  time,  and  their  titles,  professions  or  trades, 
together  with  su<3h  transactions  of  the  lodge  as  are  proper  to 
be  written. 

8.  The  place  and  regular  days  of  meeting  of  the  lodge 
shall  be  specified  in  the  by-laws,  and  no  meeting  of  the  lodge 
shall  be  held  elsewhere,  except  n  removal  be  decided  upon 
in  conforniity  with  the  laws  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand 
Master. 

9.  Every  lodge,  when  removed  to  a  new  place  of  meet- 
ing, or  whenever  the  day  of  assembling  shall  be  altered, 
shall  immediately  send  notice  thereof  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 
The  officers  of  a  removed  lodge  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
attend  the  Grand  Tjodge  until  the  removal  be  properly 
notified. 

1(1.  A  lodge  of  emergency  may,  at  any  time,  be  called 
I)}-  tiie  iuithority  of  the  Tilaster,  or  in  his  absence,  of  the 
Senior  Warden,  or  in  their  absence,  of  the  Junior  Warden, 
but  on  no  pi-etence  Avitli^out  such  Muthority.  The  business  to 
be  transacted  at  such  lo(lg(*  of  enieigency  sli  ill  be  expressed 
in  the  summons,  reecn'ded  on  the  minutes,  and  no  other 
business  shall  be  «uitered  upon. 

11.  Everyjodge  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  all  visitors 
shall,  at   each   meeting,  sign  their   names  before 

entering  the  lodge,  witJi  their  mast>nie  rank  and  the  name  of 
their  nif)tliei'  lodge,  or  the  lodge  I'rom  which  they  hail. 

12.  Th(»  preecdency  of  lodges  is  ilerived  from  the  number 
of  their  warrant  of  constitution,  as  recorded  in  the  books  of 
the  Grand  Jjodge.  No  lodge  siiall  be  acknowledged,  nor  any 
of  its  otlicers  admitted  into  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  any  of  its 
members  entithnl  to  partake  of  the  general  charity  or  other 
inasouic  privilege,  unless  it  has  be(>n  rt'gulariy  constituted 
and  registeied. 

13.  Jso  lodge  shall,  on  any  pretence,  make  more  than 
five  new  brothers  in  ouv.  day,  unless  by  disjiensation,  in 
which  case  tlie  number  of  ])ersons  ;-;h:dl  be  set  (mtin  the  dis- 
))ensation;  nor  until  tJiey  hav(*  beenballote.i  forand  approved; 
nor  can  a.  r(tjfH."ted  applicant  for'initiation  in  the  Province,  be 
balloted   for   in    the  same    or    any   othei-  lodge    within  six 
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months  from  the  time  of  such  rejection;  every  lodge  reje(!tiiig 
a  candidate  shall,  forthwith,  notify  every  lodge  in  the  Province 
of  such  rejection;  nor  shall  a  higher  degree  in  masonry  be 
conferred  upon  any  Brother  at  a  less  interval  than  two  weeks 
from  his  receiving  a  previous  degree,  except  by  dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Master,  nor  in  any  case  until  he  has  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  open  lodge  in  such  previous 
degree. 

14.  No  lodge  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  shall 
make  a  mason  for  a  less    consideration    than   fifty    dollars. 

Y  rThe  member  who  pro])Oses  any  candidate  must  be  responsible 

)  to  the  lodge  for  all  fees  payable  on  account  of  his  initiation. 

i  Tliis  is  not  to  extend  to  the  making  of  serving  brethren,  who 

I   may   be   initiated,  provided   tint  no   fee  or  reward   in  such 

!    case  be  taken,  and  that  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master 

be  first  ol)tained. 

15.  The  Master  sliall  see  tl'iat  all  monies  received  or 
paid  on  account  of  the  lodge,  are  entered  in  pro}>er  books  by 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  TJi  '  aecotints  of  the  lodgv 
sliall  be  audited  at  least  onc(^  in  everv  vear,  by  a  committee 
appomt'd  b}'  the  lodge 

16.  Each  lodge  shall  [u't)cure  fur  eviuy  brother  initiated 
therein  a  Grand  Lodge  certificate,,  to  be  paid  for  by  tln' 
lodge. 

17.  No  lodge  or  officer,  or  member  of  a  lodge  shall, 
under  any  circunistanct>s,  give  a  ceitificate  ov  rec')mmend;i- 
tion,  to  (snable  a  mason  to  proceed  from  lodge  to  lodge  as  ,i 
pauper,  or  in  an  itinerant  manner  to  apj>ly  to  lodges  t'oi 
relief. 

18.  No  lodge' shall  form  any  public  ina.sonic  proces.siou 
or  attend  any  pnl)lic'  or  private  gaiheiing  in  maaonic clothing, 
which  is  not  permitted  by  th;.  Constitution,  without  a  dis- 
pensation from  the  Grand  Master. 

19.  Every  lodge  has  the  power  of  suspending  or  exjielbng 
a  memb(;r  for  unmasonic  conduct,  or  for  non-payment  of 
dues;  l)ut  no  lodge  shall  suspend  oi-  exclnd(^  any  m(Mn])er 
without  giving  him  due  notices 'of  the  charg(^  preferred,  or 
complaint  made  against  him,  and  of  the  time  appointed  for 
its  consid(5ration.  He  shall  be  at  liberty  U)  be  ])reHent,  and 
be  afl'ordeil  every  opportunity  of  defending  himself;  when 
the  case  has  been  investigated  he  shall  withdraw,  and  tlie 
Aoti  s  of  the  bretliren  shall  bt;  given  by  ballot.  The  name  of 
every    l)rother   suspended    or   excluded,    togetln^r  with  the 
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cause  of  his  suspension  or  exclusion,  shall  be  recorded  on 
the  minutes  of  the  next  regul.ir  meeting,  and  every  lodge  in 
the  Province  shall  bo  notified  thereof.  No  Master  Mason 
shall  be  retaine^jnrthe  book«  of  a  lodge  as  in  good  standing 
who  is  six  ^raalEs'^in  arrears  of  dues,  unless  by  special  vote 
of  his  lodge;  neither  shall  E.  A.  or  Fellow  Crafts  be  retained 
as  members  who  have  not  made  such  proficiency  as  may 
entitle  them  to  receive  higher  degrees. 

20.  A  member  sxispended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  shall 
be  immediately  restored  by  the  lodge  without  a  fresh  ballot 
on  application  to  the  lodge,  and  p.iyment  of  all  arrears  owing 
at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  ajid  of  the  regular  lodge  dues 
for  the  period  he  was  so  suspended,  and  notice  of  his  restor- 
ation shall  l)e  forthwith  given  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  to 
every  lodge  in  the  Province. 

21.  The  jewels  and  furniture  of  every  lodge  belong  to, 
and  are  tlie  propert}'  of,  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Brethren 
of  such  lodge. 

22.  All  minutes,  lists  and  books  of  account,  belonging  to 
a  lodge,  must  be  })ro(lueed  by  the  Master,  M'hen  he  shall  be 
so  reipiirtnl  by  competent  authority. 

23.  Tiie  majority  of  the  members  of  a  lodge  when  con- 
gregat(Hl,  have  tlie  privih^go  of  giving  instructions  to  the 
Master  and  Wardens,  or  other  representative,  before  the 
meeting  of  the  (ivaiul  L(;dgo;  because  such  officers  are  their 
representatives,  and  are  supposed  to  speak  their  sentiments. 

'ii.  Each  lodge  shall  annuilly,  immediately  after  the 
iivst  day  of  Novmilx!]-,  make  a  return  to  the  Grand  Secret- 
ary^ of  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Past  Masters  of  the  lodge, 
including  all  members  who  claim  to  bo  entitled  to  attend  in 
(xrand  Ijodge  as  Past  Masters,  as  having  served  the  office  of 
Master  in  some  other  lodge,  specitying  the  lodge  in  which 
each  of  such  Past  Masters  luvve  served  the  office  of  Master; 
and  no  brother  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  in  Grand  Lodge 
unless  his  name  shall  appear  in  some  such  return. 

25.  VyM'\\  lodge  shall  make  its  returns  and  payments 
annually,  immediately  after  the  1st  day  of  November,  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  in  ease  of  neglect  for  more  than  one 
yt^ar  to  make  such  n^turns  and  payments,  or  in  case  the  lodge 
does  not  meet  during  that  period,  it  shall  be  liable  to  be 
erased.  The  Master  and  Wardens,  or  any  representatives  of 
such  lodge,  are  thereby  discpialiliod  from  attending  the  Grand 
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Lodg'o,    (^r   sitting-  upon  any  committee,    until  tlios(i  returns 
and  payments  have  been  completed. 

26.  By  a  vote  of  the  lodge  the  duos  of  any  member  in 
indigent  circumstances  may  be  remitted.    • 

27.  If  a  lodge  be  dissolved,  its  warrants  and  records  shall 
fortinvitli  be  delivered  up  to  the  Grand  Master,  or  other  con- 
stituted authoi'ity. 

28.  As  every  \varrant  lodge  is  a  constituent  part  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  which  assembly  all  the  power  of  the  frater- 
nity resid  'S,  it  is  clear  that  no  other  authority  can  destroy 
tlK>  ])ow«.ri-  granted  by  a  w  irraiit;  if.  tlunv^fore,  the  majority  of 
any  lodge  shall  detin'mine  to  tpiit  the  lodge,  the  constitution, 
or  powrr  of  assembling,  rcMnains  with  the  rest  of  the  mem- 
bers, provided  their  number  1)0  not  l(\ss  than  seven;  other- 
wise the  w  irrant  ce.ises  and  beconu>s  extinct,  antl  all  the 
autliority  thereby  granted  or  in  joyed  sh  ill  revert  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  together  with  the  funds  and  i)r()jierty  of  said  lodge. 

29.  No  lodge  shall  be  erased  or  its  warrant  d(H;lared 
forfeited  until  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the  Wardens, 
sliall  Jiave  been  notified  in  writing  of  the  offence,  and  shall 
have  been  sunimoned  to  answer  the  com[)laint  made. 

30.  If  any  lodge,  or  its  Mastc;r  and  Wardens,  be  sum- 
moned to  attend  or  to  ])roduce  its  warrant,  l)0()ks,  papers  or 
accounts  to  tlie  Grand  Master,  his  Deputy,  or  any  board,  or 
committei',  or  person  auihoriz  d  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
do  not  comi)ly  nor  give  sufHcient  reason  for  non-compliance, 
a  peremptory  summons  shall  be  issued;  and  in  case  of  con- 
tumacy sucli  lodge  may  be  suspendiul,  and  the  proceedings 
notified  to  the  Grand  Lodg(\  which  .sliall  have  power  to  de- 
clare the  warrant  forfeite<l,  or  otherwise  deal  with  it  as  a. 
majority  shall  determine. 

31.  A  lodge  oft'ending  against  any  law  or  regulaticm  of 
the  Craft,  to  the  breach  of  which  no  specific  penalty  is 
attached,  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Lodge i.<nrthe 
Grand  Master,  oill^SP'^"*^  of  General  Pur])os(^s,  be  subject  to 
admonition  or  suspension,  as  btJToi'o  provide  a. 

OF  MASTl  lis  AND  WARDENS  OF  I,OD(tES.  , 

1.  All  preferment  amc^ig  masons  shall  l)e  grounded  upon 
real  worth  and  personal  merit  only:  therefore  no  brotuer 
shall  be  elected  Master  of  u  lodge,  or  appointed  to  any  office 
therein,  merely  on  account  of  seniority  or  rank.     No  Master 
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elect  sliiill  assume  the  Master's  chair  until  he  shall  have  been 
regularly  installed,  though  he  may  in  the  interim  rule  the 
loilge.  It  shiiU  be  necessary,  previous  to  the  installation  of 
the  Master,  that  his  election  be  confirmed;  after  which  the 
usual  ceremonies  of  installation  are  to  be  performed.  Should 
the  election  of  a  Master  not  be  confirmed,  then  a  summons 
must  be  issued  for  the  following  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge 
setting  forth  that  the  brethren  are  again  to  proceed  to  elect 
a  Master;  and  a  confirmation  of  that  election,  at  the  follow- 
ing ordinary  meeting  of  the  lodge,  the  installation  of  the 
Master  shall  follow. 

2.  Every  Master  elect,  before  being  placed  in  the  chair, 
.shall  in  addition  to  a  full  compliance  with  the  prescribed 
order  and  ceremonies  of  installation,  solemnly  pledge  himself 
to  observe  all  tlie  old  established  usages  and  customs,  and  to 
preserve  the  landmarks  of  the  fraternity,  and  most  strictly  to 
enforce  them  within  his  own  lodge. 

3.  The  Master,  Wardens,  and  members  of  a  lodge  are 
enjointnl  to  visit  otlnn-  lodges  as  often  as  they  conveniently 
can,  in  ordei-  that  the  same  usages  and  customs  may  be  ob- 
served throughout  the  (/'raft,  and  a  goott  understanding  be 
thereby  cultivated  amo]ig  free  masons. 

■4.  The  Master  is  responsible  for  the  due  observance  of 
the  laws  relating  to  private  lodges,  and  is  bound  to  prodiice 
all  books,  minutes  and  accounts,  wlien  required  by  any  law- 
ful authority. 

5.  If  the  Master  die,  be  removed  or  incapable  of  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  his  oftice,  tlu;  Senior  Warden,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  Smiior  Warden  tlie  Junior  Warden,  shall 
act  as  Mastei-  in  suuiuioning  the  lodge  until  Ihe  next  election 
of  otfic(n's. 

0.  If  the  Master  be  not  present,  then  the  Senior  Warden, 
or  in  his  absence  tli^'  Junior  Warden,  shall  rule  the  lodge 
and  may  confer  degrees. 

^7.  A  Past  Master  of  any  other  lodge  may  be  invited  to 
officiate  as  Master,  and  may  confe»  degrees  or  perform  any 
other  ceremony. 

8.  The  Master  and  Wardens  of  every  lodge,  when  sum- 
moned so  to  do,  shall  attend  the  Grand  Master,  his  Deputy, 
the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  board,  or  committee,  or  person 
authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  produce  the  warrant, 
minutes  and  books  of  the  lodge,  under  pain  of  suspension 
and  being  reported  to  the  next  Grand  Lodge. 
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9.  No  Warden  or  otlier  olHcer  of  [i  lodge  c!in  resij^ii  his 
office,  nor  can  be  removed,  unless  for  a  cause  which  api)eurs 
to  a  majority  of  the  lodge  to  be  sufficient;  but  if  the  Master 
bo  dissatisfied  with  the  conduct  of  any  of  his  officers,  he  may 
hiy  the  cause  of  complaint  before  the  lodge;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  to  the  majority  of  the  brethren  present  that  the  com- 
plaint is  well  founded,  he  shall  have  power  to  displace  such 
officer,  and  another  must  be  elected  or  appointed  in  his  phice. 

OF  TYLERS. 

1.  The  Tyler  is  to  bo  chosen  by  ballot  by  the  members 
of  the  lodge,  and  may  at  any  time  be  removed,  for  cause 
deemed  sufficient  by  a  majority  of  the  brethren  present  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  iodge,  and  another  elected  in  his 
stead. 

*2.  He  is  to  see  that  every  visitor  has  signed  his  name  to 
the  attendance  book  befoi'o  entering  the  lodge,  and  that  he 
is  provided  with  proper  clothing. 

3.  ,If  any  Tyler  shall  officiate  or  attend  at  any  meeting, 
or  pretended  lodge  of  masons,  not  being  regularly  con- 
stituted, or  not  .leknowledging  the  -uthority  of  the  Grand 
Master,  or  not  conforming  to  tli«!  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
ho  shall  thereby  be  renchsred  inca])al)l(5  of  ever  being  a  Tyler 
or  attendant  on  a  lodge,  and  shall  be  excluded  the  benefit  of 
the  general  chiirity. 

OF  MI'.MliEltS  AND  TtlKIR  Dl  TV. 

1.  No  brotluM'  shall  be  .-idnntt'  tl  a  member  of  a  lodge, 
unless  the  laws  of  tlie  ('raft  relating  to  the  jn'oposing  and 
adratting  of  candidates  shall  liave  been  strictly  complied 
with .     (See  ' '  Froposuiif  Mem 'icr. ' ' ) 

2.  A  brother  who  has  been  concerned  in  making  masons 
clandestinely,  or  a  lodge  which  is  not  a  regular  lodge,  or  for 
small  and  unworthy  considerations,  or  who  may  assist  in 
forming  a  new  lodge  without  the  Grand  Master's  authority, 
shall  not  be  admitted  as  a  member  or  visitor,  into  any  regu- 
lar lodge,  nor  partake  of  the  gcmeral  charity,  or  other 
niiisonic  privilege,  till  he  make  due  submission  and  obtain 
grace. 

3.  No  brother  shall  presume  to  print,  or  publish,  or 
cause  to  be  printed  or  puljlished,  the  proceedings  of  any 
lodge  or  such  part  thereof,  or  the  names  of  the  persons 
present  at  such  lodge,  without  the  permission  of  the  Grand 
Master,    under   pain  of   being  reprimanded,  suspended   or 
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oxpoUod,  as  the  Graucl  Lodge  shall  determine.  This  law  is 
not  to  extend  to  the  writing,  printing,  or  publishing  of  any 
notice  or  summons  issued  to  the  members  of  a  lodge,  or  by 
the  authority  of  the  Master,  or  the  proceedings  of  any  festive 
or  public  meeting  at  which  persons,  not  masons,  are  permit- 
ed  to  attend. 

4.  The  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  lodge, 
duly  summoned,  have  an  undoubted  right  to  regulate  their 
own  proceedings,  provided  that  they  are  consistent  with  the 
general  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Craft;  no  member,  there- 
fore, shall  be  permitted  to  enter  in  the  minuto  books  of  his 
lodge,  a  protest  against  any  resolution  or  proceeding  which 
may  ha^■o  taken  place,  unless  it  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
contrary  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Craft,  and  for  the 
purposes  of  complaining  or  aj)p('aling  to  a  higher  masonic 
authority. 

5.  If  anv  member  shall  be  excludiid  from  his  lodge,  or 
shall  withdraw  himself  from  it,  without  having  complied  with 
its  by-laws,  or  with  the  general  i-egulations  of  the  Craft,  he 
shall  not  bo  eligible  to  any  other  lodge,  until  that  lodge  shall 
have  l)een  made  acquainted  with  his  former  neglect,  so  that 
the  brethren  may  be  enabled  to  exercise  their  discretion  as 
to  his  admission.  Whenever  a  member  of  any  lodge  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  excluded,  or  whenever,  at  a  future  time 
he  may  require  it,  he  shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate 
stating  the  circumstances  undei*  which  he  left  the  lodge;  and 
such  certificate  shall  be  produced  to  any  other  lodge  of  which 
he  is  proposed  to  be  admitted  a  member,  previous  to  the 
ballot  being  taken. 

0.  All  differences  between,  or  complaints  of  members, 
that  cannot  be  accommodated  privately,  or  in  some  regular 
lodge,  shall  be  reduced  into  writing  and  delivered  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master,  who 
shiill  refer  them  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  or  appoint 
a  committee  to  investigate  the  same.  When  all  parties  shall 
have  been  summoned  to  attend  thereon  and  the  case  has  been 
investigated,  the  committee  shall  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
which  si) all  have  full  p(3wer  to  deal  therewith  as  a  majority 
shall  detevraine. 

7.  A  mason  offending  against  any  regulation  or  law  of 
the  Craft,  to  the  breach  of  which  no  specific  penalty  is 
attached,  shall  at  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any 
of  its  delegated  authorities,  be  subject  to  admonition  or 
suspension,  or  to  expulsion. 
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REVISED  CONSTITUTION. 


OF  HONORAliY  MEMBERS . 

1 .  A  brothe'r  who  may  have  rendered  any  service  to  the 
Craffc  in  general,  or  to  any  particular  lodge,  may  by  a  vote  of 
the  lodge  be  elected  an  honorary  member  of  such  lodge. 
The  lodge  must  include  honorary  members  in  its  returns  to 
Grand  Lodge,  and  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  similar  dues  for 
such  honorary  members  as  are  payable  for  ordinary  members. 

2.  Honorary  membership  does  not  confer  the  right  of 
voting  in  the  lodge  unless  specially  conferred  by  a  vote  of  the 
lodge  in  a  regular  meeting — previous  notice  of  an  intention 
to  confer  the  right,  and  the  name,  residence,  and  i  ddition  of 
the  brother  in  whose  case  the  vote  is  to  be  had,  having  been 
first  stated  in  the  usual  summons. 

TROPOSING    MEMBERS. 

1.  No  brother  shall  be  admitted  a  member  of  a  lodge 
without  a  regular  proposition  in  open  lodge,  until  his  name, 
occupation  and  place  ot  abode,  as  well  as  the  name  and  num- 
ber of  the  lodge  of  w'liich  he  is  or  was  last  a  member,  or  in 
which  he  was  initiated,  shall  have  been  sent  to  all  the  mem- 
bers in  the  summons  for  the  next  regular  lodge  meeting;  at 
which  meeting  the  brother's  Grand  Lodge  certificate,  and 
also  the  certificate  of  the  former  lodge,  is  to  be  produced  and 
the  decision  of  the  brethren  ascertained  by  ballot.  When  a 
lodge  has  ceased  to  meet  any  former  niemlier  thereof  shall 
be  eligible  to  be  proposed  and  admitted  a  member  of  another 
lodge  on  producing  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Secretary 
stating  the  fact  and  specifying  wJiether  the  brother  has  been 
registered  and  his  quarterage  duly  paid. 

2.  Except  in  cases  of  royal  naval  and  military  men,  no 
person  shall  be  made  a  member  unless  he  has  resided  one 
year  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  to  which  he  seeks  admis- 
sion, or  shall  produce  a  certificate  of  character  from  the 
nearest  lodge  to  the  place  of  his  previous  residence ;  nor  un- 
til he  has  been  properly  proposed  at  one  regular  meeting  of 
the  lodge,  and  a  committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Wor- 
shipful Master  to  make  the  necessary  enquirieis  into  the 
character  of  the  candidate;  nor  until  his  name,  age,  addition 
or  profession,  and  place  of  abode,  shall  have  been  sent  to  all 
the  members  in  the  summons  for  the  next  regular  meeting, 
when,  after  the  committee  have  reported  to  the  lodge,  ho 
must  be  balloted  for,  and  if  approved,  he  may  be  initiated 
into  the  first  degree  of  masonry. 

3.  No  lodge  shall  initiate  a  candidate  whose  residence  is 
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uearer  the  jurisdiction  of  another  lodge,  without  the  consent 
by  a  resohition  of  that  lodge,  which  shall  be  signified  in  writ- 
ing, unless  by  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Master,  except  in  a 
town  or  city  where  there  is  more  than  one  lodge,  in  which 
case  each  lodge  has  concurrent  jurisdiction.  The  jurisdiction 
of  each  lodge  extends  in  every  direction  half  way  to  the  near- 
est lodge. 

4.  In  case  of  emergency  the  following  alteration  as  to 
the  mode  of  proposing  a  candidate  is  allowed.  Any  two 
members  of  a  lodge  may  transmit  in  writing  to  the  Master 
the  usual  declaration  of  any  candidate  whom  they  wish  to 
propose,  and  the  circumstances  which  cause  the  emergency, 
and  the  Master,  if  the  emergency  be  proper,  shall  issue  a 
notice  to  eveiy  member;  appoint  ;.  committee  as  before  pro- 
vided; and  at  the  same  time  summon  the  lodge  to  meet  at 
a  period  not  exceeding  seven  clear  days  from  the  issuing  of 
the  summons,  for  the  purpose  of  balloting  for  the  candidate; 
if  the  candidate  be  then  approved  he  may  be  initiated  into 
the  first  degree  of  masonry.  The  Master  shall,  previous  to 
the  bailr'^  being  taken,  cause  the  said  proposition  and  the 
emergency  stated  to  be  recorded  in  the  minute-book  of  the 
lodge. 

5.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be 
made  a  mason  in  any  lodge,  and  every  candidate  must  be 
free  born,  and  at  the  time  of  initiation  be  known  to  be  in 
reputable  circumstance.  He  should  be  a  lover  of  the  liberal 
arts  and  sciences,  and  have  made  some  progress  in  one  or 
the  other  of  them;  and  he  must  at  the  time  of  his  application 
subscribe  his  name  at  full  length  to  a  declaration  of  the  fol- 
lowing import,  viz: — 

To  the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens,  and  Brethren  of 
Lodge,  Ko  ,  British  Columbia  : 

I,  ,  of  the  of  ,  in  the  district  of  , 

aged  years,  by  occupation  ,  being  a  free  man  and 

of  mature  age,  do  declare  that  unbiased  by  the  improper 
solicitation  of  friends,  and  uninfluenced  by  mercenary  or 
other  unworthy  motives,  I  freely  and  voluntarily  oifer  myself 
a  candidate  for  the  mysteries  of  masonry;  that  I  am  prompt- 
ed by  a  favorable  opinion  conceived  of  the  institution,  and  a 
desire  of  knowledge;  and  that  I  will  cheerfully  conform  to  all 
the  ancient  usages  and  eststblished  customs  of  the  fraternity; 
and  I  do  also  declare  that  I  have  not  made  application  for 
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admission  into  any  other  lodge  during  the  last  six  months.

6.  Any  person  who  cannot  write  shall  he  ineligible  to  be 
admitted  to  tnefratemity»  and  a  petition  having  been  received 
by  a  lodge  cannot  be  withdrawn.  No  brother  shall  be  admit- 
ted a  member  of  a  lodge,  if  on  ballot  three  black  balls  appear 
against  his  application;  and  one  black  ball  shall  be  sufficient 
to  reject  a  candidate  for  the  degrees. 

7.  Every  candidate  shall,  on  his  initiation,  solemnly 
promise  to  submit  to  the  constitution,  and  to  conform  to  all  the 
usages  and  regulations  of  the  Craft, — and  he  must  sign  the 
by-laws  of  the  lodge  on  his  receiving  the  Master's  degree ; 
and  a  copy  of  which,  tpgeth^rvdth  a  copy  of  theconstitjition 
of  GrandLodge,  shall  then  be  presented  £6  him. 

8.  A  rejected  candidate  for  the  degrees  cannot  be  bal- 
loted for  in  the  same  or  uny  other  lodge,  within  six  months 
from  the  time  of  his  rejection. 

OF  THE  LODGE  SEAL. 

1.  Every  lodge  shall  have  a  masonic  seal,  to  be  affixed 
to  all  documents  proper  to  be  issued,  and  which  shall  be  in 
the  custody  of  the  Secretary,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Worshipful  Master. 

2.  An  impression  of  the  seal  shall  be  sei^t  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  and  whenever  changed,  an  impression  of  the  new 
seal  shall  in  like  manner  be  transmitted. 

LODGES  OP  INSTRUCTION. 

1.  No  general  lodge  of  instruction  shall  be  holden,  unless 
under  the  sanction  of  a  re^lar  warranted  lodge,  or  by  the 
special  licence  and  authority  of  the  Grand  Master.  The 
lodge  giving  its  sanction,  and  the  brethren  to  whom  such 
licence  is  granted,  shall  be  answerable  for  the  proceedings 
of  such  lodge  of  instruction,  and  responsible  that  the  mode 
of  working  there  adopted  has  receivea  the  sanction  of  Grand 
Lodge. 

2.  Notice  of  the  times  and  places  of  meeting  of  the 
lodges  of  instruction  shall  be  given  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

3.  Lodges  of  instruction  shall  keep  a  minute  of  all 
brethren  present  at  each  meeting,  and  of  brethren  appointed 
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to  hold  office,  and  such  minute  shall  be  produced  when 
called  for  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  lodge  granting  the  sanc- 
tion. 

4.  If  a  lodge  which  has  given  its  sanction  for  a  lodge  of 
instruction  being  held  under  its  warrant  shall  see  fit,  it  may 
at  any  regular  meeting  withdraw  that  sanction  by  a  resolution 
of  the  lodge  to  be  communicated  to  the  lodge  of  instruction; 
provided  that  notice  of  the  intention  to  withdraw  the  sanction 
be  inserted  in  the  summons  for  that  meeting. 

OF  VISITORS. 

No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  into  a  lodge,  unless  he  be 
personally  kno  ivn,  recommended,  well  vouched  for,  or  after 
due  examination  by  one  or  more  of  the  brethren  present,  and 
shall  have  entered  his  name,  masonic  rank,  the  name  or 
number  of  his  mother  lodge,  or  the  lodge  he  hails  from,  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  by  every  lodge  for  that  purpose;  and  during 
his  continuance  in  the  lodge  he  must  be  subject  to  the  by- 
laws of  the  lodge.  The  JViaster  of  the  lodge  is  particularly 
bound  to  enforce  these  regulations. 

2.  No  brother  residing  in  the  Province,  and  not  affiliated 
with  some  lodge,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
benevolent  fund  for  himself  or  family,  nor  to  masonic  burial, 
nor  to  take  part  in  any  masonic  ceremony,  public  or  private, 
nor  be  entitled  to  any  masonic  privilege  whatever,  nor  can 
he  be  permitted  to  visit  any  lodge  or  town  in  the  place  where 
he  resides  more  than  once  during  his  secession  from  the 
Craft. 

OF  CERTIFICATES. 

1.  Every  brother  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Grand  Lodge 
certificate,  immediatelv  upon  being  registered  in  the  books 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  which  certificate  the  lodge  shall 
pay  two  dollars.  Each  lodge,  therefore,  when  it  makes  a 
return  of  the  masons  whom  it  has  initiated,  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  register  fee  make  a  remittance  of  the  money  for  the 
certificate. 

2.  Every  brother  to  whom  a  Grand  Lodge  certificate  is 
granted   must  sign  his  name  on   the  margin  thereof,  it.   !ie 

f)resence  of  the  Worshipful  Master  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
odge,  except  in  case  of  absence  from  the  place  of  meeting 
of  his  lodge,  when  he  shall  sign  it  in  presence  of  the  Wor- 
shipful Master  or  Secretary  of  any  duly  warranted  lodge; 
otherwise  it  shall  be  invalid . 
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3.  No  brother  shall  obtain  a 
he  shall  have  been  admitted  to  more  than  one  degree  of 
masonry  on  the  same  day,  or  at  a  shorter  interval  than  two 
weeks  from  his  receiving  a  previous  degree,  unless  conferred 
under  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master. 

4.  Every  return  or  other  document  upon  which  a  Grand 
Lodge  certificate  is  to  be  issued,  must  specify  not  only  the 
date  of  initiation,  but  also  the  dajs  on  which  the  brother 
was  advanced  to  the  second  and  third  degrees. 

5.  All  applications  for  Grand  Lodge  certificates  must  be 
made  to  the  Grand  Secretary;  and  if  the  name  of  the  brother 
wishing  for  the  certificate  has  not  previously  been  registered, 
the  money  payable  on  registration  must  be  transmitted  at  the 
same  time,  as  no  certificate  shall,  on  any  account,  be  issued 
until  such  money  has  been  paid. 

6.  No  lodge  shall  grant  a  private  lodge  certificate  to  a 
brother,  except  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  obtain  a 
Grand  Lodge  certificate,  in  which  case  such  certificate  shall 
be  specifically  addressed  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  except 
also  such  certificates  as  may  be  required  by  the  laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  or  called  for  by  any  of  its  committees,  or 
issued  to  a  member  on  retirement  from  a  lodge,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  evidence  of  standing;  and  no  lodge  shall  charge  for  a 
private  lodge  certificate. 

PUBLIC  AND  FUNERAL  PROCESSIONS. 

1.  No  mason  can  be  interred  with  the  formalities  of  the 
fraternity,  unless  it  be  at  his  own  request,  or  that  of  his 
friends,  nor  unless  he  has  been  advanced  to  the  degree  of 
Master  Mason.  When  the  wish  of  the  deceased  or  his  friends 
shall  have  been  communicated  to  the  master  of  the  lodge  of 
which  he  died  a  member,  the  Master  shall  apply  to  the 
Grand  Master  for  a  dispensation. 

2.  When  a  Master  Mason  from  beyond  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  shall  die  wi^^hin  the  jurisdiction  of  Grand 
Lodge,  the  provisions  of  tlie  Constitutions  relating  to  de- 
ceased memoer  of  lodges  of  British  Columbia  shall  apply  as 
far  as  practicable;  any  Master  of  a  lodge  may  take  the  direc- 
tion of  the  funeral,  and  conduct  the  same  in  all  things  as 
provided  for  resident  brethren  deceased. 

3.  No  public  procession  of  masons  shall  be  allowed  with- 
out permission  of  the  Grand  Master.  In  case  of  a  masonic 
funeral,  when  the  urgency  of  the  case  will  not  admit  of  the 
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delay  necessary  to  communicate  with  the  Grand  Master,  the 
V/orshipful  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the  brother  ruling  the 
lodge,  shall  authorize  and  hold  such  masonic  funeral  proces- 
sion, and  shall  see  that  all  things  are  conducted  thereat 
decently  and  in  order  according  to  the  constitution,  and  he 
shall  immediately  after  the  services  report  his  proceedings  in 
full  to  the  Grand  Master  through  the  Grand  Secretary. 

4.  In  case  of  a  masonic  funeral  the  Master  may  invite 
other  lodges  to  attend  in  form,  but  the  whole  ceremony  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  Master  of  the  lodge  to  which 
the  deceased  brother  belonged,  or  in  case  of  a  stranger  bro- 
ther the  Master  of  the  lodge  which  assumes  the  control  of  the 
ceremonies.  If  the  Grand  Master  or  Deputy  Grand  Master 
be  present  he  may  at  an}'  time  take  charge. 

5.  If  any  brother  shall  attend  as  a  mason  clothed  in  any 
of  the  jewels  or  badges  of  the  Craf  r  at  any  public  procession 
except  a  masonic  funeral,  or  at  any  public  or  private  gather- 
ing not  organized  by  the  constitution,  without  the  permission 
of  the  Grand  Master,  he  shall  be  rendered  incapable  of  ever 
after  being  an  officer  of  a  lodge,  and  also  to  be  excluded  the 
benefit  of  the  general  charity.  And  if  any  lodge  shall  so 
offend,  it  shall  stand  suspended  until  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
determine  therein. 

OF    APPEAL. 

1.  As  the  Grand  Lodge  when  congregated  is  a  represen- 
tative ot  every  individual  member  of  the  fraternity,  it  neces- 
sarily possesses  a  supreme  superintending  authority,  and  the 
power  of  finally  deciding  on  every  case  which  concerns  the 
interest  of  the  Cr.ift.  Any  lodge  or  brother,  therefore,  who 
may  feel  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  any  other  masonic 
authority  or  jurisdiction,  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
against  such  decision.  The  appeal  must  be  made  in  writing, 
specifying  the  particular  grievance  complained  of,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  A  notice  and  copy  of 
tha  appeal  must  also  be  sent  by  the  appellant  to  the  party 
against  whose  decision  the  appeal  is  made. 

2.  Notice  of  appeal  must  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  within  one  month  from  the  receipt  of  the  decision 
appealed  against,  in  proper  and  respectful  language.

OF  CONSTITUTING  A  NEW  LODGE. 

Every  application  for  a  warrant  to  hold  ii  new  lodge  must 
be  by  petition  to  the  Grand  Master,  signed  by  at  least  eeven 
regularly  registered  masons;  and  the  lodges  to  which  they 
formerly  belonged  must  be  specified  The  petition  must  be 
recommended  by  the  nearest  lodge,  and  be  transmitted  to 
the  Grand  Secretary,  to  be  submittea  to  the  Grand  Master. 
If  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  granted,  the  Grand  Master 
may  issue  a  dispensation  authorizing  tho  brethren  to  meet  as 
a  lodge  until  a  warrant  of  constitution  shall  be  granted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  petition : —

Masons  of  British  Columbia  : 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  regularly  registered  masons 
of  the  lodges  mentioned  against  our  respective  names,  having 
the  prosperity  of  the  craft  at  heart  are  anxious  to  exert  our 
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best  endeavors  to  promote  and  diifuse  the  genuine  principles 
of  the  art;  and  for  the  conveniency  of  our  respective  dwell- 
ings and  other  good  reasons,   we  are  desirous  of  forming  a 

new  lodge  to  be  named ;  in  consequence  of  this  desire 

we  pray  for  a  warrant  of  constitution  empowering  us  to  meet 

as  a  regular  lodge  at in  the  district  of on  the 

of  every  month,  and  there  to  discharge  the  duties  of 

masonry  in  a  constitutional  manner  according  to  the  forms  of 
the  order  and  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  we  have 
nominated  and  do  recommend  brother  (A.  B.) . . . .  to  be  first 

Muster,  brother  (CD.)   to  be  first  Senior  Warden,  and 

brother  (E.  F.) to  be  first  Junior  Warden  of  said  lod^e. 

The  prayer  of  this  petition  being  granted,  we  promise  strict 
obedience  to  the  commands  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the 
Ifiws  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  order  to  avoid  irregularities  every  new  lodge  shall  be 
solemnly  constituted  by  the  Grand  Master,  with  his  Deputy 
and  Wardens;  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  by  his 
Deputy,  who  shall  choose  some  Master  of  a  lodge  to  assist 
him.  If  both  these  officers  be  absent,  the  Grand  Master 
may  appoint  some  other  Grand  Officer  or  Master  of  a  lodge 
to  act  as  Deputy  pro  tempore. 

OF  REGALIA. 

1.  The  following  masonic  clothing  and  insignia  shall  be 
worn  by  the  Craft,  and  that  only;  and  no  brother  shall  on 
any  pretence  be  admitted  into  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  sub- 
ordinate lodge,  without  his  proper  clothing. 

2.  No  honorary  or  other  jewel  or  emblem  shall  be  worn 
in  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  subordinate  lodge,  which  shall 
not  appertain  to  or  be  consistent  with  those  degrees  which 
are  recognized  and  acknowledged  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  respect  to  the  jewels  and  regalia  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  those  of  the  late  Provincial  Grand 
lodge,  R.  S.,  have  been  temporarily  adopted. 

The  jewels  and  regalia  of  subordinate  lodges  are  as  fol- 
lows, it  being  understood  that  lodges  of  this  jurisdiction 
already  supplied  in  this  respect,  may  continue  the  adoption 
and  use  of  the  same  as  long  as  they  so  desire : —

be  two  inches  and  a  half  each,  and 
of  the  perpendicular  lines,  one  inch; 
these  emblems  to  be  of  ribbon, 
h;df  an  inch  broad,  and  of  the  same 
color  as  the  lining  and  edging  of 
the  apron,  or  of  silver. 

2he  following  is  the  manner  of  constituting  a  neio  lodge,  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  usages  of  masons : — 

A  lodge  is  duly  formed,  ard  after  prayer,  an  ode  in 
honor  of  masonry  is  sung.  The  Gr;ind  M/ister  is  then  in- 
formed by  the  Grand  Secretary,  or  acting  Grand  Secretary, 
that  the  orethren  present  desire  to  be  formed  into  a  new 
lodge,  etc. 

The  minutes  of  the  lodge  Avhile  under  dispensation,  are 
likewise  read,  and  being  approved,  are  declared  regular  and 
valid,  and  signed  by  the  Grand  Master.  The  Grand  Master 
then  enquires  if  the  brethren  approve  of  the  officers  who  are 
nominated  in  the  warrant,  to  preside  over  them.  This  being 
signified  in  masonic  form,  an  oration  on  the  nature  and  de- 
signs of  the  institution  may  be  delivered.  The  lodge  is  then 
consecrated,  according  to  ceremonies  proper  and  usual  on 
those  occasions,  but  not  proper  to  be  written ;  and  the  Grand 
Master  constitutes  the  lodge  in  ancient  form. 

The  candidates,  or  the  new  Master  and  Wardens,  being 
yet  among  the  brethren,  the  Grand  Master  asks  his  Deputy 
if  he  hath  examined  them,  and  found  the  candidate-Master 
well  skilled  in  the  noble  science  and  royal  art,  and  duly 
instructed  in  our  mysteries,  etc.  The  Deputy  answering  in 
the  affirmative,  he  shall  (by  the  Grand  Master's  order)  take 
the  candidate  from  among  his  fellows  and  present  him  to 
the  Grand  Master,  saying,  '  *  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, 
I  present  this  my  worthy  brother  to  be  installed  Master  of 
the  lodge,  whom  I  know  to  be  of  good  morals  and  great  skill, 
true  and  trusty;  and  a  lover  of  the  whole  fraternity  where- 
soever dispersed  over  the  face  of  the  earth." 

Then  the  Grand  Master  placing  the  candidate  upon  his 
left  hand,  having  asked  and  obt'»ined  the  unanimous  consent 
of  all  the  brethren,  shall  s  ly :  I  appoint  you  the  Master  of 
this  Ijdge,  not  doubting  your  capacity  and  care  to  preserve 
the  cement  of  the  lodge,   etc.,  with  some  other  expressions 
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that  are  proper  and  usual  on  that  occasion,  but  not  proper 
to  be  written. 

Upon  this  the  Deputy  shall  rehearse  the  charges  and 
regulations  of  a  Master,  and  the  Grand  Master  shall  ask  the 
candidate,  saying:  "Do  you  submit  to  these  charges  and 
promise  to  uphold  these  regulations  as  Masters  have  done  in 
all  ages?  "  The  candidate  shall  signifv  his  cordial  submis- 
sion thereto,  and  the  Grand  Master  shall,  by  certain  signifi- 
cant ceru'nonies  and  ancient  usages,  instal  him,  and  present 
him  with  a  book  of  constitution,  the  lodge  book,  and  the 
instruments  of  his  office,  one  after  another;  and,  after  each 
of  them,  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy,  shall  rehearse  the 
short  charge  suitable  to  the  article  presented. 

A.fter  this,  the  members  of  the  new  lodge,  bowing  alto- 
gether to  the  Grand  Master,  shall  returp  thanks,  and  immed- 
iately do  their  homage  to  their  new  Master,  and  signify 
their  promise  of  subjection  and  obedience  to  him,  by  the 
usual  congratulation. 

The  Deputy  and  the  Grand  Wardens,  and  any  other 
brethren  present,  that  are  not  members  of  the  new  lodpre, 
shall  next  congratulate  the  new  Master;  and  he  shall  return 
his  acknowledgement  to  the  Grand  Master  first,  and  to  the 
rest  in  their  order. 

Then  the  Grand  Master  desires  the  new  Master  to  enter 
immediately  ut  ">n  the  exercise  of  his  office,  in  naming  his 
Wardens;  and  Ije  new  Master,  calling  forth  the  two  brothers 
presents  them  to  the  Grand  Master  for  his  approbation. 
That  being  granted,  the  Senior  or  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
shall  rehearse  the  charge  of  Wardens;  and  the  candidates 
being  solemnly  asked  by  the  new  Master  shall  signify  their 
submission  thereto. 

Upon  which  the  new  Master  shall  present  them  with  the 
instruments  of  their  office,  and  induct  them  in  due  form  in 
their  proper  place;  and  the  brethren  shall  signify  their 
obedience  to  the  new  Wardens  by  the  usual  congratulation. 
The  other  elected  officers  of  the  lodge,  and  those  appointed, 
are  then  invested  in  ancient  form. 

The  lodge  being  thus  completely  constituted,  shall  be 
registered  in  the  Grand  Master's  book,  and  by  his  order 
notified  to  the  other  lodges. 
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RECOMMENDATION  OF  BOARD  OF  GENERAL  PURPOSES  ADOPTED  JJY 

GRAND  LODGE,  A.  D.  1877. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  each  subordiniite 
Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  do  have  a  black-board  placed 
in  a  conspicuous  position  within  their  Lodge.  Also  that  the 
second  section  referring  to  visitors,  page  45  of  the  book  of 
Constitutions,  be  placed  on  the  black-board  of  every  Lodge 
of  this  Province.  Also  that  brethren  who  are  in  arrears  and 
who  have  received  summons  under  seal  of  their  Lodge  to 
show  cause  why  they  have  not  paid  their  dues,  and  treat  the 
same  with  contumacy,  shall  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
suspended  for  uu-Masonic  conduct.  And  further,  that  all 
names  of  suspended  or  expelled  members  shall  be  placed  on 
the  black-board  of  the  Lodge.

On  motion  the  report  was  received,  the  rule  as  to  dupli- 
cate proxies  was  suspenrled  so  as  to  admit  of  the  proxies  of 
Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3,  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  and  all  the  Eep- 
resentatives  mentioned  in  said  report  were  admitted  to  seats 
and  Committee  accordingly  discharged. 

The  Grand  Secretary  then  read  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Seventh  Annual  Communication,  held  on  the  16th  February 
and  following  days,  A.D.  1878,  A.L.  5878,  and  also  of  the 
Emergency  Meetings  of  22nd  April,  A.D.  1878,  and  October 
28th,  A.D.  1878,  which  on  motion,  were  confirmed. 

The  M.-.W.'.  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  following 
ANNUAL  ADDRESS  : 

IllOHT  WoKSHIPFCL,  VeRY  WoUSHlPFCL  AND  WoBSHIPFDL  BRETHREN  : 

By  the  will  of  God,  in  whom  we  as  Masons  put  our  trust,  I  am  thankful 
to  be  afforded  the  opportunity  of  meeting  you  ou  this  the  Eighth  Annual 
Coiiimunication  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  now  place  in  your  hands  again  the 
authority  you  so  kindly  and  unanimously  bestowed  upon  mo  at  our  last  regu- 
lar Communication.  I  hope  in  placing  before  you  the  report  of  my  official 
labors  you  will  find  they  have  been  satisfactorily  performed.  If  I  have  been 
over  zealous  in  some  matters,  it  was  from  a  desire  to  see  this  ancient  and 
glorious  fraternity  wielding  to  the  utmost  extent  its  benign  influence  in  this 
Province,  so  that  justice,  peace  and  order  might  be  assisted  to  become  perma- 
nent features  of  this  our  adopted  home.  If  I  have  failed  to  satisfy  your  ex- 
pectations, it  has  not  been  through  a  desire  to  disappoint,  but  in  consequence 
of  a  want  of  time,  means  and  ability,  and  I,  therefore,  feel  confident  you  will 
extend  to  me  that  truly  Masonic  virtue.  Charity. 

NEW  MASONIC  HALL. 

Allow  me  to  congratulate  the  Craft  in  Victoria  on  the  zeal  and  devotion 
to  the  Order  they  have  shown  in  this  work,  which  I  believe  gives  satisfaction 
to  all  interested.  Although  the  property  has  cost  two  thousand  dollars  more 
than  contemplated,  the  present  rents  return  good  interest  on  the  money  in- 
vested, while  there  is  124  feet  frontage  remaining  of  the  land  to  build  on  or 
lease,  and  there  is  yet  one  store  unoccupied.    When  the  remainder  of  this 

property  is  utilized,  fc,7  investments  in  the  City  of  Victoria  will  be  equal  to 
the  one  in  question.     How  gratifying  this  must  be  when  we  consider  that  in 
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September,  1877,  the  first  $100  was  advaucoil  for  this  purpose,  and  now  the 
work  is  completed  and  all  the  liabilities  have  been  paid  without  borrowing  or 
obtaining  any  money  outside  of  the  Order. 

OFFICIAL  VISITATIONS. 

On  February  25th,  1878,  I  appointed  R.-.W.-.  P.S.G.  Warden  Bro.  Nutt, 
to  visit  Union  Lodge,  New  Westminster,  Mount  Hermon  Lodge,  Moodyville, 
Cariboo  Lodge,  Barkerville,  and  the  Brethren  at  Yale.  That  R.  *.  VV.-.  Brother 
reports  he  was  well  received  in  each  of  those  Lodges,  and  by  the  Brethren  at 
Yale.  They  were  pleased  to  see  the  work  exemplified  by  him,  and  to  receive 
information  on  Mai:onic  subjects,  thus  evincing  proper  appreciation  of  one  so 
qualified  to  impart  instruction  as  is  that  R.-.W. •.  Brother. 

On  January  2nd,  1879,  I  had  the  pleasure,  in  company  with  Grand  Lodge 
Officers,  of  visiting  Victoria  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  installed  the  Officers. 
After  the  business  of  the  Lodge  the  Brethren  present  were  invited  to  a  banquet 
by  the  Brethren  of  that  Lodge.  The  large  and  beautiful  Hall  with  its  hand- 
some decorations  and  furniture  well  tilled  with  members  of  the  Craft  in  regalia 
was  a  fine  sight,  and  the  brotherly  love  which  prevailed  gave  a  good  illustra- 
tion of  "  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  i-j  for  Brethren  to  dwell  together  in 
unity." 

On  January  15th,  1870,  I  visited  Vancouver  and  Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2, 
accompanied  by  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  installed  the  Officers  of  that 
Lodge.  After  the  installation  the  work  wiis  exemplified  in  the  third  degree, 
to  tho  pleasure  of  all  present,  for  every  officer  was  perfect  in  his  work,  and 
instructions  were  imparted  to  the  Ciindidate  in  such  a  manner  that  he  could 
well  understand  the  nature  of  thi^  work  in  which  he  was  engaged  and  the 
duties  he  was  expected  to  perform.  The  Officers  of  this  Lodge  deserve  great 
credit  for  the  able  manner  in  which  they  fulfilled  their  respective  duties,  and 
it  would  be  difficult  to  surpass  the  manner  in  which  in  their  several  stations 
they  illustrated  the  sublime  principles  of  our  Order. 

On  May  Gth,  1879,  I  visited  .\shlar  Lodge,  No.  3,  Nanaimo,  was  well  re- 
ceived, and  very  much  pleased  with  the  steady  improvement  the  Craft  have 
made  there  since  I  first  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  a  Masonic  Lodge  in  that 
citj'  some  ten  years  ago,  in  company  with  District  Grand  Master  Burnaby  and 
the  District  Grand  Officers  under  the  jurisdiction  of  England.  There  were 
then  two  Lodges  struggling  for  cxisto.ice,  but  as  you  are  aware  they  afterwards 
amalgamated  under  their  present  title  and  are  now  doing  well.  Ashlar  Lodge 
now  numbers  seventy  members,  their  fine  Ilall  will  soon  be  out  of  debt,  ""  '' 
their  property  is  making  a  handsome  return  for  the  money  invested  in  it.  The 
work  was  exemplified  during  my  visit  in  the  third  degree  and  reflected  great 
credit  on  tho  Officers  of  the  Lodge,  especially  W.M.  Stewart  and  P.M.  Brown. 

On  May  13th,  1879,  I  visited  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  accompanied  by  R.-. 
W.-.  J.G.W.  H.  Brown,  V.-.W.-.  G.S  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,  Bro.  E.  C.  Baker, 
W.M.  of  Victoria  Columbia  Lodge,  and  Bro.  McCulloch  of  Ashlar  Lodge.  An 
emergency  meeting  was  held,  and  the  Brethren  gave  us  a  hearty  welcome. 
The  work  was  exemplified  in  the  first  degree  and  satisfactorily  carxied  on,  par- 
ticularly by   P.M.J.  C.   Hughes  and    W.M.  Kelly.    The   Brethren   of  this 
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Lodge  are  zealous  Masons,  but  the  Loilgo   has  not  yet  recovered   from   the 
troubles  caused  by  the  late  D  D.G.M.  under  the  English  jurisdiction. 

I  was  suprised  to  meet  so  many  old  Masonic  acquaintances  who  had  de- 
niitted,  and  very  much  pleased  to  find  that  some  of  them  intend  to  become  ac- 
tive members  again.  There  ought  to  be  a  very  good  Lodge  in  New  Westmin- 
ster from  the  good  material  already  belonging  to  theLodge  and  the  importance 
of  the  city,  and  surely  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  Union  Lodge  will  take  a 
place  second  to  none  other  in  the  Province. 

FOKEIGN  RELATIONS. 

My  attention  has  been  called  by  several  Grand  Lodges,  especially  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  to  the  actions  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  At 
their  regular  communication  in  1877,  they  removed  from  their  Constitution 
one  of  the  most  vital  principles  of  Masonry,  namely,  the  requiring  candidates 
to  express  a  belief  in  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe.  This  belief  being 
the  chief  corner  stone  on  which  our  institution  is  founded,  if  removed  must 
undermine  the  whole  superstructure. 

I  would,  therefore,  request  this  Grand  Lodge  to  require  the  Lodges  in 
tliis  jurisdiction  to  refuse  the  admission  of  visitors  unless  they  declare  their 
belief  in  God. 

Should  any  of  the  members  of  thatGrand  Orient  come  among  us  destitute, 
altho'  it  will  bo  our  painful  duty  to  refuse  to  recognize  them  as  Masons,  let  us  not 
forget  our  duties  towards  them  as  fellowmen,  but  let  us  relieve  them  in  their 
hour  of  need,  hoping  that  the  Grand  Orient  will  soon  see  the  necessity  of  ad- 
hering to  the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order  and  that  fraternal  relations  may 
be  re-established  between  that  body  and  the  Craft  at  large.  I  am  glad  that  I 
aiu  able  to  inform  the  Grand  Lodge  that  there  is  a  large  number  of  Lodges  in 
France  who  refuse  to  adopt  the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  are  both  claiming 
jurisdiction  in  the  Island  of  Cuba,  and  are  both  seeking  recognition.  Why 
slu)uld  not  these  Brethren  become  united?  There  would  then  be  no  difficulty 
in  granting  recognition.  Let  the  Brethren  in  that  beautiful  Island  try  those 
llrisonic  virtues,  Prudence  and  Charity.  We  may  then  have  the  satisfaction  of 
hearing  that  their  difficulties  are  settled.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the 
subject  of  their  recognition  be  deferred  for  further  consideration. 

Although  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in  communication  with  almost  every  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  world,  yet,  for  the  past  seven  years  wo  have  had  no  communi- 
cation from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  For  some  time  before  this  Grand 
Lodge  was  formed  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  which  then  ex- 
isted in  this  Province,  and  theLodges  under  her  charge,  received  no  commun- 
ication or  attention  of  any  kind  from  Scotland.  I  cannot  avoid  noticing  the 
contrast  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
laud  in  this  respect.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  after  due  consideratiou 
acknowledged  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  by  request  returned  to  the  Lodges  for- 
merly under  her  jurisdiction  their  Charters,  which  now  ndoru  the  walls  of 
some  of  our  Lodge  rooms.  She  also  appointed  a  Grand  Representative  near 
this  Grand  Lodge .    Similar  courtesies  have  been  long  and  anxiously  looked 
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for  by  the  Lodges  in  this  Proviuce  which  formerly  composed  the  Pi-oviuciul 
Graud  Lodge  of  Scotland,  but  they  have  been  disappointed. 

After  this  long  silence  I  recently  received  a  circular  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland  requesting  this  Grand  Lodge  not  to  recognize  certain  Brethren 
who  have  formed  a  Grand  Lodge  in  New  South  Wales.  I  have  read  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  and  the  different  letters 
relating  to  this  matter,  and,  subject  to  the  decision  of  Grand  Lodge,  my  own 
impression  is  that  the  Cralt  in  New  South  Wales  would  do  much  better  if  they 
had  control  of  their  own  affairs.  The  correspondence  on  this  subject  will  be 
placed  before  you  for  your  consideration. 

The  jurisdiction  of  Quebec  has  been  infringed  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodgo 
of  Scotland,  who  has  granted  charters  for  several  Lodges  in  that  Province  to 
the  annoyance  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  Several  Grand  Lodges  have 
expressed  their  disapproval  of  this  usurpation  and  have  interdicted  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland  iintil  the  difficulty  is  settled,  which  I  hope  will  soon  occur, 
as  no  good  can  result  from  such  unfriemily  proceedings. 

With  these  exceptions,  all  is  peace  and  harmony,  and  I  may  state  that 
we  are  in  communication  with  more  than  sixty  Grand  Lodges,  scattered  over 
every  part  of  the  globe,  having  enrolled  under  their  respective  banners  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  true  and  faithful  Craftsmen,  ever  reatly  to  impart  in- 
structions to  those  who  are  found  worthy,  and  it  is  with  regret  that  I  am  un- 
able to  find  language  capable  of  expressing  the  gratitude  I  feel  towards  these 
Graud  Bodies  for  their  Proceedings,  and  the  many  bpautifully  bound  and  in- 
structive books  they  have  forwarded  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  gleaming  with 
light  and  intelligence,  suitable  for  any  libr.iry  and  a  credit  to  any  institution. 
May  the  time  come  when  thj  history  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  accumu- 
lated such  a  fund  of  Masonic  information  and  be  in  a  position  to  fully  recip- 
rocate the  many  kind  favors  we  are  now  receiving.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  look  at 
the  handsome  volumes  sent  from  the  following  Grand  Lodges:— Illinois,  Mon- 
tana, Io\«a,  Missouri,  Maine,  Kansas,  California,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia, 
Colorado,  Massachusetts,  Oregon,  New  Brunswick,  &c. 

The  V.'.W.".  Grand  Secretary  has  received  communications  from  several 
Lodges  and  Brethren  returning  thanks  to  the  M.'.W.*.  G.  M.  and  Brethren 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  courtesies  shown.  These  will  be  read  for  your  infor- 
mation by  the  V.-.W.\  Gra.d  Secretary. 

I  have  recommended  the  appointment  of  the  following  Brethren  as  Grand 
Representatives  near  this  Grand  Lodge:—

Bro.  Powell,  demitted.     Bro.  Graham,  removed  from  the  Province. 
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I  have  received  several  circuliirs  from  the  New  York  and  Chicago  Masonic 
Mutual  Insurance  Association  This  same  plan  I  think  could  be  turned  to 
good  advantage  in  our  Province,  as  we  have  the  Government  Savings  Bank 
in  which  to  place  any  surplus  funds,  and  by  adopting  a  proper  system  insur- 
ance premiums  would  be  very  light.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  up  to  one  thou- 
sand dollars  would  be  very  useful  to  many  families  at  the  loss  of  a  father  or 
relative.  Such  a  scheme  would,  however,  have  to  be  entirely  distinct  from 
the  Lodges  or  the  Grand  Lodge,  simply  an  organization  amongst  the  Craft 
for  that  special  purpose,  if  any  of  the  Brethren  were  desirous  of  adopting  tho 
suggestion. 

THE  FBATEUNAL  DEAD. 

The  Scythe  of  Time  continues  to  gather  in  those  who  are  near  and  dear 
to  us.  Although  the  deaths  are  few  in  connection  with  tho  Craft,  there  have 
been  move  in  the  Province  than  usual  this  year,  and  are  of  such  a  nature  as 
to  cast  a  gloom  over  our  thouglits  and  remind  us  to  be  prepared  for  our  in- 
evitable destiny.  We  have  lost  six  Brethren  in  this  city,  aH  of  them  promi- 
nent men,  and  four  of  them  old  and  very  much  respected  citizens;  most  of 
them  active  members  of  the  Order;  amongst  these  I  may  mention  R.'.W.*. 
D.  G.  Master  Vinter,  called  from  us  in  the  prime  of  life. 

It  is  with  much  regret  I  inform  you  that  Ashlar  Lodge  has  withdrawn 
from  the  Fund  of  Benevolence.  This  Fund  is  steadily  increasing,  and  if  it 
continues  to  be  managed  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  few  years,  we  shall  soon 
see  the  result  of  the  care  and  attention  that  has  been  given  to  this  philan- 
thropic scheme.  The  Trustees  of  this  Grand  Lodge  with  the  consent  of  the 
B.  G.  P.  have  taken  shares  in  our  new  Masonic  Hall  with  the  surplus  funds. 
The  interest  on  these  shares  will  bring  in  several  hundreddollars  per  annum, 
and  the  fund  is  steadily  increasing.  We  may  thus  feel  satisfied  that  ere  long 
every  Lodge  in  the  Province  will  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
contributing  to  so  laudable  an  object  as  that  of  helping  those  who  are  in  need 
of  a  larger  amount  of  assistance  than  these  Lodges  are  individually  able  to 
give,  and  for  the  assistance  of  transient  Brethren.  It  must  be  a  proud  satis- 
faction to  every  Free  Mason  who  reads  of  the  large  benefits  dispensed  to  the 
widows,  orphans,  and  old  and  helpless  Masons,  by  many  Grand  Lodges. 
These  Grand  Lodges  have  had  their  day  of  small  things,  but  continued  in 
their  noble  and  grand  designs  until  they  have  been  crowned  with  success;  and 
let  us  follow  their  good  and  gloriotis  example. 

Brethren,  I  have  to  ask  your  sanction  to  a  payment  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars made  from  the  Benevolent  I7und  in  favor  of  Bro.  William  Moss,  of  New 
Orleans,  State  of  Louisiana.  This  Brother  was  out  of  employment  and  in 
(k-istitute  oirciimstances;  he  had  also  received  letters  stating  that  his  father, 
mother,  brother  and  sisters  had  all  died  of  the  yellow  fever,  that  he  was  de- 
sirous of  returning  home,  and  if  he  could  get  to  San  Francisco  he  had  friends 

there  who  would  give  him  the  assistance  he  required.  The  W.  Masters  of 
both  the  Lodges  in  the  city  being  absent  P.  M.  Bro.  Shotbolt  and  V.'.W.'. 
Grand  Trensurer  Bro.  Waitt  brought  the  circumstance  to  my  notice,  and  it 
appeared  to  be  one  of  those  cases  that  required  prompt  attention.  This  ac- 
tion not  being  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Benevolent  Fund,  it  requires  to 
be  ratified  by  tho  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  following  qnestions  have  been  submitted  for  my  opinion  during  my 
term  of  office : — 

Question. — A  candidate  was  duly  elected  in  open  Lodge,  but  before  re- 
ceiving the  Degrees  a  Brother  who  was  not  present  and  did  not  know  that 
the  candidate's  petition  was  before  the  Lodge,  objected  to  the  candidate  re- 
ceiving the  Degrees.    Should  the  Brother's  objection  be  sustained  ? 

Answer. — The  harmony  of  the  Lodge  should  be  the  first  consideration  of 
both  officers  and  members.  If  you  admit  persons  into  your  Sacred  Fold  who 
are  at  variance  with  any  of  the  members  of  your  Lodge,  you  then  commence 
the  destruction  of  the  work  which  has  taken  so  much  trouble,  care  and  time 
to  biiild  up.  Therefore  the  person  elected  should  not  receive  the  Degrees 
unless  the  difficulties  can  be  amicably  settled,  remembering  that  peace  and 
harmony  are  the  strength  of  all  institutions. 

Question.— Is  it  tho  duty  of  the  W.  M.  to  cause  all  the  communications 
addressed  to  the  Lodge  to  be  read  in  open  Lodge  ? 

Answer. — If  the  W.  M.  finds  the  communication  of  such  a  nature  that  it 
would  be  improper  to  have  it  road  before  the  Lodge,  it  is  his  duty  to  withhold 
the  n,  me. 

Question. — Should  a  Brother  state  his  reason  for  objecting  to  a  candi- 
date ? 

Answer. — Whatever  objections  any  Brother  has  to  the  admission  of  a 
member  they  need  not  be  stated  by  him.  This  principle  is  clearly  illustrated 
and  imposed  as  a  duty  on  members  in  baLoting  for  candidates.

Six  for  funerals. 

Three  for  Degrees  at  a  shorter  period  than  called  for  by  the  Constitution. 
Two  of  the  Brethren  had  to  travel  from  600  to  1000  miles  to  take  their  De- 
grees and  to  enable  them  to  make  their  joiyney  by  the  desired  steamer's  trips 
dispensations  were  granted,  and  one  was  granted  for  a  Brother  to  complete 
his  Degrees  as  he  was  leaving  the  Province. 

CONCLUSION. 

Although  the  Craft  in  this  Province  is  not  increasing  in  numbers,  yet,  tho 
material  accepted  is  apparently  good.  Considering  the  depression  which  has 
prevailed  here  for  the  last  eight  years,  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  con- 
gratulate this  Grand  Lodge  on  the  improved  condition  of  the  Craft  financially; 
for  at  the  formation  of  this  Grand  Lodge  we  were  several  hundred  dol- 
lars in  debt;  at  the  present  time  we  are  out  of  debt  and  have  over  four  thon- 
sand  dollars  out  at  interest.  Several  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  have  fine 
properties  of  their  own.  This  speaks  louder  than  words  and  indicates  what 
our  prospects  may  be  when  the  rich  resources  of  the  country  shall  be  develop- 
ed. 

In  conclusion,  Brethren,  I  thank  ^ou  for  the  advice  and  assistance  that 
one  and  all  of  you  have  ever  been  willing  to  render  when  called  upon,  and 
pray  that  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  may  bless  and  guide  us  in  our 
deliberations  on  this  present  occasion,  and  that  the  Craft  under  this  Grand 
Lodge,  with  all  true  Masons,  m  y  continue  to  prosper.

To  THE  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodqr  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  British  Columbia: 

The  Board  of  General  Purposes  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  1878-79, 
as  follows: — 

1.  At  th»>  first  meeting  of  tie  Board  V.*  .W.*.  Bro.  T.  Trouace  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  Vice-Presidenii  and  the  usual  Committees  were  then  ap- 
pointed. 

2.  That  but  one  appeal  from  the  action  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  in  expell- 
ing a  Brother  hau  been  brought  before  the  Board;  the  Board  sustained  the 
appeal  but  the  Brother  has  since  been  re-instated. 


>i}^'^^'m-mmmmw^ft^'!smf'- 
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3"  The  subject  of  the  claims  for  recdp;nition  iniuie  by  the  Grniiri  Lodge  of 
Colon  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba  were  considered.  The 
Board  have  thought  it  advisable  that  their  claims  should  be  decided  on  in 
Grand  Lodge. 

4.  That  the  Board  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Masonic  Tem- 
ple in  Victoria  has  been  satisfactorily  completed,  has  been  dedicated  and  is 
now  occupied  by  Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  Vancouver  and  Quadra 
Lodge,  No.  2,  and  Columbia  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No.  120.  The  building  is 
now  insured  for  $8,000.  By  resolution  of  the  Board  the  property  obtained 
by  the  Board  has  been  considered  as  consisting  of  600  shares  of  $20  each, 
making  a  total  of  $12,000  for  cost  of  same.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation 
that  the  Fraternity  generally  have  so  pronijitly  come  forward  with  the  neces- 
sary funds,  and  the  Board  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  whole  GOO 
shares  are  taken  up.  A  Special  Committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  financial  matters  relating  thereto,  and  to  arrange  for  the  issu- 
ance of  the  scrip  to  the  Lodges  nud  Brethren  subscribing  to  the  erection  of 
the  Temple,  and  the  accounts  in  connection  therewith  arc  herewith  laid  be- 
fore the  Grand  Lodge,  as  also  the  report  of  the  said  Committee.  The  build- 
ing has  also  been  handsomely  furnished,  uml  the  report  of  the  Furnishing 
Committee  is  herewith  appended.  The  building  of  the  Temple  a>ul  its  dedi- 
cation necessitated  the  holding  of  two  emergency  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  caused  additiouul  labor  to  the  Grand  Master  and  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

5.  The  energy  displayed  by  the  M.  .W.-.  the  Grand  Master  in  forward- 
ing and  bringing  this  matter  to  a  snecessful  issue  has  been  deemed  worthy  of 
especial  recognition,  and  was  accordingly  acknowledged  by  a  vote  of  thanks 
by  the  Board  to  the  Grand  Master. 

6.  The  Proceedings  of  our  last  Rogulnr  Communication,  and  of  the  Emer- 
gency Meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  laying  the  Corner  Stone  and  the 
dedication  of  Masonic  Temple,  and  riitititnition  of  Amended  Constitution,  to- 
gether with  the  Constitution  as  amended,  have  been  printed  and  will  be  dis- 
tributed according  to  customary  usage  of  Grand  Lodge.

The  vacancies  thus  caused  were  satisfactorily  filled  by  the  M.*.\V.\ 
the  Grand  Master  by  the  appointment  of  V.-.W.  .  Bro.  M,  W.  Waitt,  of  Van- 
couver and  Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  W.-.  Bro.  E  C.  Baker,  of  Victoria- 
Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1. 

8.  That  the  Board  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $15  be  paid  to  Bro. 
O'Connor  and  $10  to  Bro  Cuniflfe,  for  services  in  tyling  Grand  Lodge  in  full 
payment  to  the  end  of  this  session. 

9.  The  Interest  Accotmt  of  Building  Fund  hm  been  made  tip  and  the  in- 
terest apportioned.  This  account  will  be  laid  before  Grand  Lodge  at  its  pre- 
sent sessiou.

We,  the  undersigned  Conunittee,  appointed  by  your  Board  to  investi- 
gate into  all  circumstances  in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  new  Masonic 
Temple,  from  the  date  of  purchasing  the  lots  until  the  completion  of  the  said 
building,  with  instructions  to  open  books,  in  order  to  show  the  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity hew  all  matters  stand  in  reference  thereto,  and  further  to  make  any 
suggestions  that  we  might  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  general  man- 
agement of  said  Temple,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  That  after  much  pains  and  labor  we  have  opened  a  set  of  books  similar 
to  those  in  use  by  Joint  Stock  Companies,  and  consisting  of  :  1  Cash  Book, 
1  Journal,  i'Ledgor,  1  Share  Journal,  1  Share  Ledger,  which  books  we  consi- 
der absolutely  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  lucidly  explaining  the  actions  of 
the  past  as  well  as  to  provide  for  those  of  the  future,  and  from  which  the  fol- 
lowing facts  are  apparent  : 

('/.)  That  the  lots  purchased  in  1877  vere  obtained  or  secured  through 
the  mediation  of  Rro.  Rober*  Bcaven,  and  are  situated  on  the  N.W.  corner  of 
Douglas  and  Fisgard  streets,  known  on  the  official  inap  as  Victoria  City  Lots 
Nos.  (5i!9  and  010,  having  a  frontage  on  each  of  the  above  named  streets  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  feet.  (120  feet).  The  space  occupied  by  the  Masonic 
Temple  is  49  toot  on  Douglas  street  and  67  feet  on  Fisgard  Ktreet,  leaving  a 
vacant  frontage  on  Fisgard  street  of  53  feet,  .md  on. Douglas  sti'eet  of  71  feet. 
The  latter  s\nico.  can  be  divided  into  three  small  lots,  each  with  a  frontage  of 
'20  feet,  two  of  which  might  be  disposed  of  to  great  pecuniary  advantage, 
owing  to  the  increased  value  of  property,  if  considered  necessary  at  any  future 
time. 

The  original  cost  of  the  lots  was  $1,750,  to  which  we  have  to  add  the 
taxes,  registration,  foes,  etc.,  in.iking  in  the  aggregati^  a  total  of  $1,770,  which 
we  will  call  "Land  Account."

ftilopted  by  the  M.'.W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  England  concerning  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Franco  be  adopted. 

Your  advice  in  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Colon  and  Cuba  seems 
worthy  of  trial  and  is  certainly  Masonic. 

The  action  of  the  M.".\V.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  requesting  this 
Grand  Lodge  to  refuse  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales, 
which  is  about  being  formed,  seems,  to  say  the  least,  extraordinary,  as  thus 
far  we  have  ourselves  received  no  direct  recognition  from  our  venerable 
Grand  Mother,  though  their  application  seems  to  imply  it. 

The  infringement  of  the  M.'.W.-.  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  chartering 
Lodges  within  the  territory  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  seems  very  repre- 
hensible. 

We  observe  the  interchange  of  Masonic  Representatives  between  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  M.".  W.-.  Grand  Lodges  of  Kentucky,  Wyoming.  Ver- 
mont, Idaho,  Indian  Territory,  Missouri,  California,  and  the  German  Grand 
Lodge  Znr  Sonne  Beireuth. 

The  establishment  of  a  Masonic  Mutual  Life  Assurance  Association  seems 
certainly  deserving  of  further  enquii-y,  and  adoption  if  fonnd  feasible. 

We  regret  to  see  that  death  has  removed  six  of  our  Brethren  since  the  last 
Communication. 

The  withdrawal  of  Ashlar  Lodge  from  the  Benevolent  and  Orphans'  Fund 
we  note  regretfully,  but  trust  that  those  Funds  will  still  continue  to  grow  as 
heretofore,  so  that  the  results  you  augur  therefrom  may  be  realized. 

The  dispensation  of  charity  to  Bro.  Wm.  Moss  is  quite  in  harmony  with 
our  teachings . 

The  Masonic  decisions  rendered  by  you.  we  recommend  to  have  placed 
on  record  as  decisions  of  the  M.".  W.*.  Grand  Master. 

We  hope  that  the  good  augury  you  entertain  of  the  future  of  this  Pro- 
vince will  be  consummated,  and  that  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction  will  prosper 
with  it. 

In  conclusion  we  express  our  gratification  at  the  very  able  address  deliv- 
ered by  you,  and  hope  that  you  may  long  enjoy  health  to  preside  over  the 
Craft  in  this  Province.

Morning  Session, 
Sunday,  June  22nd,  10  a.  m. 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  presiding. 
The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  labor,  wlnm  the  M.\ 
W.'.  Grand  Muster  stated  that  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Subordinate  Lodges,  had  met  on  this  occasion  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  Divine  Service  as  a  Masonic  Fra- 
ternity.    A  procession  was  formed  in  the  following  order:

The  M.-.W.-.  Grand  Lodge, 
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and  marched  to  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  where  the  follow- 
ing eloquent  sermo;i  was  preached  by  the  V.'.W.'.  Grand 
Chaplain,  Bro.  H.  H.  Mogg: 

SEHMON 

Preached  on  Second  Sunday  in  Trinity,  June  2'2d,  A.L.  5879, 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  by  Rev. 
H.  H.  Mogg,  Grand  Chaplain. 

1  John  iii.  18  :  **Xe<  usnotloveimvord,  neither  in  fouf/ue;  but 
in  deed  and  in  truth." 

Now,  as  it  h'.is  ever  been,   tho  v/orld   may  roughly  be 
divided  into  two  great  sections — t  le  real  and  the  sham — 
those  who  profess  and  do  not,  and  those  who  carry  out  their 
professions.     So  universal  and  apparent  is  the  existence  c? 
this  division  of  humanity,   that  it  may  be  observed  by  the 
most  casual.     Far  b  ick,  in  the  infancy  of  the  world's  history, 
ii  is  noticeable.     The  bliss  of  the  Garden  of  Eden  is  lost  to 
man  by  the  tirst  sin.     Man  is  turned  away  from  the  averted 
face  of  his  Creator,  and  his  sons  bring  us  faco  to  face  with 
the  fact,  Cain  and  Abel  being  examples  of  unreality  and  real- 
ity.    As  the  history  progresses,  as  mankind  increases,  exam- 
ples rapidly  thicken,  ever  the  oiio  or  the  other.     Dim  indeed 
may  be  the  page  of  history,  yet  the  character  of  reality  stands 
out  in  bold  relief,    so  that  we  fail  not  to  perceive  it.     It  is 
reality  of  life  th;it  marks  David  the  Shepherd  of  Bet..'iehem. 
So  too,  the  Patriaich  Jacob.     Follow  him  through  that  won- 
drous night,    when  he   struggled  with  his  heavenly  visitant, 
and  would  not   let  him  go  till  he  had  received  the  blessing. 
What  reality  of  purpose  is  here  !    But  if  the  Patriarchal  age 
and  Jewish  church  provide  us  with  examples,  how  much  more 
the  Christian '?     A  St.   Peter  full  of   impetuous  zeal;  a  St. 
Paul  real  in  the  distinctest  sense  of  the  word;  a  St.  John  full 
of  reality — here  are  men  living  up  to  the  profession  of  their 
lives.     On  the  other  hand  might  be  held  up  for  notice  those 
unreal  characters  of  history  whose  lives  at  times  appear  even 
to  darken   the  periods   in  which  they  appear.     But  leaving 
the  past,  come  to  the  present.     The  Christian  world  of  to-day 
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is  proof  of  what  I  say.  There  are,  it  is  true,  faithful  mem- 
bers and  followers  of  Jesus,  the  son  of  Mary;  but  besides 
these,  in  this  age  of  enlightenment,  what  do  we  find?  Are 
all  true?  Not  so.  There  are  lying  Christians,  immoral 
Christians,  blaspheming  Christians,  evil-speaking  Christians. 
Yet  turn  to  the  rules  of  life  as  set  forth  by  the  Book  of  the 
Sacred  Law,  and  there  it  is  madQ  evident  what  a  Christian's 
profession  is.  "He  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth 
in  the  truth,"  is  the  rule  for  the  Corinthian  Church  in  parti- 
cular and  the  whole  world  in  general  to  observe.  '  Kee]) 
thyself  pure,"  is  the  command  from  St.  Paul  to  St.  Timothy, 
his  son  in  the  faith.  "Swear  not  at  all,"  is  the  Divine  Mas- 
ter's precept.  "Speak  not  evil  one  of  another,"  are  the  words 
that  fall  from  the  Apostle  St.  James.  How  evident  then  is 
it  that  the  outward  name  describes  not  always  the  inward 
heart !  These  are  not  Christians  in  reality  who  are  thus  con- 
tinuing to  live  in  sin.  Well  are  tliey  judged  by  the  severe 
reproof  of  God's  word:  "He  is  not  a  Jew  who  is  one  out- 
wardly, nor  is  that  circumcision  which  is  outwardly  in  the 
llesli  only,  but  he  is  a  Jew  who  is  one  inwardly,  and  the 
true  circumcision  is  that  of  the  heart."  Thus,  too,  is  it  witli 
the  Society  gathered  together  this  morning  to  whom  I  am 
called  upon  especially  to  address  myself,  the  Hoyal  Order  of 
Masons — spread  far  and  wide  throughout  the  known  world, 
tracing  its  history  from  remote  ages,  having  accomplished 
with  its  vast  resources  an  amount  of  practical  charity  that 
astounds  one  when  considered — yet  here  also,  as  in  every 
other  Society  of  humanity,  is  the  deceptive  sentimentalist  as 
well  as  the  sincere  operative.  Yes!  Brethren,  let  me  speak 
plainly  to  you  as  a  Mason  in  language  unmistakable.  Within 
this  Society,  bound  together  by  ties  which  should  indeed 
produce  practical  worth  of  life,  are  to  be  found  those  who 
call  themselves  what  they  really  are  not.  They  call  them- 
selves Masons,  when,  behold,  they  are  strangers  to  "^^  the 
virtues  of  Masonry,  and  are  no  more  Masons  in  reality  than 
Judas  the  traitor  was  at  heart  an  apostle  of  Christ.  But  be- 
cause it  is  thus — because,  as  they  were  not  all  Jews  who  call- 
ed themselves  of  Israel,   as  they  are  not  all  Christians  who

bear  the  name  of  Christians,  because  there  are  some  Masons 
ialso  to   their  obligations,   yet  this   is  no   true   stigma  upon 
Masonry.     Where  is  the  mind  so  illogical,   so  illiberal  as  to 
judge  it  otherwise  ?     Shall  the  unseemly  conduct  of  one,  ten, 
or  even  one  hundred  be   a  true  cause  of  reproach  against  a 
profession  or  community  ?     God  forbid  !     If  so,    then   the 
English  law  must  be  despised,  because  there  are  to  be  found 
petty  fogging  attorneys   and  rapacious  barristers.     The  pro- 
fession of  medicine  must  be  condemned  b  cause  of  ignorant 
pretenders  who  poison  instead  of  cure.     The  whole  system  of 
business  must  be  reckoned  as  one  of  sharping,  because  there 
are  those  who  ivlU  deceive  and  cheat  to  got  gain.     No !  these 
blots  on  the  fair  surface  of   our  Order  detract  not  from  the 
worth  of  the  Order  itself.     Those  who  make  use  of  such  argu- 
ments to  condemn  the  system  are  but  feeble  arguers.     Little 
better  are  tliose  who  despise  and  slander  the  craft  because  of 
its  secrecy.  Let  me  assure  you  from  this  sacred  pi  ce,  should 
any  be  here  thus  prejudiced,  that   in   its   secrecy   there   is 
nothing  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  that  has  not  the  only 
object — to  make  a  man  love  the  brotherhood,  fear  God  and 
honor  the  King.     Based  upon  the  three  gre  it  virtues,  Faith, 
Hope  and  Charity,  it  reiterates  the  words  of  St.  Paul,  "The 
greatest  of  these  is  Charity."     Charity,  or  love,  as  the  origi- 
nal may  be  translated,  foi*  the  same  word  a  jape  is  used  for 
both,  brought  about  by  unity.     Now,  because  this  unity  may 
possess  secrecy,  surely  it  must  be  allowed  that  no  mystery  can 
can  be  the  cause  of  any  material  defect  to  the  unity.     May  it 
rati) nr  add  to  its  perfection  and   excellence?     Look   to  the 
'(f^ernal  Godhead  !    Incomprehensible  is  the  mystery  of  the 
unitv  of  the  three  Persons,  we  cannot  understand   it — it   is 
beyond  us,  far  beyond.     One   might   as   well   try  hold   in 
the  minutest  shell  of  the  sea-shore  the  waters  of  the  oceans 
as  understand  the  mystery  of  the  Godhead.     But  because  in- 
comprehensible the  cause,   are  we  to   condemn   the   unity? 

Surely  not.  Turn  to  nature  ;  mystery  of  unity  of  design  and 
working  arrests  us  at  every  step,  and  we  condemn  not.  So 
does  not  the  secrecy  oi  our  union  in  any  respect  authorize 
those  ignorant  of  the  mystery  to  condemn  the  brotherhood. 
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This  idea  of  brotherhood  !  Oh,  how  vast  is  the  lesson  taught 
us  !  A  lesson  not  to  Masons  alone,  but  to  one  and  all. 
Brethren  of  one  family,  bound  together  by  the  ties  of  Son- 
ship — children  of  God,  purchased  by  the  One  Blood — mem- 
bers of  Christ,  guided  by  the  directing  power  of  the  One 
Spirit,  whereby  we  realize  our  sonship  and  cry  Abba  Father! 
But,  brethren  of  the  Order,  we  who  iit  mature  age,  of  our 
free  will,  bound  ourselves  by  solemn  oaths  and  obligations 
at  our  initiation,  how  sincerely,  how  deeply  should  we  feel 
the  necessity  of  loving  the  brotherhood.  If,  after  this,  as 
3Iasons  we  nre  not  brethren,  as  men  we  are  worse  than  the 
worst  of  men.  Let  me  plead  with  your  souls  this  morning 
that  you  show  yourselvtis  worthy  the  name  of  our  Order  by  a 
life  of  good  works — for  remember  we  may  become  Masons, 
we  may  boast  of  its  secrecy,  its  scienc  •  an  J  ^  s  morals  ;  we 
may  put  on  its  regalia  with  its  various  t  -inri,  \,e  may  orna- 
ment ourselves  with  its  jewelry — all  in  vain,  all  wc/thless 
trash  if  our  religion  is  destitute  of  love  to  God  and  ch;»rity 
to  our  fellow  creatures.  "  Let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither 
in  tongue  ;  but  in  deed  and  in  truth."  If  there  be  not  this 
love  of  the  brethren,  away  with  Masonic  pretensions  !  They 
are  as  tinkling  cymbals.  And  who  can  wonder  that  those 
outside  ridicule  and  condemn  sometimes,  when  it  can  be  said 
that  the  Fraternity  does  not  always  teach  such  brotherly  love; 
when  instead  of  being  compacted  firmly  together,  we  are  to 
some  extent  distant  and  estranged,  there  being  srra,'^  v^lio 
care  not  much  for  the  progress  of  Masonry  and  wli.  w'l'  not 
exert  themselves  to  aid  its  onward  course,  so  tha  it  ;t.«.v  be- 
come a  Society  deeply  respected  in  this  our  Colony.  '  fJeep- 
ly  respected  !"  I  fancy  I  hear  some  saying,  *'  how  ca.i  ;ais 
be  as  long  as  Masons  blaspheme,  as  long  as  Masons 
are  immoral,  as  long  as  they  are  drunkards?"  Yes  ! 
I  will  still  repeat,  "deeply  respected."  Brother  Masons, 
it  rests  with  you,  one  nnd  all.  Each  has  his  work  to 
do.  Take  the  erring  brother  and  lead  him  enrly  into 
a  nobler,  a  purer  life,  having  a  care  firni.  ,:o  cleanse 
your  own  souls  from  sin  that  witli  clearness  oi  •  'on  you 
may  behold  the  speck  in  your  brotlier's  eye.     Ahvi   if  after 
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repeated  trials  they  still  are  unworthy,  away  with  them  from 
the  Order  !  they  do  it  harm  and  bring  reproach.  Ere  we 
part  this  morning,  I  call  upon  you  all  before  the  Eternal 
God,  at  whose  word  the  foundations  of  the  world  were  laid, 
to  remember  the  solemn  obligations  that  are  binding  upon 
you  as  members  of  the  Order,  and  putting  your  trust  in  God 
through  Christ  earnestly  to  strive  to  obey  them  even  until  the 
solemn  hour  of  death. 

After  Divine  Service  the  processioi.  was  re-formed  and 
returned  to  the  Masonic  Temple,  when  Grand  Lodge  Avas 
again  called  from  labor  to  refreshment  at  1.80  p.  m.

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Supreme  Ilulev  of  the  Universe,  and  othonvise  net  and  abide 
by  the  ancient  usages  of  our  honorable  Fraternity  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Grand  Lcxlge  of  Enghmd  and  other  Grand 
Lodges. 

Resolved,  That  a  co[)y  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France. 

On  motion  by  E. -.W.'.  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,  J.  G.  Warden, 
and  duly  seconded,  the  following  motion  w.is  put  and  carried 
nem.  con.:  Th  it  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  accord- 
ed to  V.\W. •.  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Mogg,  Grand  Chaplain,  for 
the  very  eloquent  and  appropriate  sermon  delivered  by  him 
on  Sunday,  the  '22d  instant,  and  that  the  same  be  fully  em- 
bodied in  the  printed  prociedings  of  this  session. 

It  was  moved  by  the  R.\W.'.  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Bro.  Coote  M.  Chambers,  That  the  printed  proceedings  of 
l;ist  session  and  Emergency  meetings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  for  correction  by 
the  Committee  on  Printing  before  being  distributed  in  the 
customary  manner;  and  further  that  the  proceedings  of  tliis 
session  be  printed  and  embodied  in  the  same.  Upon  being 
seconded  it  was  put  and  carried  unanimously.
